THE BLAIR BILL DOGMED. 


A DEOISIVE VOTH IN THE 
SENATE YESTERDAY. 

QLD FRIENDS OF THE MEASURE DE-' 
SERT IT AND IT MRETS WITH DIs- 
ASTER—CONTESTANT MUDD SEATED.\ 


WASHINGTON, Maroh 20.—A large and very 
tiresome nuisance has been abated in the 
United States Senate, and Mr. Blair of New- 
Hampshire is in mourning. 
tional bill has been killed by a majority that 
has fairly dazed its supporters and that 1s not 
a little astonishing to its enemies. The measure 
Was not even allowed to reach the stage where, 
a direct vote could be taken upon it, but it was 
ruthlessly squelched on the question of order- 
ing 1t to a third reading. A majority of the 
Senators were so tired of the whole thing that 
the very first chance they had to get rid of it 
was promptiy acted upon. It was a bad day 
for Blair. 


Mr. Bate began to-day’s consideration of the 
bill with along and earnest speech in opposi-’ 
tion. It had been agreed that when he had, 
finished Mr. Blair should have one hour in 
which to make a final appeal for support, and 
then discussion of amendments should be had 
under the rule limiting, speeches to five min- 
‘utee. When Mr. Bate sat down, Mr. Blair gave 
the Senate a genuine surprise by announcing 
his willingness to forege the hour allotted to 
him and to let the proposed amendments be 
taken up atonce. His colleagues stared at him 
in blank astonishment for a moment, for 
it was the first instance ever known in which 
Mr. Blair had failed to seize with avidity a 
chance to talk on his one special hobby. Less 
than a dozen Senators were in the chamber. 
One of them was Mr. Plumb, and he protested 
against the omission of Blair’s speech, saying 
that Senators were not on hand to vote, as they 
had not expected the final votes would be 


reached so soon. The New-Hampshire Senator 
kindly consented to go on with the programme, 
Diving apparently at random into the bushel or 
more of papers that had ongumbeces his desk 
for months, be grabbed up a handful of printed 
slips and began to read a lot of uninteresting 
stuff about the importance of knewledge. He 
kept this up, with occasional glances toward 
the clock, until the hour was ended, and then 
he stopped. ‘ 
A good many Senators had atrolled into the 
chamber and there was no trouble about a 
quorum when tne Vice President put the gques- 
tion on agreeing to the amendments made in 
the original bill by the Committee on Education 
and Labor. Thes were quickly adopted and 
then the Senate took up the amendinent pro- 
posed by Mr. Moody, which provided that 
illiterate Indians should be included in the 
basis of apportionment of the money for North 
and South Dakota, Montana, Washington, and 
the Territories. Mr. Edmunds took advan- 
tage of the five-minute rule to make an 
earnest appeal for the bill, having previously 
spent considerable time buttonholing Senators 
Who were supposed to be against the measure. 
Mr. Hawley tilled up five minutes more with a 
very spirited protest against the bill, as one 
filled with odious features. He was espeolally 
bitterin denouncing tne provisions allowing 
Federal subordinates to investigate complaints 
against the conduct of Governors of States, and 
declared that the bill was full of caterpillar 
nests breeding controversies. If it became a 
law, instead of lasting eight years and expend- 
ing $77,000,000 it would last fifty yeare and 
cost hundreds of millions, He was not sure 
that the bill was unconstitutional in letter, but 
a! __ sure that it was unconstitational in 
spiris. 
Mr. Moodyv’s amendments were agreed to 
without a division, and Mr. Hawley then of- 
fered a pro forma ameadment in order to get 
the floor. He wanted, he said, to put a few tig- 
ures—some Republicans will call them “ scare’ 
figures—into the reoord for Senators to look at 
nereafter. With absolute disregard for future 
figures and arguments, he pointed out tnat the 
estimated revenue of the Government was only 
| Snot ge pee including the revenue of the 
ost Office Department. Against this were es- 
timated expenditures sufficient to leave a 
robable deficiency of $31,000,000, while 
he appropriations auees? proposed in the 
Senate, invluding the Direct Tax Dill, the 
Biair blll, the French spoliation claims, ships 
for the navy, and inoreased pensions, would 
bring the expenditures up to about $73,000,- 
000 more than the revenue. In the light of 
these tigures, Mr. Hawley warned the Senate 
that it had got to recall some of its measures, 
to reconsider some of its steps, to stop passing 
such things asthe Blair bili, and if it Kept on 
assing such measures, to stop revising the taritt. 
tir. Hawley’s remarks made Mr. Edmunds very 
angry, aud he announced that he would not 
violate the rules requiring speeches to be con- 
fined to amendmenis by replying to the Con- 
necticut Senator. 
Mr. Plumb offered an amendment providing 
that the money appropriated | the bill should 
be distributed on the baais otf illiteracy. He 
was the only Senator who voted for the amend- 
mont 
Yo further amendments being presented, the 
Vice President put the question on ordering the 
bill to its third reading, Mr. Ingalls called for 
yea and nay vote, and it was promptly orderéd, 
Half a dozen Senators took out tally sheets and 
followed the vote elosely, for it wag to settle 
the fate of the measure. Mr. Blair frowned 
when Mr. Betry yoted in the negative, but he 
waa not astonished. The Arkansas Senator 
voted for the billin the last Congraag. but hé 
announced then that he was opposed td it, and 
supported it only because instructed to do so 
by the Legislature that sent him to the Senate. 
‘he voting went on without incident until Mr, 
Berry's colleague, Mr. Iones, was reached, and 
then the Blair bill lost another vote that went 
for it in 1888. A moment iater Mr. Payne of 
Ohio reversed his judgment of two years ago 
and yoted in the negative. Then his example 
was follewed by Mr. Sawyer of Wisconsin. Im- 
mediately afterward Mr. Sherman followed his 
Democratic colleague into the ranks of the op- 
position, and a murmur of surprise was heard 
ou the floor. 
Mr. Blair's face was already too long to grow 
longer, and he hardly noticed when Mr. Walt- 
hallof Mississippi also left him and went over 
to theenemy. Here were six distinct losses 
from the votein the last Congress, when the 
Blair bill genene the Senate with ten majority. 
The New-Hampshire Senator had failed to note 
a single gain to offset these losses, and he hur- 
ried down to the Clerk’s desk to see how the 
yote stood. He was told that the bill was killed 
by @ vote of 32 to 36. Quickly adaressing the 
Chair, the beaten Senator announced that he 
would change his vote so that he could move a 
reconsideration after the vote was announced. 
The Vice President therefore stated that the 
motion to read the bill a third time was lost by 
a vote of 31 to 37. Mr. Blair entered the motion 
to reconsider and the fight was over.

The Secretary of the Navy has transmitted to 
the Senate the finding of the court of inquiry 
into the existence and purpose of organizations 


among naval officers, in purauance of tho reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Chandler Dec. 19. 
Thig resolution called for an expression by 
tue Secretary as to whether such organizations 
are compatible with the proper adlectpline of 
the naval service. The Secretary does not ex- 
press any such Me pore 4 but simply transmits 
the findings of the court. 

The court found that there is in existence, 
first, an organization known 4s the ao 
cers’ Association, with Capt. Howison as Preat- 
dent and Lieut. Beatty as Secretary and Treas- 
urer, organized for the purpose of influencing 
Congressional legislation in favot of the line, 
but not at the present time acting for that pur- 
pose, and having on hand $848 84 left over 
yrom last year.

LORD SALISBURY’S CAUTION. 
HE HAS GREAT RESPECT FOR THE 
UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT. ' 


Lonpon, March 20.—The meeting of the Con-| 
servative members of Parliament, called by 
Lord Salisbury, was neld at the Carlton Ulub 
House to-day. Lord Salisbury made an ad- 
dress, in which he said he regretted the sluw 
progress of business in the House of Commors. 
The Government, he declared, was compelled 
to deal with obstruction of the most determined 
kind. He trusted that every supporter of the 


Government, at whatever eost to his personal 
convenience, would give unremitting attention 
to his Parliamentary duties. 


The Tithes bill and the Land Purchase bill” 


were of paramount importance. The Tithes 
bill must pass its second reading before the 
Easter recess. Ho believed that the proposals 
contained in tho Land Purchase bill are such ag 
to secure the unanimous support of the Liberal 
Unionists.

that institution. He reports twenty persons 
suffering from that disease now in the Lazaret- 
to, and three deaths aé having occurred during 
the year. Leprosy, he states, Is dying out in 


Tracadie, but as cases were reported appearing 
in the neighboring distriets, Dr. Smith mado a 
special tour of inspection, which resulted in his 
finding a focus of the disease between Caraquet 
and Shippgua, and he traced from this centre 
several cases to other settlements, 

The doctor urges permanent measures of 
segregation as the only means of stamping out 
this loathsome disease. 





FATAL SHOOTING MATCH ON A TRAIN. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 20.—Conductor 
Breck McCurdy of the Louisville and Nashville 
Ratiroad and Julius Simon, a negro, had a 
shooting match on a passenger train at Morris- 
town, 100 miles south of here, this morning. 
The negro got on the train and, refusing to pay 
his fare, McCuray slapped him.

NO WATER WAS PREFERRED TO HIM 
AND HE DOES SOME KILLING. 


BisMAROK, N. D., March 20.—The most tragic 
event that has taken place at the Stand- 
ing Rock Indian Agency since the days 
of 1876 occurred this morning. <A 
half-breed girl from Devil’a Lake Agen- 
cy, named Julia, danghter of an Indian 
known as Irish Mike at that agenoy, has been 
living with an Indian named No Water, who 
also belongs to the Devil’s Lake Agency, but 
who has been stopping at Standing Rock during 
the Winter. 

No Water, with his squaw, child, ana Julia 
started for home last evening, and crossed the 
river just above the agency intending to take 
an carly start from Winona this morning. They 
were followed by an Indian from the agency 
named Horn Cioud, who tried to persuade Julia 
to return to the agency and live with him, but 
she refused todo so. Horn Cload then took his 
Winchester, pretending to start for home. 

He called Julia outside the tepee and said: 
“ We'll shake hands before we for good.” 
Ho grasped her hand, kissed it, and as she 
-turned te go into the tepee ne fired at her. The 
ball struck her in theback. Julia fell and the 
assassin fired again, striking bherinthe arm, 
breaking it. He tben turned and shot his own 
horse, which stood near by. 

No Water, hearing the firing, started to run 
for the timber a short distance away, when 
Horn Cloud fired, and down he dropped. Horn 
Cloud then went up to the fallen Indian and 
shot the seeond time, killing him. 

The bloodthirsty Sioux then eatered the tepee 
and began firing at himself, three shots taking 
effect in his body. As he pulled the trigger the 
last time he fell into the fire in the centre of the 
“a na was burned to a orisp. 

The facts were reported to the Standing Rock 
o_ this morning by No Water Squaw. The 
affair has caused the wildest excitement among 
the Indians, who are going about moaning, 
oigere and —— The woman, Julia, now 
lies at the Agency Hospital in a very critical 
condition, but Dr. Brewster expresses the 
opinion that her life may be saved.

PITUSBURGERS . SQUEEZED.

MANUFACTURERS THERE FORCED TO PAY 
HIGN PRICES FOR CHEMICALS, 


PITTSBURG, Mareh , 20.—Pittaburg manufact- 
urers who use soda ash, salt cake, and kindred 
chemicals are making wry faces over the man- 
ner in which their shrewder brethren in Balti- 
more and New-York have squeezed them. Not 
long ago these chemicals sold at $1 10 a hun- 
dred, but now the price is $3 50. 

When the advance began Pittsburg; consumers 
received orders from New-York and Baltimore 
for considerable quantities to tide the purchas- 
ers over @ “short supply,” and the Pittsburgers 
innocently sold at reasonable figures. Now 
they are buying back their own goods at tne 
gilt-edge prices quoted. 

It appears that English manufacturers of the 
chemicals are unable to run their works for 
lack of fuel, caused by the coal-miners’ strike. 
This has caused an unprecedented scarcity, Of 
these facts New-York and Baltimore took an 
early advantage. 

W. M. Watseh, a well-known glass manufact- 
urer, nate to-day that, in view of the present 
crisis, glass and paper makers at this end of the 
State, who consume large quantities of scuemi- 
cals, were likely to get together and establish 
a mannafactory of theirown. It was pessible to 
do this profitably, he said, and thua make 
Ameriean consumers independent of England. 
As yet the industry ig earried on to avery small 
extent in the United States. 





WANT THE CRICKET RULES OHANGED. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 20.—The meeting of 
delegates from the various oricket clubs held 
to-day to eonsider the proposed radical 
change in playing rules resulted in the adop- 
tion of a compromise. Recent agitation for 


the popularizing of cricket brought out:the 
Thayer or American plan, by whiob, on the 
fall of three wickets, the opposing side are to 
take the bat, and so on until ten wickets have 
fallen. 

Great interest was at once aroused among 
loeal cricketers, and strong parties were iurmed 
for and against the plan. Its opponents 
argued that it would destroy the game, and 
they brought forward an alternative in the old 
“average” syetem, by which untinishned matches 
are declared won ucocordiog to the average per 
wicket of each side. 

Several largely attended meetings and much 
discussion did not bring agreement, and it is 
being admitted that a change was desirable in 
order to shorten time and increase the interest.

HENCEFORTH TO BE DUKE 
OF LAUENBURG 
AND FIELD MARSHAL GENERAL OF THE 
PRUSSIAN ARMY—GEN. VON CAPRIVI 
ACCEPTS THE CHANCELLORSHIP. 


BERLIN, March 20.—A special edition of the 
Reichsanzeiger contains imperial rescripts cor- 
) dially thanking Prince Bismarck for his serv- 
ices and appointing him Duke of Lauenburg, a 
Colonel General of Cavalry, and a Field Mar- 
shal Generai; also, appointing Count Herbert 
Bismarck ad interim Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, and Gen. von Caprivi Chancellor and 
President of the Prussian Mmistry. 

In the first rescript the Emperor says that, 
according to the request made on the 18th 
inst., he grants Prince Bismarck permission to 
retire, hoping confidently that the Fatherland 
will profit in the future, as it has profited in ths 
past, by his counsel, energy, and faithful devo- 
tion. The Emperor says he had haped that tho 
necessity would not arise for Bismarck to think 
of resignation during his lifetime. He regards 
it as the most providentiai dispensation of his 
life that on several occasions he has had Prince 
Bismarck by his side. What the Prince has 
achieved for Prussia and Germany acd what 
the Prince has been to him and the house of 
his predecessors he will ever preserve in grate- 
ful remembrance. Bismarck’s wise and ener- 
getic policy of peace, by which his Majesty is 
resolved to be guided in future, being fully 
convinced of its correctness, will always be 
remembered abroad and well deserves recogni- 
tion. It ia not in the Emperor’s power to re- 
by = Bismarck for his services, but as a sign 
of his lasting thanks he cenfera upon him the 
dignity of Duge of Lauenburg and presents 
him with s life-size oil painting of hfmself. 

The Emperor addresses Bismarck as “My 
dear Prince,” and says: “With deep emo- 
tion I have seen from your entreaty of 
the 18th that you are determined to 
retire from the offices you have occupied 
for so many years with such incomparable 
success. Odiiged to familiarize myself with 
the thought of parting, { do it certainly with 
an afflicted heart, but with a firm hope that 
compliance with your request will con- 
tribute to sparing and saving your 
life and powers, which the Fatherland cannot 
replace, as long as possible. The motives you 
advance for your determination convince me 
that any further attempts to induce you to 
withdraw your request would bave no chance 
of suceess. Therefore, I respond to your wish.’’ 

The rescript concludes as follows: **God bless 
you, my dear Prince, and grant you many years 
of untroubled old e, brightened by the con- 
sciousness of duty truly fultilled. With these 
sentiments I remain now and also in the fut- 
ure, your truly obliged and crateful William.” 

In a second rescrips the Emperor thanks Bis- 
marck as military leader for his invaluable 
services in the army during the time of William 
J. and to the present day, adding that he kuows 
he will be at one with the army by retaining 
Bismarok in the highest rank by appointin 
him a Field Marshal General and a Colone 
General of Cavalry. 

Prince Bismarck’s acceptance of a Dukedom, 
the offer of which from Emperor William I. he 
repeatedly declined, has caused surprise. 

r. Meyer, the Freisinnigs candidate for the 
Reichstag in the First Division of Berlin, ia a 
speech to the eiectora to-day, sald thut Gen. 
yon Caprivi was a former echoolmate of his. 
The new Cnanceller, he said, was a Free Con- 
servative, but would deal fairly with views op- 
posed to his own, and would be willing to dis- 
cuss matters in an attitude to whivh the ovpu- 
sition had hitherto been unaccustomed.

Tne National Gazelle, referri to Bismarck’s 
remark yesterday to Signor Boccardo, one of 
the Italian delegates to the Labor Conference, 
that the patbs of Italy and Germany wonid bo 
identicai in the futuré as they had been in the 
past, says that the observation may confidently 
be applied to the German forelgn policy gener- 
ally. The appointment of Gen. von Caprivi to 
sueceed Prince Bismarck, the paper says, has 
nothing of a threatening character. If culls at- 
tention to the fact that the Duke of Wellington 
was at one time Prime Minister of Great Brit- 
ain, and deelares that German Generals appre- 
ciate the blessings of peace no less than other 
Germans in responsible positions. 

The Vossische Zeitung says that the tension 
has been brought toa elimax by the fact that 
the destinies of Europe have been suddoniy de- 
prived of their axis. Prince Bismarck was a 
guarantee of peace. History will preserve the 
memory of his service in the cause of peace. 
His successor will be compelled immediately to 
deal with the question of a reduction of the 
military burden in the interests of' ace. 
The nation A gene the retirement of Prince 
Bismarck with regret, but without anxiety, 
hoping that his life will still be long and hap- 
py, and that he will be able to follow the de- 
velopment of the country. 

The North German Gazeite denies that Prince 
Bismarck’s resignation wasin any way connect- 
ed with differences between the Emperor and 
himself on labor questions. It was mainly due, 
the paper says, to constitutional questions, such 
as the limits of Ministerial responsiblity and 
the relations of the President of the Prussian 
Ministry with his colleagues. 

Dr. Lucanus, Chief of the QOivil Cabinet, ac- 
cempanied by Gen. Hahnke, formally waited 
upon Prince Bismarck this afternoon and pre- 
— the Emperor’s acceptance of his resigna- 
tion. 

The Gazette says that Prince Bismarek never 
opposed the labor conference in the Staats- 
rath, but that, on the contrary, it was at his 
suggestion that the conference was initiated 
and that the Staatsrath’s aesistance was asked 
to consider the labor question. 

The Kreuz-Zeitung says that Gen. von Caprivi 
has returned to Hanover, and that he aecepted 
jm Chancellorship after two wesks’ negotia- 
tions. 

8ST. PETERSBURG, March 20.—The Novosti to- 
day publishes another article on the retirement 


of Prince Bismarck from the German Chancellor- 
ship. The paper takes a pessimistic view of 
the situation which will result from the Chan- 
cellor’s resignation, and declares that the soll- 
tary support of the edifice of European peace 
has crumbled. 


THE EMPEROR AND JULES SIMON. 

BERLIN, March 20.--Jules Simon had a long 
talk to-day with Emperor William. At the close 
of the interview the Emperor presented M. 
Simon with the decoration of the Orderof the 
Red Eagie. It is reported thatin the course of 
the conversation the French statesman broached 
the subject of the neutralization of Alsace-Lor- 
raine, and the Emperor replied that it was 
never too early to discuss a question that con- 
cerned the friendly relations existing between 
Germany and France.

Tho 
Grivel that had been sent out through some of 
the newspapers about its being a “sym- 
motrical” and a “eonsiste:t”’ measure 
made him feel hke using bad _lan- 
guage. It was, in his estimation, a bill 
made up just as the River aud Harbor and the 
Public Building bilis are made up, to please a 
certain number of men in offering baits for 
their districts. Thore was in his belief no in- 
tention of carrying out its outrageous prom- 
izes. It would be dcath to many onterprises to 
aiopt allthe changes proposed. All that was 
expected to be Gone was to announce that a re- 
port had been made conceding certain advances 
demanded and then to see to it that none of 
them was adopted. That would give to the 

Republicans all the credit of having pretended 
to fayor some petitioners, and the failuro to 
pass the bill would put them in ao position to 


say that although the proposed legislation was 
mischievous the Republicans were considerate 
enough not to pass it 

But will the Republicans be able to so thor- 
oughly *faddle” the people as this sort of silly 
talk wonld suggest that they hmagine thoy ean! 
it would, In the estimate of the Democrats, 
be assuming that @ sensitiveness among tho 
voters that led them to avoid the Democratic 
Party as tho party of Ganger on the tariff queés- 
tion, is to besuspended whon the Republicans 
take the place of the Democrats. When the 
Republicans wore appealing to the country 
to tnke the control of the Congross away 
irom the Democrats, they constantly referred 
to the fact that the introduction of the Milis 
bill inflicted incalculable damage upon the bus- 
iness interests of the country. Itwaste no pur- 
vese that the reply wasimade that tho intro- 
duction of the measure could net really be any 
damage, and that its passage in the House 
while inere was a Republican Senate ought to 
have made every meanutacturer who had anuy- 
thing ai stake feel reasonably secure. Wh Me- 
Kunley bill had gone to the country. It may be 
somewhat Changed before it is reported, but 
the intent of the Republicans has been made 
plain enough.

Not only so, but the surpius 
wiich we now sell to the United States wili be 
thrown on the home market and reduce tho prices 
of all proiineéts that farmers sell for Canadian con- 
sumption. Their annual loss will thus mount up 
to many millions, and the value of thetrlonds and 
planis, a value which decreased $3,000,000 last 
year and fally $100,000,000 during the last decade, 
will be enormously diminished. Kory merchant, 
every bank, every loan company, every holdor of 
Mortgages, EVEry mochanic, must anfer with tho 
farmers, and all alike should join in agitation to 
avert the disaster by torcing the Government to 
seck continental freo trade.”

When Speaker 
Husted had pleaded ter amore general recog- 
nition of the saintly attributes of the mombors 
of the Assembly, Col. Ingersoll was intro- 
duced and declared: “I. like men who 
can cCroate something and are not tied 
to the earth by mere facts. I thought 
once of starting a society for the suppression of 
the truth, but you gontlomen, in establishing 
this club, have made the work unnceessary. 
The truth always bas an idiotic confidence in 
itself, but @ good healthy lie genorally does the 
business.”’ 

Other speeches were made by Police Com- 
missioner MacLean, Mr. Simmons, and others.

NEW OFFICERS ELECTED BY THE COL- 


LEGE OF PHARMACY. 

It is many years since the members of the 
Now-York Collego of Pharmasy turned out ia 
such numbers to attend an annual meoting as 
they did lest evening. The excitement of an 
unusually heated contest for places among the 
ofiicers and on the Board of Trustees brought 
just 101 druggists tegether from this elty, 


Brooklyn, and Jersey. One of these was one 
of the rew Women druggists who have gradu- 
ated from the college, Mrs. R. 8. Brunner, Vice 
President of the Alumni Association of tho col- 
lege. 

The contest was chiefly between tho mem- 
bers whe wished to see the German druggists 
given a larger representation among the offi- 
oers and those who wished to see a thorough 
infusion of young blood into the official staf 
regardiess of nationality. The latter won easily. 
The ticket they elected is largely made up 
of representatives of the big wholesale houses, 
The friends of the Germans succeeded in 
electing a solitary Trustee, Mr. Gustavus Bal- 
ser. This was the ticket they pominated: Tor 
Presideat—Kwen Molntyre; for Vice Presidents 
—Gustavus Ramaperger, George C, Close, and 
Thomas F, Main; for Secretary—J. N. Hegeman; 
for Treasurer—Theodore Louis; for Trustees— 
Gustavus Balser, D. Peraza, A. Tsheppe, C. F. 
Lord, L. M. Royee, and David Hava. 

The successful ticket is as follows: President 
—S W. Fairchild; Vice Pyresidents—George 
Massey, W. L. Vennard, and T. £. Main; Treas- 
urer—H. N. Fraser; Secretary—J. Nivon Hege- 
man; Trnstees—Ewen Melnatyre, John R. Cas- 
well, Theodore Louis, Domingo Peraza, Albert 
A. Merritt, and Gustavus Balser, 

The oatgoing President was given the hand- 
some voto of eighty-eight for member of the 
Board of Trustees. He has been President of 
the college tor fourteen years and is one of the 
oldest graduates, having taken his degrees in 
1847. When he assumed the Presideney in 
1875 the classes were held in the old Univer- 
sity bailding in Washington-square. During 
his administration the prosent college building 
was purchased from the Church of the Reeon- 
ciliation, Some years ago the Trustees pur- 
ehased the adjoining building for laboratorios. 
Yhe eolloge buildings are now worth $50,000, 
practically free of debt. Mr. George C. Closa, 
who was defeated for the Vice Presidenoy, is 
the oldest living Alumnus of the college, hav- 
ing been graduated in the Class of ’31. 

The voting was very spirited and was aco- 
comnpanied by some warm interchanges be- 
tween the leaders of the rival factions. Drug- 
gist H. W. Atwood set the pace for tho inde- 
pendents by nominating Mr. Fairchild for 
Prosidentin a glowing speech. He had not a 
word to say a@zainst the veteran President, 
Mr. MeIntyre, who had pagsed the best 
yoars of his life in endeavors to advanee tho 
interests of the coliege. But he said it was 
time to get new blood into the official staff, and 
the question of nationality should ke tabooed. 
When Mr. Fairenild had been electea T. J. 
MacMahon nominated Mr. Vennara for Vice 
President. aes 

Mr. Edward Kemp then nominated his part- 
ner, Mr. George Massey, for another Vice Pres- 
ident. He was elected by a handsome og 

L. M. Royce was the leader of the faction 
whieh wanted the Germans to bo given a show, 
end, though hé pursued adjynirable tactics and 
held his adherenta well together, ho found them 
in a minority On evory vote. . 

When the eloction was over the druggists, on 
invitation of Mr. Edward Kemp, adjourned to 
Delmonico’s and drank the healths of the de- 
feated and successful candidates. 





QUEER FISH IN CONNEOTICUL WATERS 
Fromthe iTartford Times, March 17. 

Queer fish are sometimes caught in the Tunxis 
River. Within a yearor two some unrecognized 
varieties have been caught at Tariffvillo and 
Windsor. Saturday Mr. George Blodgott, in 
pulling in his net at the Thrall place in Poqno- 
nock, found aiish of a kiud still different from 
the unrecognized Tarifiville capture—ol which, 
if we remember, two or three were caught a year 
ortwoago—and uniike anything he hadseen. It 
was about seven inches jong, with e dark olive- 
green body, in shape and action much like a 
purbot. (‘this latter raro fish—or one pro- 
nouneed to be the burbot—has been caught in 
reeent years repeatedly in tho Connecticut not 
far fromthe mouth of the Lunxis, put its head 
every time was much like a bullheaa’s.) The 
head of the fish caught this morning was Much 
more like that of an eft, or evet, ono of the newt 
tribe of the lizard family, than that of a burbet, 
and it had also some resemblance to tho head of 
an cel. Its dersal and other fins were appar- 
ently those of the burbot. Somo queer fish secm 
to bo developing in Connoctiout waters.

PKESIDENT GUNNING. 


POT HUNTING AMONG THE REDHEADS 
OF MARYLAND. 


BAaLTmMoRE, March 20.—This morning, at 4:15 
o'clock, Henry Preston, the colored Superin- 
tendent of the clubhouse at Bengics, was at the 
door of President Harrison’s chamber rapping 
vigorously. Tho President donned a ducking 
outiit, consisting of a pair of black trousers, 
the bottoms of whioh were tucked into a pair 
of heavy gum boots reaching to his knees, a 
long coat of straw color, a negligé shirt, and a 
large white slouch hat. Tho other mem- 
bers of the party wore: Gen, William J. 
Sewall, ex-Sonator from New-Jersey; Messrs. 
Benjamin A. Knight, President of the olub; 
E.C. Knight, Sr, £ ©. Knight, Jr., R. Dale 
Benson, Edward 8. Clarke, and Alford Fells, 
allof Philadelphia. They were up nearly as 
800n as the President, and in half an hour were 
seated at the breakfast table, with Mr. Harrison 
at the head. 

As soon as all had finished breakfast the 
President was taken into the gunroom and 
there told to choose from the rack his weapon. 
Though he had his own twelve-bore gun with 
him, he picked ovta handsome ten-bore. Ac- 
eompanied by Gen. Sewall, he took the blind-on 
the bar, about 300 yards from the house. The 
others distributed themselves along the shores. 

The President had no sooner gottenin the 
blind than along came a large tlock of unsuspect- 
lng redheads on their way north. Feeling tresh 
and thinking this was probably the best chance 
of the day ,he leveled his weapon to the centre 
of the flock and fired, once, twice, but not a 
bird fell. The President reloaded and waited 
another good chance, when he crippled aud 
brought to watera fine, fat redhead that will 
do him credit at the Wnite House table on 
Sunday. Llock after floek passed above the 
President’s bling, but the ducks seemed to 
have divined the President's purpose and kept 
in the middle of the creek and as high up as 
was cumfortable, out of the gunnefs’ doadly 
range. 

Decoys were used in abundance along the 
beach, but the ducks, aftor being hammered on 
one side of the creek, then on the other, for the 
vast month, were too eld in the business to 
be entrapped by decoys, and kept fiying 
on, passing each blind in perfect safety. The 
other members of the party were more fortu- 
nate than the President and Gen. Sewall, and 
managed among them to bring down ten ducks. 

Toward noon, as another promising flook came 
sailing up the creek, the President raised his 
gun in @ way that would give one to understand 
that he meant business, and he did. Another 
*reddy’s” wings were crippled, and the bird fell 
tumbling,'tossing, and splashing into the water. 
After this the President went around to a tem- 
porary blind in Bayley’s Cove, but met with 
but Jittle sueceas there, the ducks flying 
out of the reach of his gun Feeling a 
little tired, he went to the clubhouse and 
partook of alightlunch. After dinner things 
began to look more favorable for the 
gunners, and again the President sheul- 
dered his twelve-bore und sauntered  to- 
ward one of the blinds, where he met with 
much more success than inthe morning. He 
will now be able to carry to Washington several 
pairs of ducks as the result of hia trip to Bengies.

NOT BACON. 


INTERESTING LECTURE IN TORONTO BY 
UNITED STATES CONSUL POPE, 


From the Toronto Empire, March 14. 

A cultured and appreciative audience gath- 
ered in Association Hall last night to hear the 
Hon, Charles R. Popo, United States Consul, 
lecture on ‘‘ Shakespeare, Bacon, Donnelly,:or 
an Hour with Genius, Philosophy, Fraud.” The 
lecture, whick was given under the auspices of 
the Literary Society of Toronto University, was 
in aid of the University Library fund, On the 
platform were seated Sir Daniel Wilson and 
Prof. Baker, the former of whom introduced 
the legturer of tho evening in appropriate 
terms, in the course of which he referred to the 
general euthusiagsm and sympathy that were 
— the university in its efforts of resto- 
ration. 

Mr. Popo is gifted with the qualities that con- 
stitute a most successiul lecturer. Comimand- 
ing in presence, possessing a rich and powerful 
voice of musical resonance, he combines the 
eloquence and iluency of an orator with the 
entertaining faculties of a diverting and inter- 
esting lecturer. In luminous and vigorous 
style he presented a thorough and striking 
view of the subject of Suakespearean author- 
ship. His excellent treatment of the queation 
riveted the attention of bis audience through- 
out bis remarke. The lecturor gave 4 brict de- 
scription of Bacon’s mementous eareer, telling 
how in turn he bevame Solicitor General, 
chief adviser of James I,, and Lord High 
Chancellor. At the very time when thé 
Ohancellor was at the zenith of his powerful 
and engrossing career the great plays were pro- 
duced upon the stage. by @ comparison of 
dates the leoturor proved that it was impoossl- 
ble for one so deeply immersed in affairs as 
Bacou was at that time to write such magnifi- 
eont dramas. As for the argument that Badon’s 
necessitous Circumstances compelled him to 
write for the stage, the lecturer showed that at 
the time of the production of most of the plays 
he was in alllnent circumstances. It was not 
till latér on in his life, when Shakespéare was 
producing only a few plays, that misfortune 
overtook the great Chancellor. 

Mr, Pope then took up the psychologi¢al ar- 
gument. He maintained that the constitution 
of Bacon’s mind was such as to make his au- 
thorship of Shakespearean plays an utter im- 
possibility. Gifted and endowed as he was in 
one direction, nature had never intended him 
for a dramatic poet. The contention often 
raised by the supperters of the Baconian theory, 
that Shakespesre’s lowly origin and lack of 
education precluded him from writing such 
great works, was hext dealt with. The lecturer 

showed from what resources the world’s poet 
drow his inspiration. His education, while 
poor, was not 60 incomplete as might be 
thought. Tie had educated himself by read- 
ing meny current works, Tho masterly 
essays of Bacon himself and Montaigne wore 
in easy aecess, while North’s  transiation 
of Plutarch’s Lives had been go thorough- 
ly conned by the poet that some of Lis plays 
might be called e poetic and inspired paraporase 
of the Lives. A comparigon with other poor- 
ly-educated writers, such as Bunyan and 
Robert Burns, showed that a thorough eduea- 
tion was not necessary for the creation of a 
master mind. 

Ignatius Donnelly and his eipher theory re- 
ecived a thorough and destructive handling 
from Mr. Pope. The leeturer showed Dy illus- 
trations of the cryptogram what absurd conclu- 
sions might be arrived at, and claimed that the 
theory is so elastic that it may be applied to 
the works of any other writer, In eoncludin 
his paper, Mr. Pope cited tho authority o 
Shakespesre’s contemporaries, in whoso minds 
there was no doubt of the genuinenoss of the 
authorship. 





CANADIAN FISHERMEN. 
From the Montreal Gazette, March 18. 

The statistics of the shoro fishery of the 
maritime provinces—that is, the fishing which 
is earried on in boats from tho shore, as dis- 
tinguished from the sea fishery in which decked 
vessela aro employed—are as follows: Nova 
Scotia, 21,463 men; Now-Brunswick, 9,141; 
Prince Edward Island, 8,563. The sea fishery 
gives occupation to 6,644 men in Nova Scotia, 
to 699 in New-Brunswick, and to 816 in Prince 
Edward Island. Thus it appoars thet 34,167 
mon, representing a population of from 150,000 
to 200,000, are partially or wholly dependent 
on shore fishing for thoir subsistence, while 
8,159 mon, or a population of 40,000, get their 
living from the sea fishery,

‘A ROAD TO SUIT CORBIN 


# ' ie ¥ 
THR BUBVATED PLAN URGED 


IN BEORBT SBSSION, 
STAR CHAMBER PROCEEDINGS OF 
BROOKLYN'S ATLANTIC - AVENUE 
RAPID TRANSIT COMMISSIONERS. 


Tho Atlantic-Avenue Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion met in the Garfield Building, in Brooklyn, 
yesterday and received, in a communication 
from §, M. Parsons, the engineer, some addl- 
tional reasons why nothing but a depressed 
road should be allowed on that avenue, and in- 
cidentally some idea of the extravagant man- 
ner In whioh the Long Island Railroad Com- 
pany had made estimates of the cost of the 
proposed road in order to make the public be- 
lieve that the expense was too cnormous to 
expect the company to bear. 

The company’s figures were at the rate of 
$1,700,000 per mile, or $12,000,000 for the en- 
tire road. Mr. Parsons says it can be built for 
the maximum price of $6,000,000, Then he 
adds: 

“Whence comes this difference between 
$12,000,000 and $6,000,000% It comes from the 
different methoa of constructing the road. The 
engineer of the Long Island Railroad proposes 
to make about the same cut and build feur 
walls—two walis with an open spaco between 
them 26 fect wide in the centre of the cut 
for city rapid transit trains, and the two 
other walls, one on each side of the cen- 
tral space, at the distance of 12 or 13 
feet from the central walls. These two side 
wines, so-called, are for through trains and 
are to be roofed over the whole distance from 
Flatbush-ayenue to the city line. These roofed 
wings add enormously to the expense—more 
than half the whole, as Mr. Richardson in- 
formed me, and Mr. Maxwell also, I think, and 


both stated that an open cut of fifty feet, with 
two walls only and no roofing, would be pre- 
ferred, as giving more light and air to the pas- 
songera, and the preferonce needs no argumont 
to support it. 

“If the roofing and the two extra walls, which 
neither the railroads concerned, nor tho city, 
nor the passengers, nor any one would want, if 
these aro left out, the $12,000,000 qatimere of 
the Long Island Railroad Company is reduced 
by themselves to less than the $6,000,000 that 
I stated as the maximum cost. 

“The proposed rooting over the side wings was 
to give more roadway on each side of the open 
cut, butitia quite unnecessary, and If needed 
at any time, at any part of the avenue, it can 
po readily done.” 

“This plan of Mr. Parsons’s, as he goos on to 
show, will provide for an open out 50 feet 
wide, two roadways, each 20 feet wide, 
and sidewalks oach 15 feet wide. There would 
then be room for four tracks in the cut, two 
for rapid transit and two for through trains. 
Mr. Parsons submits estimates from Canel En- 
gineer McElroy who places the cost of the road 
at $4,500,000. In regard to the assertion of 
Mr. Maxwell thatthe removal of the sewer 
pipes would cost over $1,000,000, Mr. Parsons 
replies in this conélusive manner: 

“Mr. Robert Van Buron, chief engineer of the 
Department of City Works, writes me in refer- 
ence to the expense attending the water mains 
&o., Incident to the proposed depressed roa 
lifty feet wide, as follows: ‘The city needs an- 
other main, and if the new water main is put 
in, then the cost of moving the old one will not 
exceed $175,000. The changes of tho sewerage 
would cost more. Probably for all sewors, 
honse and water connections, &c, the cost 
would be about $300,000. The whole cost, not 
including the new water main, would be about 
$500,000.’ ” 

The method of building the road is aiso 
touched upon in the Lotter, and in the following 
language Mr, Parsons renews his plea that the 
city bear the expense: 

** In regard to the building of the road, if the Long 
Island Railroad Company are unable or unwilling 
to be at the exponse, thoy have expressed thoir 
willingness and ability to be at ap annual chargo 
of $300,000 for a read. This is 5 per cent. upon my 
maximum estimate of ita cost. The city could very 
properly, and greatly to its pecuniary benolit, and 
the comfort and convenience and protit of its 
citizens, and to the increase in valno of a large 
extent of its taxable territory, improve Aflantio- 
avenue by making the depressed road from its 
own resources—by its bondg at fifty years at 
24g to $ per cent. interest, and then granting th 
tranchise of a railroad upon it to the Long Islan¢ 
Railroad Company for the unexpired term, cighty- 
seven years, Of their lease from Be Atlantic-Ave- 
nue Kailroad Company, pr the £300,000 per year 
that the Long Island Railroad has stated it is able 
ond willing to be at the expense of for @ road, and 
this could be done in harmonious co-operation with 
the former company. lf need be, the rights of the 
Atlantic-Avenue Railroad Company in the avenue 
could be purchased and the city own, as it onght to, 
the whole avenue, 

“Under this arrangement the city would receive 
back yearly the interest on its bonds and 2 to ul 
per cent. of their principal, and before the maturity 
of the bonds the whole principal, and thereafter a 
cloar income of $300,000 per year. It would be 
diitoult for the city to pages upon an improvement 
80 imperatively demanded and at the same time of 
sach lasting benefit to itself and so immediate and 
rermanent hdvantage to ita citizens aud the travel- 
ng publio gonerally. 

“The taxes on tho inereased valuation alone, of 
taxable property affocted by the improvement and 
Gireokly Feqalting from it, would pay the interest 
on the bonds issued to mako it. It would only re- 
quire ah inotease of $6,000,000 to $8,000,00 d 
that, while the estimate of increase during the 
next few years is from $10,000,000 to $25,000, 000. 

“The opportunity for such an improvement, with 
such far-reaching results, should not belost. An 
elovated railroad will bring nothing but irrépara- 
bMeharm to the avenue and disgust to the people 
all along its line.” o 

The Commissioners took no action on this 
communication, but they netitied their en- 
Bineer to be present at to-day’s meeting with 
his plans and estimates, 

All hopé of a depressed road on Atlantic-ave- 
nue, however, wag dispelled last night by the 
action of the Ninth Rapid Transit Commission. 
The members of that body, Mesars. Lane, Miner, 
Gibb, Ward, and Linton, mot the Garfield 
Building in secret session, but they admitted J. 
Rogers Maxwoll and Gen. Wingate and his law 
pattner, Honry Cullen, Jr. This session 
lasted for over three hours and eulminated in 
what amounts to a decision to build aa clevated 
road that will bé satisfactory to the Long Isl- 
and Railroad and unsatisfactory to every one 


else. 

President Lane was in the chair, and on mo- 
tion of Cemmissiconer Miner the resolutions in 
favor of @ depressed road were unanimously 
reconsidered. Then Wingate and Cullen sub- 
mitted au opinion in regard to theo power of 
the city to build or aid in tho building of a de- 
preseed road and the power of the commijsie 
to form a company authorizod to censtruo 
such a road through Atlantic-avenue. oth 

ropositions were declared in this opinion to be 

mpossible of execution. In regard to the 
right of the city to build, the opinion said: 

“The only way the city of Brooklyn could (so far 
as this cOmmission is concerned) aid in the con- 
struction of any railroad on Atlantic-aventié would 
be by subscribing to the stock of the company 
whioh your commission are authorized to form un- 
der the Rapid Transact act for the purpose of build- 
ing sacha roador agresing that it will donate a 
certain amount of public money to those who may 
sabscribo for the stock, _ 

“There is no jane authorizing either of these things 
to be done. Nelther isthere any law in existence 
authorizing tho city of Brooklya in any other way 
to construct or ald in the constryotion of a railroad 
in Atiantic-avenue or elsewhere or to devote any 
of its moneys, securitios, or credit to that purpose, 
and tho city has no power to do so. 

“ Wo do not see how a law authorizing the city te 
build a dopressed railroad upon ground belonging 
to another failroad, (which cannot afford to do the 
the work itself,) and providing that after it is built 
it shall be leased to the corporation owning 
the land en whie it is built, can bo con- 
sidered to be ahything but a loan of the 
credit of the city to that corporation and pot to be a 
‘clty purpose,’ (like the supplying of gas, water, 
or Hight OG Hun, 550,) and that any public bene- 
fit which may inure to the community from the 
construction of such a railroad will bo merely in- 
cidenta).”’ 

The right of the commission to organize a 
company to build a depressed road was dis- 
posed of in this way: ‘As stated in our former 
opinion, the strip of land in the centre of 
Atiantic-avenue, cast Of Flatbush, through 
whieh a depressed road must necessarily 
be constructed, is the property of the 
Atlantic-Avenue Railroad Jompany, is 
leased to the Long Island Railroad Com- 
pany,and is actually used for railroad purposes. 
Under these aircumstances no other rajlroad 
company, whether organized by this commis- 
sion or not, can acquire any interest In such 
strip or in any Way interfore with its use or oc- 
cupation for railroad purposes, except to cross 
it, except by the consent of its owners and 
lessees. 

“This commission has no power whatever to 
form a corporation which could bulla a de- 
pressed road on or under this strip of land with- 
out such consent.” 

A discussion lasting two hours followed the 
receipt of this opinion and the action on Mr. 
Miner’s motion. In the course of the talk it 
was conceded by the Commissioners that an 
elevated road seemed to be the only method of 
solving the difficulty, but thon the greed of the 
Long Island Railroad at onee came out. Mr. Max- 
well domanded that the present surface tracks, 
the cause of ali the dissatisfaction among 
property cwnors, should not be removed. Ho 
wanted them for freight traffic, he said. To 
this the Commissioners domurred and some 
heated speeches were made. Commissiouer 
Gibb said that this demand was the only thing 
that prevented an immediate decision in 
favor of a two-track elevated, As it was, 
tho meoting was finally adjourned until to-mor- 
row morning for a formal deoiston on this 
point. President Lane said after the meeting:

LEAD PENOIL ALTERATION IN A WILL. 
From the Philadelphia Press, March 19. 
Following its own decision that a will written 
wholly in pencil was as valid as one written in 
ink, the Supreme Court Monday, in Tomlin- 


yon’s appeal from the Orphans’ Court of Mont- 
gomery ica on & decided that pencil cancella- 
tions of an ink-writter will were also valid, 
Justice Green delivered the opinion of the 
court. After referring to the court’s former de- 
cision he says: “It therd be no distinction be- 
tween these methods of writing, 80 far as their 
legai effect is concerned, We can see DO reason 
for seaigning an effect to.a penctl alteration dit- 
torent from that we would assign to an altera- 
tion in ink. If wé do that, wo say they aro net 
the same, wheréas we have deliberately decided 
that they aré the same, hot only in relation to 
wills, Dut to other solomn instruments. It 
weuld certainly be inconsistent to hola that in 

lteralions of wills peneil writing ana Ink writ 
ng have net the same effect, when if all other 
cases we say they have. As indicative of the 
testator’s intent, the pencil alterations speak 
quite as certainly as if they woro in ink.”

IN MEXIOO. 


TWO COMPANIES PREPARING LANDS FOR 
SETTLEMENT IN CHIAPAS, 


City OF MEXICO, March 20.—The Mexican 
Land and Colonization Company of London is 
now busily engaged surveying Government 
lands in the State of Chiapas. Under 
its concession it has completed an im- 
portant part of the work. The com- 
pany has the right to one-third of 
all lands surveyed as remuneration for its 
work, and also the privilege of buying 75 per 


cent. of the remaining Jand. The company 
known as the Chiapas Colonization and Devel- 
opment Company has becn organized in New- 
York to take up _ lands in that State, 
but the Mexican Lan and Colonization 
Compauy appears to have got ahead of the 
New-York company, having pushed forward 
its surveys and secured titles for the lands. Nel- 
ther company is in a position to offer lands for 
immediate settlement, and the London company 
recognize the fact that a large amount of pre- 
liminary work must bedone in the way of re- 
construction and bridge py before col- 
onists Can come in to take up the lands. 

Ohiapas is a State probably the most back- 
ward in the Republic. It has few roads and 
hardly a single bridge, and in its present wild 
condition isnot asuitable home for colonists. The 
American colony which was formed there some 
years ago has barely survived, a number of 
families making their way back to the States. 
When these colonista arrived it is re- 
lated that they were landed on the 
beach and practically teld to look out 
tor themselves, and, as may bo imagined, they 
suffered many bardships. It will requice the 
expenditure of large sums of money to pre- 
pare the country for settlers, and Americans 
intending to go to Chiapas now should reflect 
on the utter barbarism of the country in its 
present wild condition.

SUGAR PROSPECTS IN HAVANA. 








THE SEVERE DROUGHT HAS CAUSED 
GREAT DAMAGE ON THE ISLAND. 


New-ORLEANS, Mareh 20.—The Picayune's 
Havana speeial of this evening says: “The 
continuance of the severe drought which has 
prevailed for the past six months is causing 
great damage throughout tho island. The feed 
is drying up and the cattle are dying for want 
of both food and water. Adéed to this, fires are 
daily running through tho cane fieids, destrey- 
ing whole plantations, and, in some instances, 
the buildings. Heretofore the burning of the 
leaves of the cane has not caused much damage, 
when the cane can be immediately cut and 


ground, but this year the fires have been se 

xtonsive, in some instances sweeping over 
$000 and 3,000 acres of standing cane within 
&@ few hours. : 

“Tt has been impossible to save any consid- 
erable part, as the cane soon becomes sour and 
unfit fer grinding. The consequence is that the 
first estimates of a crop of 700,000 tons of 
sugar for 1890 are now reduced to 500,000 or 
550,000 tons, and large quantities of sugars 
have been purchased by speculators who feel 
confident in future high prices for cane sugars.

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FLACK’S STORY REPEATED 


READ BY THE GRAND JURY’S 

~~“ STRNOGRAPHER. 

THE SHERIFF'S TOUCBING ALLUSIONS To 
HIS TENDER HEART—THE PROSECU- 
TION CLOSES ITS CASE. 


Scorets of a Grand Jury room were yesterday 
revealed in the Oyér and Terminer Court, where 
the Flack conspiracy triai has been ‘occupying 
the atténtion of Judge Barrett and a jary for 
almost two weeks. This is an extraordinary 
Procéeding in a criminal cas’, but this is one of 
the most éxtraordinary cases ever ‘brought to 
trial in this State. When the scandal came out 
in the papets.and the Grand Jury was bouna to 
iivestigate it, the chief participants almost ran 
B race in their eagerness to exonerate them- 
Selves and shift the blame. Sheriff Flack, Law- 
yer Mocks, and William. L. Flack, the trio on 
trial, wére among those who testified without 
being coerced. They wouldn’t talk to reporters, 

éxcept to make promises. 

It remained for the District Attorney to make 
the disclosute in part sufficient for his pur- 
pose. This was his last trump in the caso and 
it was played yesterday with success. The de- 
fenso resisted, but Judge Barrett overruled the 
objection. The Grand Jury sterographer was 


permitted to read his report of the examina- 4 


tion of Bheriff Flack. This was the central 
feature of the day’s proceedings and brought 
the. case of’the prosecition to a close. : 
There was.also a morning sensation yesterday. 
A small man with a bald head and a flaxen 
mustache was called by Assistant Distriet At- 
torney Goff atthe opening of ‘court. The wit- 
néss said he was Samuel H. Smith, the husband 
of Margaret Smith. This is the woman who on 
Wednesday told about the life of Sheriff Flack 


when he boarded with her under the name of 
Raymond and lived with Sarah Cherty Ray- 
mond, the mother of his boy Eddie. The testi- 
mony. given by Mr. Smith added an interesting 
chapter to the history of the coleprated ease. 


AS TOLD BY MR. SMITH. 

The witness corroborated what.his wife had 
said about the relations of Shertff Flack and 
Sarah Cherry Raymond. After the expdsure

A POINT AGAINST YOUNG FLACK. 

It took Gus C. Roeder, a reporter for the 
World, ten minutes to tell the story of a trip he 
made to Debenham’s Hotel at Little Britain, 
N. Y., tosee Mrs. Flack and her son. In those 
ten minutes he said enough to further implicate 
Will Flack in the conspiracy, and gave ex-Judge 
Fallerton amuntition for a most rigid cross-ex- 
@mination lasting an hour andabalf. While at 
the hotel the witness accidentally overheard a 
loud conversation between the mother and son. 
It was to this effect: 

“What are you doing here? You ought to go 
back to New-York.’’ 

“You know that I only wanted a separation ac- 
cording to the papers.” 

“i know that, batfather was urging and push- 
ing moe on.” 


When the witness was assigned to go to Little 
Britain he took his wife. They both talked 
with Mre. Fiack and he talked With the son. It 
was his best judgmént that the voices heard by 
himself and wife were those of Will Flack aud 
his mother. 

When Mrs. Flack was giving her testimony 
the other day she declared that she nover talked 
to aroeporter, Ex-Judge Fullerton brought out 
@ contradiction from Mr. Roeder. He said he 
tola Mrs. Flack who he was at first, and he had 
frequent interviews with het. Once he show 
her @dispateh he had prepared dor. hig paper 
about the case, and she made several altera- 
tions in it. 

William F. Wright, a son of Benjamin Wright, 
the lawyer, and james J. Donnelly, a clerk in 

. Wright’s law oflice, gave testimeny bearing 
on the part Meeks played in the conspiracy. 
zg Clerk Hamilton of Elbridge T, 
Gerry’s law office, who the other day identified 
the Bay Bhore letter of Wiliam L. Flack, was 
recalled. His attention was ¢éalled to certain 
alterations in the judgment roll of the bogus 
proceeding. 

Q—In whose handwriting are those alterations ? 

A.In that of Wiluam L. Flack, the defendant. 
THE GRAND JURY PROCEEDINGS. 

Tho second sensation of the day’s proceed- 
ings came next. The prosecution called Charles 
B. Posdick, who was foreman of the Grand 
Jury which returned the sixteen-count indict- 
ment against the three defendants. Ho tosti- 
fied that each of the three defendants. appeared 
pefore the Grand Jury and made a statement 
under oath after receiving a caution or charse. 
They Were, in the opinion of the witness, not 
obliged to make statements. 

Mr. Bird told the court that his client, Meoks, 
was forced to tell his story by a process or sub- 

yond Mr. Fosdick then said Meeks was eai- 

fonead before a word of his story was taken. 
Mr. Goff banded the witness a paper, and it was 
identified as a copy of the Charge. 

By Mr. Bird—If my ocliont should go upon the 
witness stand and state that it was his understand- 
ing his declarations should not bé tsed against 
him at any time ic any form, would it de an error} 
A.—HMost certainly it would be an error. don’t 
bee how he could have had any such understanding. 
Fie was plainly toid that his statement must be re 
garded as voluntary. 

Copies of the oath ana charge wore exhibited, 
and Jerome Brady, the stenographer of the 
Grand Jury, was called. Ho said he took vor- 
batim reports of the statements of the three 
fefondants. Mr. Goff offered tho stenographer’s 
book for identifieation, but the defense ob- 
ected through ex-Judge Russell The three 
fof ants looked anxious, and, putting their 
heads together, began an earnest consulta- 
tion. Parag the discussion that ensued the 
sienographer was asked whether ho made tito 
transcript and whether ho had compared it 
With his notes. He said hé transeribed part of 
nis notes and his assistants transoribed the re- 
woainder, but the typewritten matter haa not 
been verified. Ho was requested to bring his 
short-hand notes to court and a recess was 
taken until 2:30 P. M. 

BRADY READS HIS NOTES. 

When court reconvened Mr. Brady again 
took the ehair at the request of Mr. Goifand 
paid he had brought his notes of the case as in- 
stracted. 

““{ offer these notes,” said the Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, taking the books from the hand 
of the witness, ‘as evidence in the case aginst

The defense objected to this because they had 
never been ablo to see the Grand Jury minutes. 
The stenographer was therefore compelled to 

ead his report of the statement by Sheriff 
a ieck before the Grand Jury made during two 
sessions last August. During the reading citber 
Assistant District Attorney Gofi or Semple tol- 
lowed the typewritten manuscript. Lhe wit- 
ness, however, read his notes with commend- 
pbie facility and made very few pauses consid- 
ering the length of the story. It was a remark- 
ably interesting one and toa majority of tho 
listeners was new, in a large part at least. 

Btenographer Brady’s notes showed that 
when Flack was saimmoned before the Grand 
Jury he volunteered to make a statement. His 
full name, he said, was James Alexander Flack. 
Fie said he was married in 1850. He became 
goquainted with Saruh Cherry iltteen years ago. 
She was in his employ a year or two, and he 
paid herregular wages. Fourteen years ago she 
gave birth toa boy, whom he adopted. He 
adopted the boy, whose fuli name is Haward J.

HE DEPENDED ON MONELL 

At this point Judge Barrett asked the defense 

if they wished to object to the Sheriff’s declara- 
tions before the Grand Jury as to his sun Will- 
iam. Mr. Russell said they did not wish to 
make any objection, and Mr. Brady resumed the 
reading of his notes. 
+ It appeared the Sheriff told the Grand Jury 
that he intrusted the whole matter to Monell, 
and was assured that Judge Bookstaver would 
appoint a friendly referee, The Sheriff did not 
‘remember seeing Meeks before ho became ref- 
éree. He saw all the papors in thé case attor 
they were prepared, and took the deputations 
ot Mrs, Smith and Miss Cannon to the house 
whero Mrs. Raymoni boarded to be signed. 
At that time the Sheriff bélieved the papers as 
drawn were based on facts. 

Mr. Bird got & rnling from the court that this 
testimony was not to be used by the jury when 
considering the case against Meoks. 

According to the notes of the witness, the 
Sheriff gave the name of Reynolds (meaning 
Raymond) to Monell to insert in the papers. 
Flack and Mrs. Raymond diseussed the divorce 
matter and the part she was to take in the pro= 
eeedings, He told the Grand Jury that he 
knew he could do the right thing by Mrs. Ray- 
mond and the boy without getting a divorce, 
but he wanted to get 4 divorce so as to get rid 
of the woman with whom he could not live long- 
er. Heknew that if @ man was divorced in this 
Btate he ootld not get married again. 
He knewhe could go to Jersey Oity and gat 
married. He thought that the divorce procead- 
ing Was all right and his conscience never 
troubled him. The fact that he could go to 
Jeresy and get married after tho divorce was 
decreed was first made yo to him by the 
press. While Flack was be ng questioned by 
the Grand Jury he said that fifteen years ago 
he Was known as Reynolds; that is, he passed 
by that name. He admitted that during the 
intervening period he had passed by the name 
ot Raymond. 


MRS. RAYMOND’S WHEREABOUTS, 
Apparently Flack was questioned very closely 
by the Grand Jury as to the whereabouts of 


' Mrs. Raymond. He said she wrote him from 
} Amsterdam within three weeks of that day, 


Aug. 19. His examination proceeded after this 
fashion: 

Q.—Will you produce Mrs. Raymond? A.—I shall 
have to be governed by my attorney. 

Q.—Won’t you produce her and save us @ great 
deal of trouble? A.—It would be necessary for me 
to know what kind of protection she would have. 
Q.—Where! A.—Boefore this Grand Jury. 
Q—What kina of protection? A.--Protection 
from indignities. Kvery human being has feelings, 

Q.—Sho will suffer no tndignities before this 
Grand Jury. I can assure you of that. Have you 
any objection to producing her! A.—I have no ob- 
jection. 

Tt did not appear that Flack produced the co- 
conspirator. Further along in bis examination 
he said that he did not know whether she 
would come voluntarily, and then again that 
she might not be withm the jurisdiction of the 
United States authorities. Ho also askod the 
question a8 to whether her presence was realiy 
hecessary, and was told that the Grand Jury 
thought it was. 

Betore Flack was dismissed by the Grand 
Jury he was told that he was at liberty. to make 
any further statement he might desire, and he 
took advantage ef the opportunity to narrate. 
the history ot his domestic troubles. After 
Mrs. Flack’s mother died bis wife was. an in- 
valid at intervals for about two years, She had 
severe fits of nervous prostration, and was un- 
der treatment fromthe family physician about 
all the time. Ono day the physician sug- 
gested to Flack that there was no use of 
his coming there any longer to attend his 
wife, that he couldn’t cure her, and Flack 
Was only throwing away money. The dootor 
said the only thing to do in her case was to put 
herin an asylum. Flack toid thé doctor that 
he could never do that. 

Mrs. Flack continued to grow worse and 
worse until it Was impossible for him to live 
with her. 

It was always his desire from the first to ob- 
tain a divorce and not morely a separation, and 
she understood it. The understanding was 
mutual; thero was no conspiracy, and neither 
of them conspired to wrong any one. 

Her stay in Orange Cotnty was very pleas- 
ant, Flack said, until some ene put it lato ber 
head that she had been robbed, and that her 
husband had between $75,000 and $100,000. 
Flack told the Grand Jury that this was port 
of a couspiracy against him, and he never did 
any One ap injury; that he bad worked iimselt 
up from a boy at 10 6hiilings a week to his 
present position, and enemies were trying to 
break him. 

FLACK COUNTS HIMSELF BLAMELESS. 

This is @ summary of Stenographer Brady’s 
testimony. He did not finish until about 6 
o'clock, Ex-Judge Fullerton, who had been an 
attentive listencr to the reading of the short- 
hand notes, gotup, his face all smilés, and, 
walking over to Sheriff Flack, extended both 
hands, saying: ‘*‘ My boy, I congratulate you on 
your manly course in this whole affair.” The 
chief defendant, as he oxtended his hand and 
half rose, replied: “ Judge, I have never done 
anything I am ashamed of end never will.” 

Yhe Sheritf and his son showed more emotion 
during tho Grand Jury story than at any time 
during tho trial. The defense apparently was 
generally pleased with this branch of the peo- 
ple’s 036, and the conspirators and their law- 
yers went out of court in good spirits. — 

Just before adjournment the Distriet Attor- 
ney rested aud Judge Barrett said the defense 
eould open at 10:30 this morning. Ex-Judge 
Fullerton will address the jury.

CANASERAGA, N. Y., March 20.—S80 many fool- 
ish stories have been told of the supposed ap- 
pearance of Col. Lester B. Faulkner in the 
South, thatit may be well to set them at rest 
by repoating the facts connected with his death, 
which are well known to all in this neighbor- 
hood. 

Col. Lester B, Faulkner died at this place on 
Monday, Jan. 27 last, of pneumonia. He was 
first taken with la grippe, and was confined at 
his home in Dansville for several days, but 
upon getting better he drove to the farm of 
Joshua Healy, about three miles west of this 
village, and spent part of a day in looking over 
stock, at which time he took a severe cold. He 
leit there in the afternoon and Grove to Cana- 
seraga, then to his farmhouse, oocupied by Dr. 
A. L. Bacon. He was there taken sick and was 
unable to drive home that night. He continued 
to grow worse until Mrs. Faulkner was sent 
fer, aud she remained by his bedside until the 
last. The best medical skill was provided and 
everything possible was done to save the dying 
man, but without avail. 

The funeral services, which were of a very 
quiet nature, took place from tha house where 
he died, on the following Wednesday. Tne Rev. 
George K. Ward, pastor of the Presbyterian 
chureh at Dansville, officiated. Tur Timg&s’s 
correspondent attended the funeral and viewed 
the remains, as did over fifty people, who would 
be willing to make affidavit that they were those 
of Lester B. Faulknér. There have beon sev- 
eral ramors afloat, all of which ara without 
toundation. The story that be was not buried, 
but that a gardener was buried in his place, is 
a false. Lester B. Faulkner is dead and 
puried.

BANGOR, Me., March 20,—At the Castine 
Custom House, an elegant watch, a tribute to 
the heroism and skill of a Yankee sailor, suit- 
ably iuscrived ana sent by the Canadian Goy- 
ernment, awaits its owner, George Colson of 
LBucksport, Me. On Sept. 19, 1889, the fishing 
schooner Aroostook, Oapt. Alfred Bradford of 
Gloucester, Mass., was homeward bound from 
the Georges. When eighty miles southéast of 
Matinicus Rock they sighted the schooner G. 
L. Cotter of St. John bound to New-York. 

She had capsized in a squall, had been righted, 
but was Dearly under water. The Captain and 
his wife had beon washed off and crowned, 


pe erew of four men were clinging to the rig- 
ging. 

When Capt. Bradford ealled for volunteers 
to assist him in rescuing’ the apparently-deomed 
men, Colson responded. They iaunched a light 
dory and palled for the vessel. Added to the 
danger of the tempestuous sea were those from 
floating wreckage and bundles of lath and 
lumber which had formed the deck load of the 
sinking craft, but tinally they got to leeward.

PENNED BY NAPOLEON’S MARSHALS. 
Paris Dispatch to the Ipndon Daily Telegraph. 
Thirty-seven important documents—most of 

them original—are to be sold in tho Hétel 

Drouot. They have nearly all boen penned by 


some of the First Napoleon’s Marshals, and 
relate to his campaigns. Ono of them, how- 
ever, is written by Prince de Talloyrana-Péri- 
gord to Gen. Marmont, but also bears on mil- 
itary matters. Most of the correspondence is 
by Marshal. Berthier, Prince of Wagram aud 
chief of Nopeolon’s staff, who writes volumin- 
ously on the campaign ef 1805. In another 
decument Marshal Lefebvre, Duke of 
Dantzie, gives Berthier full inforniation 
respecting the preliminary movements be- 
tore the battle of Jena ignly interesting 
is @ letter from Borthier, dated july 20, 1806, 
to Gen. Savary, Duke of Kovigo, in which the 
latter is severely reprimanded for not having 
obeyed the Emperer’s orders to the letter. 
Savary ie, in fact, told that he did not know 
his business and that he had better be more 
careful in future. Berthier also, in a letter 
dated July 4, 1809, gives precise details about 
the preparations for the battle of Wagram, in- 
cluding the fall text of Napoleon’s dictatea in- 
structions respeeting the erossing of the Dan- 
ube by Oudinot’s troops. There are, further- 
more, @ letter from Ney to Soult relative 
to the positions of ithe former's troops 
before Ligny, and a dispatch from the 
same to the same describing the difficulties 
et the army at Quatre-Bras, and exprossiny 
80lue Pessiluism as to the plans of Napoleon for 
a2 maroh on Brussels. Tho collection likewise 
comprises some useful intormation from Soult 
relative to the campaign in the Peninsula, and 
notably to that battle of Albnera, immortalized 
by Byron in ‘* Chiide Harold’s Pilgrimage,” and 
to the siege of Badajos. Nobody knows how 
these important historical documents have 
tound their Way to the salosrooms,

A PLOT TO RUIN NEW-YORK 


THE WICKED SOHEME OF R&- 
PUBLIOAN BOSSHS. 
THEIR ORDERS IN THE WORLD’S FAIR 
BUSINESS AND THE M’KINLEY BILL 
INDICATIONS OF THEIR INTENTION. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I shail offer no apology for this intrusion 
upon your coltimns. None is needed. The od- 
casion justifies the sacrifice. 

The prosperity of the city and port of New- 
York 1s menaced by a serious and imminent 
danger. A powerful and wily foe has organized 
a determined crusade against our commercial 
supremacy. The State of New-York has in 
recent yeats become the turning point in the 
national elections. The city of New-York holds 
the balance of power for the State and indi- 
réctly for the entire country. The fiat has 
gone forth that this power must be broken. 
The threat that the results of the last Presi- 
dential election should be hold with ‘a mailed 
hand” is about to be enforced. Desperate 
measures have already been adopted and are 
about to be executed. Ali the mercantile and 
financial advantages of this great municipality 
are to be ruined, if necessary, to the end that 
1ts political power may be destroyed. 

The scheme was first shadowed forth, when it 
could no longer be concealed, by the introduc- 
tion in Congress of a new customs law, intended 
to affect the port of New-York only, and to 
which project Mr. McKinley of Ohio offered 
Himself as the ready and willing sponsor. It 
tound its first public and pronouneed expres- 
sion in the recent vote in the House of Repre- 
ecutatives, under the peremptory dictation of 
the Administration, by which this city was de- 
prived of the privilege of crowning the Republic 
With the honor and glory of a grewt and success. 
ful exposition to which the entire world should 
be invite 

Here was seen tho strange anomaly of the 
party delegation from the New-England and 
Eastern States voting; almost 6olidly and at tue 
nod ot the party masters, to send the fair moro 
than a thodsand miles away from their homes, 
away from the homes of their constituents, and 
from the metropolis of the Nation. It was the 
lirst direct and savage blow at New-York City. 

As taé ruin of the exposition was of little 
Moment in comparison with the reign of the 
party, 80 are the offects of its loss only trivial 
and temporary a8 against the incubus which 
Will be fastened upon us by the MeKinley bill. 
Under the present political character of the 
Senate such pg may, like BSindbad’s Old Man 
of the Sea, eling to us for a decade, or until a 
worse one is énacted. No niinutoe dissection of 
the measure is required to disclose its baleful 
eifects, or to show that it was prepared with 
the distinct view of its effect upon the com- 
merce of this port. Its pernicious purposes 
atand boldly patent on its very face. 

Within the borders of the United States there 
are nearly taree hundred customs stations and 
ports of entry, yet ffom among all tnése New- 
York is the only oné selected, openty named, 
and specially discriminated against. It is at 
this city that the blow is aimed, and itis here 
that its force is expected to fall. : 

For this port, and for no other port, there is 
to be a board of three Appraisers. Two of 
them are to constituté a working majority, and 
they are to have in effect unlimited power to 
construe and administer all the great control- 
ling essentials of tariff Computations. They are 
to be political and partisan appointees of the 
President, and the law provides that they must 
act ‘‘under the direction of the Secretary of 
the Treasury.” They will be the pliant sub- 
jeota of Executive orders, and it by mischance 
@ just or fair-minded man should be ap- 
pointed he may bo peremptorily removed 
on the simple plea of inefiigiency, of 
which the President is to be the solo judge. 
Access to the courts is practically prevented, 
and thus the schome is complete by which the 
commerce of New-York is to be erippied, her 
political influense reduced, the rates of tarilf 
revolutionized by official decisions regardless of 
law, and the Lee arene manufactirers ure to be 
ted, feasted, and fattened for the next quadren- 
nial frying. Aiready the Administration ta bid- 
ding for the votes of Western Senators in favor 
of the bill, and the inducement is offered that 
one-fourth of the pusiness of this port will be 
transferred toa single Western oity—Chicago. 

That the bili contains various palpable viola- 
tions of the Constitution there can be little 
doubt, but certain it ia that the great advocate 
of customs taxes lovied upon the masses for 
the beneiit and protection of the classes in his 
ardedt zeal for the cause did not give that 
venerable document & Moment’s consideration. 

Fortunately the subject of special legislation 
by Congress for or against any port is settied 
in advance by the Constitution itself, and in 
language so plain and explieit as not to be mis- 
understood. I shall quote it for the honorable 
gentleman’s information, Article L, Section y, 
provides that ‘‘No preferences shall be given by 
any regulation of commerce of revenue to the 
ports Of one State over those of another.” 

Among the many radical changes which the 
bill proposes, Section 12, rolatinug to the method 
ot appraisal, is perhaps the most prominent. 
Any adequate criticism of this seotion must in- 
clude # direct reference to its author, as only 
by this moans oan the real animus which under- 
lies it be fully disclosed. 

Under the prevent law thers is a faint sem- 
blancs of Zairness toward an importer, but it is 
in appearance only, as Eshall very clearly dem- 
onstrate. If the importer is not satisfied with 
the valuation of his zoods as iixed by the Ap- 
praisor, he may give notice to the Collector. 
Thereupon the Collector must “select u dis- 
creet ‘ani experienced merchant to be asso- 
elated with the General Appraiser to examine 
and appraise” the merckaudise. Tho decision 
of this board is in most cases final and conclu- 
eive. Hero is at least a supeorticial appeurance 
of justice toward the importer, and, naturally, 
it was one of tho first targets tor the poisoned 
arrows of the importer’s arch-enemy. li was a 
slight concession which has rankied deeply in 
the bosoms of the protective fanatics of the 
McKinley stripe. fe determined upon its re- 
moval. 

The proposed law repeals and abolishes it 
altogether, aud the impurtor is thrown upon 
the coid charities of a couple of party heelers 
who have boen rewarded with ofieos as gen- 
eral Appraisers. Upon any value which they 
may fix, whether based upon ignorance, malice, 
or bribery, the duty must be compatod. When 
this clause Wus reached, its auther uid not have 
the ellrontery to propose 1t to Congress without 
some attempt at justification, but it was a 
lamentable failure. Standing before his ol- 
leagues in tho House, he said: “Tho purpose is 
to. do away with the system under whieh it- 
porters participate iu reappralsais and in many 
eases nullify che efforts of the Governmens 
Oflicers to collect ihe duties contemplated by 
law.” This statement is without the slightest 
foundation 1m fack. 

Itisnotfor me to say that Mr. Mckinley is 
lacking in truth and veracity, or that be is in 
pitiable ignorance of the law which he seeks to 
suporssde; but from both these alternatives ho 
cannot escape. By one or the othor of tho 
horns of this dilemma he must be impatod. I 
shall state the facts and leave the public and 
the press to decide. 

In not asingle instance was a merchant ap- 
praiser over able to ‘nullify the ciferts of tbe 
viicers”’ to collect any amount of duty or to tix 
any valuation to merchandise no matter how 
exorbitant. The merchant appraiser is per- 
fectly helpless in every direction. He has no 
authority. Liis functions are advisory only. He 
is powerless to act. So long as he follows 
the wishes of the Govéernwent Appraiser 
impliciily he muintains the form of 
Qilicial ‘position, but the instant he 
attempts to assert an opinion of his own 
he may be, and usually is, promptly overrnled 
and sect aside. I may assume to spoak with 
some authority on this subject, as I have been 
appointed merchant appraiscr ia many cases 
and have served at reappraisals iv some scores 
of instances and havo séen the decision of the 
merchant appraiser froquontiy aunulled. But 
I have a better proof ready af hand. 

Against this reckless statement of the Chair- 
Taan of the Ways and Means Committee f put 
the words of the law as it stands. Referriay to 
the decisions of the merchaut and the General 
Appraiser, Section 2,930 of the Revised Stat- 
utes says: ‘“ if they shall disagree the Vollect- 
or shall decide between them, and the appraise- 
ment thus determined shall bo fie.” 

By this provision tho opinions, rulings, and 
docisions of the General Appraiser muy invari- 
ably be sustained and enforced. The Appraiser 
first and the Collector last bave full gontrol and 
Hnalcontrol. No power can ‘nullify tho ef- 
toris of the officers” but the Collector himself. 

There are various motives which lave in- 
spired the projectors of this scheme, but they 
are ot common origin; they work by similar 
methods for ® mutual purpose, and they move 
hand in hand toward a common goal ‘he ob- 
joctive pointis not to promote the welfare of 
the people, but to perpotuate that ever-present 
canker on the system of elective government— 
the success of party politics. To this end the 
commercial pre-eminence of New-York is to be 
attacked, her prosperity broken, and her po- 
litical power transferred. 

The bounty now lavished upon protected man- 
ufacturers is to be continued and increased by 
means of the absolute power given to two ap-

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THE STEELLE COURT-MARTIAL. 


EVIDENCE SHOWING THAT PRIVATE 
WILD WAS A HAKD CHARACTER: 


CHICAGO, March 20.—The trial by court-mar- 
tial of Lieut. Steele was continued this morn- 
ing. Members of Lieut. Steele’s troop were in- 
troduced and testified to his kind demeanor as 
an officer and to Private Wild’s bad reputation. 

Lieut. Crowder offered in evidenee the record 
of Wild’s connection with Troop F, Eighth Cav- 
alry. It showed that it extended over a poriod 
of sixteen months, during whieh time he had 
spent 195 days in the guardhouse, had been 
court-martialed six times, imprisoned once for 


disobedience of orders and once for quitting his 
post of duty, and four times for other offenses. 

This evidence, the Lieutenant said, he intro- 
auced for the purpose of showing that Lieut. 
Steele, in striking Wild, did so with provoca- 
tion, knowing, a3 he did, that Wild was an 
habitual guardhouse character. Lieut. Crow- 
der also offered to put in the record of Wild 
when in the Fifteenth Infantry, from which ho 
was discharged for disability, and that while 
there eighteen months he had been eleven 
times in the guardhouse, and that in the re- 
cruiting station at Jefferson, Mo., he had been 
put in she guardhouse for insubordination. 

The Judge Advocate objected to its introduc- 
tion, but Lieut. Crowder sald he hoped the 
members would recollect that Wild had beea 
lauded all over the United States as one of the 
country’s brave defenders, that his cause had 
been chanipioned by the authorities of the land 
from the highost to those of the dime museum, 
all of which was duo tothe press, the repro- 
sentatives of which had boen imposed upon by 
men of character like Wild’s. [It was therefore 
but just that Lietit. Steele be given every oppor- 
tunity to show the kind of a charactor he had 
to deal with in Wild. 

The court, after a brief executive session, 
ovorruled the objection of the Judge Advocate, 
and also another made against the admission 
ot the record of Wild in the Columbus Barracks. 

The court then adjourned till to-morrow, 
when Lieut. Steele will take the witness chair 
in his own defense. 


OLL FIELDS IN WYOMING.

CAPITAL INVESTED BY SEVERAL COM- 
PANIES TO WORK THE WELLS. 


PitTspurG, Maroh 20.—Pennsylvania oil 
operators are turning their attention to Wyom- 
ing Territory, from which those interested are 
claiming that big things are in prospect. The 
oil fields are located in the central part of the 
Territory. Oil was found there several years 
azo, butthe Territory has never been devel- 
oped to much extent. Now, however, an ener- 
gotic effort is to bo made in that direction by 
several companies, and the coming Summer 
promises to be a lively one there in field opera- 
tions. . 

Knolly & Troat of "Bradford have secured by 
purchases a block of about 60,000 acres, on 
wiich they will put down wells. The Standard 
Oii Company has bought up 100,000 acres in 
the Big Horn oil basin, and Pittsburg oil 
operators have also govt hold of several 
thousand acres in the lower portion of the Ter- 
ritory. 

A company of Pittsburg men is now about 
completing the purehase of 70,000 or 75,000 
acres on which to start operations this Spring. 
Whole townships of thirty-six square miles 
have been bought up by oil men. So that it 
Wyoming’s floids are not proporly developed it 
will not be the fault of the operators. 

What are known as the Landor wells, loeated 
south of the Wind River Reservation aud owned 
by a Salt Lake City company, which have been 
shutdown for three or feur yoars, are to be 
opened up again, and it is theughs they will 
give out @ combined daily production of 700 
barrels. They ate shallow wells, being only 
350 feet deep, Their product is a fino quality 
of lubricating oil, that would bo worth in Pitis- 
burg, itis claimed, $12 a barrel. Both Inbricat- 
ing and illuminating oils are found in Wyoming, 
the latter belng about the same quality as Wash- 
ington County (Penn.) oil.

AS TO NAPOLEON DARU. 
Paris Dispaich to the London Daily Telegraph. 

The ex-statesman who has just died in Paris 
In his ¢ighty-fourth year, Couat Napoléon Dara 
had a title to fame not only by his political 
career, but also by reason of the fact that he 
was held at the baptismai font by Napoleon I. 
and the Bmpress Josephine. The deceased was 
the son of the stetosman of the Iirst Empire, 
and, after having atudied in the Polytecanic 
Echool, he joined the artillery, that being, as is 
well known, the branch of the service ia which 
his famous godiather first won his laurels et the 
sicge of Toulon. Aftor Raving served some time 
in Africa iM. Daru, then a Captain, gave up his 
rank in 1848. Ho had previously entered the 
House of Peers by hereditary right, and at the 
Luxembourg became tho fast friend of Monta- 
lembert and olher Catholic Liberala. M. Daru 
was onoof the most prominento? tho organ- 
izers of the railways in France, but identified 
himself more closely with politics in December, 
1851, when he was one of the most energetic 
oppogers of Louis Napoleon’s coup d’état. For 
this the Count was imprisoned in the Fortress 
of Vincennes, and on his liberation retired into 
private life until 1370, when the Emperor 
indusod him to join Ollivier’s Liberal 
Cabinet as Minister for Foreigu  At- 
fairs. M. Daru, hewever, could not swal- 
low the plébisciie. He had also failed in 
his endeavors to have France represented at 
the Vati¢an Council for the proelamation ef the 
“ Papal infallibility,” either by an Ambassador 
Extraordinary or by a Bishop attached to the 
Imperial Governineat who should be capable of 
urcing its claims. Cardinal Antonelli opposed 
this polioy doggediy, ana France _theretors ro- 
Inained neufralin the ailair. In 1871 M. Daru 
was olested a Deputy, and in 1876 became a 
Senator, but lost his séatin 1879. His title of 
“Count,” which was given to his father, who 
had been Cominissary Generalin the Napoleonic 
armies, pow goes tv his nephew, an artillery 
olficer.

The vote on the Blair Educational bill in 
the United States Senate yesterday was a 
gratifying surprise. Two years ago the bill 
was passed in that body by a vote of 39 to 
29. It was known that.it had lost ground 
Since then, but it was hardly expected that 
it would be defeated, so many Senators had 
pledged themscives to its support and so 
mmany others were on record in its favor. 
But half a dozen of the latter had the cour- 
age of the change in their convictions, and 
their loss was not made up from among the 
new Senators. The bill did not even reach 
a vote on its final passage, but was killed 
on the question of orderingit to athird read- 
ing. The vote stood on the record 31 to 37, 
put one of the latter was that of Mr. BLAIR 
himself, who changed to the negative in 
order to be entitled to enter a motion for 
yeconsideration. But the bill is dead, and 
there is no sort of doubt that the cold- 
blooded way in which it has been disposed 
was in a measure due to the weariness and 
disgust which Mr. Brain himself has pro- 
duced by making such a hobby of it. His 
dull and interminable speeches and his 
absurd displays of crankiness were cal- 
culated to injure the cause he advocated, 
and when at Jast the Senate got at his 
hobby, it had lost all sympathy for the 
vbject which its rider had pursued so long. 
The bill was regarded as a nuisance to be 
got out of the way.

The producer can readily calculate their 
value, and can order his purchases in this 
country accordingly, very much as the Vir- 
ginia farmer used to deal with England on 
the basis of the sale of his tobacce crop. 
But if the hides are taxed on entry to our 
markets, they will go elsewhere, and pur- 
chases will be made against them in the 
markets to which they are sent, and not 
here. As itisa well-established fact that 
our exports to South America have been 
steadily increasing in the articles into 
which labor enters most largely, it will be 
seen that the tax on hides isa tax on the 


demand for American labor.

The bill for the appointment of thirty 
medical examiners in the Pension Bureau, 


appointed without examination under the 
civil sefVice rules. This is not only a most 
inexcusable piece of bad legislation, but it 
is a direct blow at the reform system. It 
would practically result in the appoint- 
ment of examiners who would be re- 
tained, while the old ones, who won their 
places by competition, would be dis- 
charged. It would also introduce a great 
deal of confusion into the service by hav- 
ing two distinct classes of employés doing 
the same sort of work and appointed in 
different ways. There is no possible need 
of any such exception because the Civil 
Service Commission could promptly and 
without difficulty supply competent men 
for all the work that is to be done, It is to 
be hoped that the bill will be defeated or 
amended to bring it into accord with the 
professions of the party and of the Presi- 
dent. 





Electric lighting companies outside of 
the Westinghouse combination will derive 
some comfort, though not much, from the 
remarks made by Judge ANDREWS in his 
decision denying their application for an 
injunction, to the effect that any company 
unfairly treated by the Standard Sub- 
way Company may appeal to the Board 
of Electrical Control, and from that 
body to any Judge, who “may act 
in the most summary manner, and if 
the directions of the Judge be not 
obeyed, the officers of the subway company 
can be fined or imprisoned.” It is to be re- 
membered, however, that the Standard 
Company has plenty of money to hire law- 
yers, and the process of forcing an entrance 
to the monopolized subways by fining and 
imprisoning the officers of the company 
would necessarily be slow and _ costly. 
Meanwhile, whatever the electric light- 
ing companies may do, it is evident that 
the public is to have no _ protec- 
tion against the extortionate charges 
which the Standard Company proposes 
to impose. Judge ANDREWS is silent 
on that point. Probably that matter did 
not come within the scope of his decision. 
No doubt he has correctly stated the law 
in affirming the validity of the transfer of 
the contract, and the Standard Company is 
now free to fix charges that will pay 10 
per cent. upon a grossly exaggerated esti- 
mate of the cost of the subways itis to con- 
struct, and these charges will ultimately be 
paid by the public. 











It is natural and laudable that the young 
Emperor of Germany should have a great 
admiration for the founder of the Prussian 
monarchy, but he does not follow him 
with great discretion. It was one of FRED- 
ERICK the Great’s maxims that soldiers 
were the best Ministers and the best diplo- 
matists. The appointment of Gen. VON 
CAPRIVI to succeed BISMARCK is an appli- 
cation of this maxim. By such an ap- 
pointment the young Emperor makes 
it plain that a Ministry, according to 
his notion, is a civil staff the mem- 
bers of which are responsible to their 
chief alone and are to obey orders 
and give their opinions when they are 
asked for and not otherwise. He does not 
betray the slightest consciousness that 
this is the nineteenth and not the eight- 
eenth century, and that it is now necessary, 
in order to govern a civilized nation, to 
take the opinion of the nation itself. If 
Gen. VON CAPRIVI succeeds to the Parlia- 
mentary functions of his predecessor, his 
first appearance in the Reichstag will be 
calculated greatly to cheer the good Bis- 
MARCK in his retirement. 








THE GOVERNORS RESPONSIBILITY. 
The opposition to the final passage of the 
Saxton Ballot-Reform bill in the Senate at 
Albany yesterday was almost entirely con- 
fined to an effort to secure the use of an un- 
official ballot, with the condition that any 
person using it should return to the elec- 
tion officers his unused official ballot. The 
claim that this would do no harm is not 
worthy of consideration. As Mr. Saxton 
said, it would subvert the whole purpose 
of the official ballot. But a point worth 
noting is that it was stated by 
a Democrat that if this amendment 
were adopted every Democratic Senator 
would vote for the biil. Whether this 
statement was authorized or not, or whether 
it really expressed the purpose of the Demo- 
cratic Senators, we do not know, but if 
such was the case it was an admission that 
thoy had no objection to any provisions of 
the bill except that requiring an exclusive- 
ly official ballot. It narrowed Democratic 
opposition to that single point and limited 
the Democratic contention to the substitu- 
tion of an unofticial ballot by those who 
preferred to use it. This little device for 
keeping the, way open for coercion and 
bribery is credited to Lieut. Gov. JONEs, 
and it may or may not have bad the sanc- 
tion of Gov. Hitt. But that loophole of 
escape for the Democratic opposition to 
ballot reform was not opened by the Senate, 
The bill was passed by a vote of 18 to 7, 
and the only Democrats who voted for it 
were AHEARN of this city and CHASE of Al- 
bany. Three Republicans and four Demo- 
crats were absent. It is a noticeable fact 
that no Senator from a district north of the 
boundary line of this city gave his vote 
agaiust the measure. Four of the seven 
negative votes were those of the Tammany 
Senators, CANTOR, Ives, Rorscn, and 
STADLER, and the other three were those of 
JacosBs and McCARREN of Brooklyn, and 
Hawkins of the Long Island district. Mr. 
Linson has all along shown a reluctance 
to go on record against ballot reform and 
refrained from voting, and CoLLins, Mc- 
NAUGHTON, and Brown were absent. The 
last named isa Tammany man. It will be 
remembered that the four Democrats who 
voted for the billin the Assembly were all 
from this city, and included one Tammany 
man, Mr. SoHMER. This showsavery signifi- 
cant division of sentiment. The Republicans 
have been unanimous and unhesitating in 
their support of the Saxton bill, and when 
the nominal leader of the Democrats of the 
State, who at the same time holds the offi- 
cial place of greatest power and infiu- 
ence in the State, has declared his opposi- 
tion so unequivocally and insisted 60 
strenuously upon making this a party 
question, it is somewhat remarkable that 
even four Democratic Assemblymen and 





now pending, provides that they shall be 


two Demooratic Senators should vote for 
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it, while several others failed to vote 
against it. . 

These things are a recognition of the un- 
doubted fact that the sentiment in favor of 
ballot reform, with an exclusively official 
ballot, is strongin the Democratic Party. 
It is our belief that but for the malign in- 
fluence of Gov. Hitt it would have ap- 
peared quite as strong as in the Republican 
Party, for it has so appeared in several 
other States of the Union. It is certainly a 
fact that the reform is quite as important 
to the Democratic as to the Republican 
Party, even if it isnot more so. It is in 
effect opposed only by politicians who rely 
upon corrupt and vicious methods to 
carry their ends, and it is only the 
fact that Gov. Hitt is such a politician 
and has been in a position to exercise 
s0 much influence with his party 
in this State during the last three years, 
that has dragged the Democrats in the 
Legislature into their equivocal and em- 
barrassing position. Now it remains to be 
seen whether Gov. Hitt will persist, in 
spite of the demonstration of public opinion 
in favor of this reform, in using the highest 
prerogative of his office to defeat it. Even 
from the narrow point of view of party 
expediency it will be taking upon himself 
avery serious responsibility, for his course 
will tend to divide and weaken and not to 
harmonize and strengthen the party. So 
far as his personal fortunes are concerned 
it will be ruinous, but that in itself will be 
no public calamity. lt is plain that the 
progressive element of the party is decided- 
ly in favor of ballot reform as embodied in 
the Saxton bill; the labor element is in 
favor of it with practical unanimity; the 
general party feeling outside the circle of 
active politicians is faverable to it, and 
even those engaged in practical politics are 
at least divided upon it, as is shown by the 
votes in the Legislature. 

If Gov. Hint again vetoes this measure 


he will take upon himself the whole respon- 


sibility of undertaking to put his party 
wrong on one of the leading issues of the 
time, and the one in which the keenest in- 
terest is felt by all classes of people. Demo- 
cratic members of the Legislature may save 
the party in some measure from the effect 
of such a course by refusing to sustain the 
veto. This would fasten the responsibility 
upon HILt and relieve the party of it, but 
it would also make it inevitable for 
the party to repudiate henceforth all 
of the Governor's claims to leader- 
ship. Nothing could be more salu- 
tary for the party than that, and if it were 
certain that the bill would be passed over 
the veto we should be glad to sce the Gov- 
ernor interpose his objections again for the 
sake of the consequences to himself. But 
if he should be sustained it would not 
simply be a defeat for the time being of a 
great public reform, but a serious damage 
in this State to the party to which we have 
come to look for reform in other directions. 











HOW TWO TRUSTS ARE “ CRUSHED.” 


* All the Trusts which are dependent in 
any way on the tariff,” said the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrai, one of the most prominent 
and influential Republican journals in the 
West, on the 14th inst., ‘‘ must be crushed 
in the revision of the customs schedules to 
be made this year. We presume the Ways 
and Means Committee is keeping this ne- 
cessity in mind in framing its bill.” We do 
not see how the work of the majority of 
the committee, as now disclosed, can be 
satisfactory to our contemporary in St. 
Louis, or to Mr. BuRROWs—one of the ma- 
jority members of the committee, who de- 
clared at the beginning of the session that 
the products of every combination ought 
to go on the free list—or to certain other 
Republican authorities that profess to 
regard combinations as the *‘ deadly foes of 
the protective system.” 

Among the combinations that deserved 
the attention ef the committee are the two 
great organizations known as the National 
Lead Trust and the National Linseed Oil 
Trust. The first of these has a larger cap- 
ital stock than that of any other Trust, the 
Standard Oil Trust excepted, and it in- 
cludes 97 per cént. of the productive ca- 
pacity of the white lead industry. A few 
weeks ago it challenged the committee by 
arbitrarily raising the price of white lead 
throughout the country, there having been 
no change in the cost of raw material that 
could warrant an advance. This great 
Trust depends for its profits and its exist- 
ence upon the tariff duty of 3 cents a 
pound on white lead, a duty that is equiva- 
lent, as we have shown, to an ad valorem 
rate of more than 70 percent. Its exactions 
have not escaped the attention of Repub- 
lican journals, and the following extracts 
from the St. Louis Globe-Democrat show 
what the opinions ef one of the foremost of 
these journals are: 

“The Republieans will give their attention 
to the White Lead Trust and all similar ¢6on- 
spiracies against the people when Congress 
meets.” [July 28, 1889. ] 

“Tne fact that the White Lead Trust is an off- 
shoot of the Standard Oil aggregation does not 
in itself make the former ‘combine’ the more 
infamous. Both must be crushed, and both 
will be crushed eventually. The task of wiping 
out the white Jead conspiracy, however, is com- 
paratively easy, and probably will be accom- 
plished during the existence of the Fifty-first 
Congress.” [Aug. 1, 1889.] 

“The profits of this combination are said to 
be about 50 per cent. on the actual capital In- 
vested, and yet, as the recent advance made 
in white lead shows, the profits are not large 
enough to suitthe Trust. We hope that the 
Ways and Means Committee will see ita way 
clear to remove the duties which protect the 
lead ‘combine.’” [Jan. 20, 1890. ] 

Mr. McKINLey and his associates have 
undertaken to “crush” this Trust by re- 
taining the full duty of 3 cents a pound 
under which the combination was formed 
and by means of which it extorts from the 
people the high prices required for divi- 
dends on more than $50,000,000 of water. 

The National Linseed Oil Trust has raised 
the price of linseed oil from 38 to 59 cents 
a gallon since it was formed—an advance 
of 55 per cent., asmall part of which was 
duo to the increased cost of raw matorial. 
It has been enabled to do this by a duty of 
25 cents a gallon on foreign oil-adnty 
‘that has ben’ substantiallf’ prohibleaey in 
spite of the Trust’s high price, for only 
$8,800 worth has been imported in the last 
two years. 

We could republish here the remarks of 
the Glebe-Demoocrat and other Republican 
journals in denunciation of ¢his Trust, but 





it is sufficient to say that there has been no 
lack of such material. The case is a very 
clear one. No one will deny that this Trust 
exists, for its existence is disclosed as 
plainly as that of the Lead Trust, whose 
share certificates are sold by the thousand 
at our Stock Exchange. And it is notorious 
that the price has been raised until the 
combination has almost reached the top of 
the tariff wall of 25 cents a gallon (about 
70 per cent..) that keeps out foreign oil 
while these ‘“‘ deadly foes of the protective 
system” work their will with the home 
market. 

Have Mr. McKInuery and his associates 
set out to restrain and discipline this Trust 
by a reduction of duties? Our contem- 
porary in St. Louis, as well as the New- 
York Tribune and certain other high-tariff 
organs, will be pained to learn that these 
gentlemen, in their bill, have raised the 
duty to 80 cents a gallon! If this change 
should be enacted it would enable the Lin- 
seed Oil Trust to add 5 cents a gallon to its 
price. 

The committee’s action with respect to 
other combinations we shall consider at 
another time. We have already shown how 
the Sugar Trust would be affected by the 
proposed new schedule of duties on sugar. 
In that case the combined refiners have 
really been treated as ‘“‘deadly foes of the 
protective system,” it is true, for their 
“ protection,” as against foreign refiners, has 
been reduced from more than 14 cents per 
pound to only 5 per cent., which would not 
exceed, as we showed on Wednesday, 4, or 
3g of acent per pound, and might fall be- 
low the first of these fractions. But if the 
Sugar Trust is to be disciplined in accord- 
ance with the doctrine repeatedly pro- 
claimed by the New-York Tribune and 
Senator SHERMAN and other advocates of 
the high tariff, why should the National 
White Lead Trust escape and the National 
Linseed Oil Trust be rewarded? 








THE WORST YET. 

It is enough to make Gen. GRANT and 
Gov. JEwELL—the great tanners of the Re- 
publican Party—turn in their graves, this 
latest proposition of the Republican man- 
agers to put a tax on imported hides. It 
was during the Administration of President 
GRANT, and in consequence of a movement 
in which Gov. JEWELL took an active part, 
that the very modest duty of 10 per cent. 


was taken from hides, his was done inthe: 


interest of American industry, and was a 
rational and practical measure, and it was 
so far from being an injury to American 
cattle growers that the latter have derived 
an indirect benefit from it by reason of the 
great stimulus to the consumption of all 
sorts of leather. It is true that the price of 
hides has fallen very considerably of late, 
but that has been a common experience 
with all agricultural or pastoral products, 
and it has extended over the world. In 
estimating the present advantages or disad- 
vantages of one or another branch of in- 
dustry, this must be taken into censidera- 
tion. The question is not whether cattle 
growers now make less than they did, but 
whether they have been in any way un- 
fairly discriminated against. As to this 
there can be but one answer. They have 
not been the victims of any discrimination 
whatever. They have no right, therefore, 
to come to Congress now and demand dis- 
crimination against others. 

The proposed duty is 14_.cents per pound on 
hides of alisorts. This in some cases would 
be but 11 percent. In other casesit would 
be as high as 35 per cent., and in common 
with all specific duties it would weigh 
heaviest upon the cheaper article in the 
most extensive use. In other words, like 
nearly all the so-called protective duties, it 
puts the sorest burden upon the working 
class, upon those who are least able to sus- 
tain it, and to whom an increased cost in a 
necessary of life is of the greatest conse- 
quence. It may make the same percentage 
of difference to the workingman if he pays 
$3 instead of $2 50 for a pair of shoes that 
it does to a wealthy man who pays $12 in- 
stead of $10. But if the 50 cents for the 
one is one-fourth or one-third of his daily 
income, and the $2 tothe other is one-tenth 
or one-twentieth of his daily income, the 
burden tor the poor man is three or four 
times as great. Nor is this the only consid- 
eration. While the cattle growers imagine 
that a duty on hides will help them, they 
are counting without their host. They 
make several wholly unfounded aud mis- 
taken assumptions. One is that the de- 
mand will remain the same, which is not 
true. If the price of hides is advanced by 
this duty—and that is the only possible 
purpose of imposing it—the price of every- 
thing into which hides enter will also ad- 
vance. The result will be that many 
things now made and consumed in large 
quantities will then be consumed in smaller 
quantities, and many now generally used 
will not be used at all. The laborer whose 
family now consumes two pair of shoes a 
year will try to make a pair last nine 
months. Thefarmer will patch up his har- 
ness instead of getting anew set, The old 
trunks will be made to “‘ go” longer. Every- 
where, in all the countless channels of 
trade, the movement will be more sluggish 
until the price falls again. 

The second assumption is that the supply 
will remain stationary. If itdid not, the 
exclusion of hides from abroad would serve 
no purpose. But it will not remain the 
same. It tends to increase under any cir- 
cumstances from domestic sources. It will 
be stimulated by higher prices. In the end 
the lessened demand and increased supply 
will, after a period of excitement and con- 
fusion, Ieave the cattle growers no better 
off than they arenow. The scheme of the 
Republican managers is, therefore, an illu- 
sory one. It will not confer the benefits it 
promises. But the injury it would do 
would be immediate and real. It would kill 
the export trade in leather, which has been 
steadily growing. In 1888 this amounted 
to $9,500,000. In 1889it was $10,700,000. 
This is not atrade that we can afford to 
throw away. Itis not one that any politic- 
al party has the right to destroy. We 
shall not try to characterize the political 
wisdom of such a measure.’ It is incalcu- 
lably reckless and stupid. For the immedi- 
ate interests of the country woe should hope 
that it might not pass, and we do not be- 
lieve that it can. For the ultimate interests 
of the country it would be well that it 





should pass, and that the protection policy 
should be loaded with this and like blun- 
ders until adisgusted and indignant people 
arose and swept it out of existence.

MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS. 


The bill to establish boards of medical 
examiners in this State is expected to come 
up in the Assembly for its third reading 
within a day or two. This bill-proposes to 
establish three boards, one corresponding 
to each of the three schools of medicine 
recognized and incorporated by the State— 
the allopathic, the homeopathic, and the 
eclectic. It is opposed, or, to use the legis- 
lativeword, “antagonized,” by a bill which 
proposes a single board. _ 

The object of these several measures is a 
public service of the first importance. It is 
to make sure that nobody ghall be licensed 
to practice medicine in this State, or under 
the authority of this State, without a com- 
petent scientific knewledge. In times past 
grave scandals have been created and grave 
dangers incurred by the issue of diplomas 
that were held to be valid by whoever chose 
to issue them, without any effective public 
‘supervision. This dangeris averted both by 
the bill providing for a single board and by 
the bill providing for aseparate board. The 
only public questions are which plan averts 
it the more completely, and under which 
plan are the rights of educated physicians 
of any school better secured. 

The advocates of the single board main- 
tain that, inasmuch as the knowledge 
needed for the practice of medicine is the 
same, no matter in what school the pos- 
sessor of it has acquired it or means to put 
it in practice, it can be ascertained by a 
single examination whether a candidate 
possesses it or not, and that there is no need 
for the existence of several bedies author- 
ized by the State to issue the same license. 
In behalf ef the homeopathic and eclectic 
schools it is argued that a board controlled 
by allopathic practitioners would look with 
disfavor on the graduates of homeopathic 
and eclectic colleges, and that students of 
medicine would naturally avoid these col- 
leges if they desired to procure a license to 
practice on the easiest possible terms. 

It is to be noted that the examination of 
the single board could scarcely be a single 
examination. In most branches, no doubt, 
the knewledge required for a physician is 
the same, no matter to what schoel he be- 
longs. Butin therapeutics wide differences 
of theory and practice prevail. An exami- 
nation that did not include the practice of 
medicine w ild be incomplete. An exami- 
nation in therapeutics planned and con- 
ducted bY the physicians of any one school 
of practice would necessarily be partial 
and would work injustice to students of 
other schools. For that reason, doubtless, 
it is proposed to allow representation to the 
homeopathic and the eclectic physicians 
on the single board, and to them will natu- 
rally and necessarily be confided the exami- 
nation of applicants of their respective 
schools in those branches in which the 
schools differ from one another. 

The certificate of the single board will 
not, therefore, be a certificate that every- 
body who holds it has passed the same 
examination. It must ultimately mean 
that the holder of it has passed an exami- 
nation satisfactory to the examiners of his 
own school. The single board must for 
some purposes be subdivided, and the ex- 
amination must in some respects be a triple 
pnd not a single examination. The super- 
vision of the Regents of the University will 
be a guarantee of the thoroughness of the 
examination, whether the board be nomi- 
nally a single body or not. 

So far as the protection of the public 
against incompetent and ignorant practi- 
tioners is concerned, we cannot see that it 
is not as efficiently provided in one of the 
plans as in the other. This, of course, is 
the only justification of any examination 
under public authority. The difference be- 
tween the two plans seems te be that under 
one of them the State will “‘ recognize” 
homeopathy and eclecticism, and in the 
other it will not, and that is probably the 
reason of the professional partisanship 
that has been aroused over the rival 
bills. The State, however, has already 
recognized homeopathy by incorpo- 
rating homeopathic colleges and hos- 
pitals, and it woul@ manifestly be a 
stigma and an injustice if it were to ignore 
homeopathy in the composition of the 
Board of Examination. The recognition, 
indeed, of the homeopathic and eclectic 
schools would virtually be the same wheth- 
er it were bestowed in the selection of mem- 
bers of those schools on a single examining 
board, or in the establishment of a separate 
board for each. 

There is no analogy to the proposed exam- 
ination which can profitably be invoked. 
There is only one “school” of law, and law 
is the only profession except medicine into 
the competency of the practitioners of which 
the State pretends to look. We may imag- 
ine what would be the result if the ‘single 
board” were applied to examinations in 
theology. The Roman Catholics, of course, 
as the most numerous body, would be enti- 
tled to the largest representation on such a 
board. Imagination reels appalled before 
the thought of summoning Episcopalian, 
Presbyterian, Methodist, and Baptist can- 
didates for the ministry before such a tri- 
bunal. The homeopaths and the eclectics 
claim the same right to license their own 
graduates that the different churches pos- 
sess, and there does not seem to be any good 
reason why it should not be conceded to 
them. 








Four days before the Tariff bill made in 
the crypt of the Capitol by the majority 
members of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee was given to the public this warning 
was sounded by the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat, perhaps the most influential Repub- 
lican paper of the Mississippi Valley: 

“It is reported that the Ways and Means 
Committee proposes to reconcile the country to 
anincrease of tariff duties by so adjusting the 
matter as to give more protection to the farm- 
ers; but such an expedient will not prove satis- 
factory. The people will not indorse any 
scheme of tariff reform except one providing 
entirely ‘for reduction. Perhaps certain inter- 
este are fairly entitled to additional protection, 
but this is not the year for granting such 
favors.” 

The Globe-Democrat does not agree with 
the New-York 7ribune about these things. 
The Tribune finds that the “radical in- 


crease in duties on agricultural products” 
is “eminently justified by the needs of 
agriculture,” but the St. Louis paper de- 
clared a few days ago-that “in fact there 
are duties on all important agricultural 
products so large as to be practically pro- 
hibitory,” and added that “it is very cer- 
tain that we shall not ascertain that the 
source of the farmer’s distress is a want of 
more tariff protection.”

THE MANHATTAN OLUB. 


The annual election for Governors of tbe 
Manhattan Club was held last night. The club 
has twelve Governors, and four of these are 
elected annually to serve three years. The re- 
tiring Governors this year were C. C. Baldwin, 
Bobert McClay, Manton Marble, and J. Sergeant 
Cram. 

According to the rulesof tho club, nomina- 
tions for Governors must be made by posting 
the names of the nominees on the bulletin board 
at least ten daya before the election, and selec- 
tions must be made by not less than five mem- 
bers of the club. Messrs. Baldwin, McClay and 
Cram were nominated to sucesed them- 
selves and were not opposed, but John 
M. Bowers and Frank K. Pendleton 
were nominated to suceeed Mr. Marble. Mr. 
Bowers declined to enter the race and wrote 
a@ letter saying that he would not run because 
a disposition had been shown to consider his 
nomination as the expression of a Tammany 
movement in the ciub His withdrawal re- 
moved the opposition to Mr. Pendleton and 
that gentleman, with the three above named, 
was elected withoutacontest 

An amendment to the Constitution increasing 
the number of Governors from 12 to15 was 
also adopted. This will have to be ratified by 
the Board of Governors and then tho certilicate 
of incorporation will have to be amended in ac- 
cordanée with it before its provisions can be- 
eome operative. The Governors will propabiy 
act on the smendment at their next moeting 
and there is little room for doubt that they 
will ratify it.

READY FOR HILL'S VETO]; 


THE BALLOT REFORM BILL 
NOW BEFORE HIM. 

80 I8 THE CORRUPT PRACTICES BILL— 

THE PAUPER INSANE BILL’ PASSES, 
THE HOUSE UNEXPROTEDLY. 


ALBANY, March 20.—The Legislature of 1890 
distinguished itself to-day. It sent to the Gov-, 
ernor the Saxton Ballot Reform and the Cor- 
rapt Practices bills, and the Assembly, oon- 
trary to general expectation, passed the bill of 
Mr. Acker of Steuben to transfer to State care 
the paupor insane confined in county asylnms, 
except in the dounties of New-York, Kings, and 
Monroe. The bill was sent to the Senate with- 
out amendment. 

The session in the House was one.or the long- 
est held in ten years. When the result was an- 
nounced and it was found that 69 votes were 
cast in favor of the Dill and 50 against it, an 
outburst of applause swept through the Assem- 
bly Chamber. The bill is tolerably certain to 
reach Gov. Hill. 

The opposition to it in the Senate is heavy 
and determined, but the interests of the meas- 
ure are in Senator Fassott’s charge, and he is 
confident of putting it through within a fort- 
night. The Senators who are known to be op- 
posed to it are Richardson, Linson, Coggeshall, 
Erwin, Laughlin, Vedder, Emerson, and Sloan. 

One of the sources of surprise around Albany 
is the attitude of Senater Sloan. The common re- 
port is that sympathetically tae Senator is ia 
favor of the bill, but politically he is opposed 
to it, for the reason that he is influenced by a 
Bupervisor from Oswego County who holds a 
clerical positionin the Legislature. It seoms 
almost ridiculous that a Senator, particularly 
one of Mr. Sloan’s high character, should allow 


himself to be swerved from humane and civil- 
ized measures by such considerations. 

When the bill came up in the Assembly it 
Was aspecial order on second reading. None 
of its friends imagined it had the slightest 
Chance of being advanced, and the calling to 
the ohair by Speaker Huated of Mr. Selleck of 
Oswego, who Was known to be a strong “coun- 
w man,” and whe, by thé way, was Very par- 
ticular to recognize, during the first three hours 
of the debate, only those speakers who sympa- 
thized with his side, had # depressing effect 
upon the friends of the bill, and almost con- 
Vinced them that the last hopé was gone. The 
Supervisors, who wanf to kill it, ana the hu- 
manitarians, who wantto make it a jaw, filled 
the rear of the chamber. 

Miss Louisa Lee Schuyler, who has been one 
of the most persistent advocates for State care, 
and the three Commissioners in Lunacy, Dr. 
Carlos F. Macdonald, ox-Congressman Reeves, 
and Goodwin Brown were luterested spectators 
of the struggle. 

The debate lasted over five hours. Two efforts 
were made to saddle the bill with amendments, 
and both failed. Mr. Andrus of Erie wanted 
his home county to be included with those ex- 
empied, and Judge Greene of Orange to have 
the Governor appolnot & commission to appraise 
the value of the county asylums with tie view 
of purchasing them. It was just at the close of 
the day’s session that thatthese amendments 
were voted down, and the people interested in 
the bill realized that it was safe. 

The victory is a great one for Mr. Acker, who 
has handled the bill ina masterly manner in 
the House, and who has taken his position in 
defiance of the threats of the Supervisors of 
bis own county. 

Mr. Peok of Cortland opened the ball by 
moving to strike out the first section, and he 
then real a long speech in opposition to the 
measure. Hisremarks bore the stamp of careful 
odaching on the part of the Cortland County 
Board of Supervisors. He said it was an indis- 
putabie fact that four insane persons are re- 
turned cured to their homes from county 
asylums where one such person is returned 
from State institutions. He dwelt upon the 
alleged beauties of the county-asylum system, 
and sought to convey the impression that the 
proposed change in the methud of oaring for 
the insane would involve the expenditure of 
vast sums of money. 

Each county, he contended, would be robbed 
annuaily of sums far in excess of those now 
used to 80 od the loca] asylums. New-York, 
Kings, and Monroe Counties had the right to 
care for their own insane if they cared to. Why 
should they seek to deprive Cortland and other 
counties of the privilege ? 

“It would cost at least $10,000,000 to remove 
the chronic insane of this State from their pres- 
ent quarters to State institutions,” Mr, Peok 
declared in conclusion. 

Mr. John Connelly of New-York made a 
strong appeal for the passage of the bill. He 
called attention to the county asylums and 
pictured the misery which reignsin them. The 
question at issue, he said, was one of humanity 
pnd justice. A commission composed of repu- 
table men had declared that it- was impossible'to 
oure Insane people in county asylums, and he 
therefore believed that the State should step in 
and charge. There was somsthing above 
doUars and cents or local self-government in 
this measure. 

Mr. Decker of Tioga County—a county where 
the State Board of Lunacy found a condition of 
affairs truly deplorable—said he firmly believed 
that the zeal of the'friends of this bili was 
born without knowledge. Then he painted a 
picture of the Tioga Uounty Insane Asylum 
which would have made the most hopelessly 
insene of its inmates smile.- It was easy to see 
that Mr. Decker had an eye only on the finan- 
cial aspect of the question. 

Mr. Mott of Madison consumed an hour or 
more reading alfidavits designed to impeach 
the statements published by the State Lunacy 
Commission in its last report. ‘The Madisen 
County Insane Asylum was placed in the same 
category with the Tioga institution by the gen- 
tleman. 

Then Mr. Nixon of Chautauqua took up the 
cudgels for the county asylums. He eaid that, 
according to the existing law, there could be 
but one argument in this bill. It was 
that the State Board of Charities and 
the State Lunacy Commission confessed them- 
Belves unable to perform their duties. For 
twenty-tive years, he said, the alleged evils de- 
picted by these boards must have been growing, 

nd the question was, Why had they not been 
joked after before? In his opiniou the State 

unacy Commission should spend its time en- 
forcing the present laws and not seek to pro- 
eure the passage of the Acer bill. 

Mr. Nixon attacked the State asylums, 
oharging that they are inefficiently managed, 
and mado a number of wild statements, whica 
were subsequently refuted. 

Mr. Salzer of New-York said the reason why 
Mr. Nixon spoke s0 strongly was because the 
Supervisors or Overseers of the Poor of his 
county were here to urge him on in his oppo- 
Bition to the measure, 

Mr. Nixon interrupted as this point by asking 
Mr. Sulzer to explain why he favored the bill 

“Because I believe the interesis of the Em- 

ire State demand its passage, and because the 
mpuises of my heart urge me to favor it,” was 
the reply. 

Mr. Deyo asked Mr. Sulzer to give way in 
order that he might ask a question. 

“Twill give way to any gentleman except 
the one from Broome,” replied Sulzer. ‘* The 
other day in a mean, niggardly manner he re- 
fused to grant me a favor on this floor. Ihave 
a good memory, and the gentleman will vouch 
for it before this session ends.” 

Mr. Deyo subsided, and the New-Yorker con- 
tinue’ to pour hot shot into the opponents of 
the bill. He said the care of the insane should 
not be made a party question, and concluded 
his roionn west 4 py reading extracts from tho 
report of the State Lunacy Commission and 
commenting on them. 

Mr. Deye secured the floor at a time when it 
was generally hoped that the debate would 
Hoon close and talked for thirty minutes in be- 
half of the county institations. He said that 
sympathy should not be permitted to take the 
place of sober sense. If the chronic ingane in- 
mates of the county. asylums were not ade- 
quately provided for by the counties the State 
Board of Charities had power to remove them 
to the present State asylums. The State asy- 
ums were, in his opinion, overerowded and the 
attendance was Insafficlenat. These abuses 
should be corrected before the friends of the 
Acker bill asked people to send their friends 
who were affiieted with insanity to such insti- 
tutions. The Binghamton Asylum was _ in- 
stanced in support of his contention. Otlicial 
reports commending the county asylums were 
then freely quoted from. 

As Mr. Deyo ceased speaking, Speaker Hus- 
ted, who had taken up his position just behind 
him, addressed the Chair, and stated that he 
jad been called to New-York, but that before 
going he wished to announce that he was In 
favor of the billand opposea to any motion to 
amend it. to lay iton the table, or to recommit 
it. He asked that in his abseuco his vote might

The sumptuous dinner which Col. Brown 
gave to the full Senate Iast night was respon- 
sible for the empty chairs at 11 o’cloek this 
morning when the bill was to have been con- 
sidered, and the result was that Mr. Saxton 
was compelled to postpone consideration till 
noon in order ¢o get votes enough to pass the 
bill. Senator Lingon made a motien to recom- 
mit for the purpoge of 
amendmeyt proposed by Lieut. Gov. Jones to 
‘allow the use of the unofficial ballot, the voter 
neperning to the olerk the official ballot. He 
said this was the last opportunity this yéar to 
put the billin such a perfect bas J as to insure 
its becoming a law. The proposition could not 
possibly reaultin harm to the voter, and would 
overcome the objections ee raised against 
tho use of the unofficial ballo 

Mr. Saxton observed that he never claimed 
the bill was perfect—this in reply to a deelara- 
tion of Mr. Cantor thatit was not too late to 
perfect the measure, and that three years ago, 
when it was originally introduced, its friends 
had claimed it was then perfect—Dbut, without 
question, it was the best bill of the kind ever 

resented to any Legislature. It would not 

isfranchise the illiterate voter. It allowed 
every voter to exercise his own judgment in 
voting. It gave to the illiterate voter better 
facilities than any other law on the books. 
There was no necessity for au unofficial balles. 

Mr. Chase deciared that the Linson propost- 
tien was entitled to consideration. The senate

A combination to force several bills out of the 
hands of the committees to which they were 
referred partially failed in the Assembly to- 
day through a lack of organization on the part 
of the oonspirators, Messrs. John Martin of 
New-York, Towne of Chautauque, and J. K. 
O’Connor of Oneida. These gentlemen had can- 
vassed the Houge and felt reasonably certain 
that they could manipulate things to suit 
them. Mr. Martin started in by moving to take 
from the Committee on Public Eaucation Sen- 
ator Ahearn’s bill for the appointment of addi- 
tional School Commissioners in New-York City. 
He said that at present only one of the city’s 
twenty-one School Commissionera came from 
below Fourteenth-street, and 72 per cent. of 
the taxable property and half of the population 
nad no representation. He would not oppose 
amenaments which would provide one Commis- 
sioner from each of the eight districts ana 
thirteen at large. He charged the committee 
with an attempt to throttle the bill, which had 
been before it for some time. 

Chairman Saunders of the committee denied 
the impeachment, but Mr. Martin’s motion pre-

Aocording to the original plan Mr. Towne was 
next totry to wrest from the Insurance Com- 
mittee his ‘‘valued policy” bill, but he was not 
watehbful, and Mr. O’Connor slipped in witha 
motion that the Ways and Means Committee be 
discharged from further consideration of the 
Utica Armory bill 

Mr, Fish of Putnam, Chairman of tho Ways 
and Means Committes, suggested that it would 
be a good idea if the House should relieve the 
committee or all the armory bills now in its 
possession. 

Mr. O’Connor replied that the two companies 
now in Utica needed the armory badly, and 
that when he was enpporting Mr. Fish in the 
fight on the World’s Fair bill that gentleman 
assured bim his armory bill would be the first 
one taken up by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. The gentleman had forgotten his 
promise, however, aithough several other billa 
of this nature had been considered by his com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Fish, with indignation stamped on his 
countenance, said that if Mr. O’Connor pre- 
sumed to say he had broken a promise he was 
saying an untruth. Never, during the World’s 
Fair bill discussion,had they spoken of this bill, 
and Mr. Fish was positive that he had never 
heard of it before. 

Mr. O’Oonnor said, in reply, that he was glad 
his memory was not so treacherous as that of 
Mr. Fish. This appeared to resolve itself into 
& question of veracity between himself and Mr. 
Fish, and he would stick to his original state- 
ment. Mr. O’Connors motion was lost, and 
when Mr. Towne came to the front, a few mo- 
ments later, the House also consigned his mo- 
tion to oblivion. and 

Concurrent resolutions were introduced in 
both houses to-day declaring null and void the 
Sing Sing printing contract, regently entered

A STATE RUNNING ON TICK 


RAODE ISLANDS AVAILABLE 
FUNDS EXHAUSTED. 
SQUABBLING IN THE LEGISLATURE 
PREVENTS THE PASSAGE OF THE 

APPROPRIATION BILL. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 20.—For nearly 
three weeks now the Government of the State 
of Rhode Island has been running on credit 
and on credit only. Not a penny has been 
available since Feb. 28 to pay salaries, to run 
the courts and other departments, or to furnish 
supplies, and meanwhile every one in the 
service of the State, from Governor down to 
page, is awaiting the pleasure of the General 
Assembly. The General Appropriation bill has 
not been passed, owing to a partisan squab- 
blo in the Legislature, and, owing to statutory 
restrictions, the money actually in hand can- 
not be used. 

The State has about $50,000 on hand, and 
$50,000 more is comingin next month The 
appropriations are always made to cover 
twelve months, beginning with Jan. 1, but the 
statutes allow officers and boards to continue 
their functions during the months of January 
and February at the rate of expenditure au- 
thorized by the appropriation of the preceding 
year. A constitutional provision allows the 
fund in the Treasury to be overdrawn, but not 
to exceed $50,000, and none of this can be 
touched for expenses incurred after the last 
day of February until the act of appropriation 
is passed, 

The act disposes of $600,000 and contains 
one item of $15,000, upon which the present 
dead-lock hangs. The State Home and School 
was established as a place where neglected or 
abused children could be committed by the 
courts, where they would be reared under prop- 
er moral restraints, and where they would be 
given the foundation, at least, of mental and 
industrial education. Its establishment result- 
ed from the efforta of well-known philantro- 
pists, and in operation it was allied with the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
which here finds its field of labor among the ill- 
used children of the slums, and lets alone the 
well-fed and well-cared-for children of the stage. 
Itis not a correctional institution and is under 
the charge of the Board of Education. 

Some time ago ugly rumors gained currency 
that Martin C. Healey, the Superintendent, had 
established the bastinado as a punishment for 
children who wore out their shoes in less than 
three menths, and that he indulged in other 
acts of cruelty. Mrs. Elizabeth C. Chace, one 
of the founders of the Home, brought the mat- 
ter to the attention of the Board of Education, 
and committee held what was termed by 
courtesy an investigation. It was a star-cham- 
ber affair and the committee apparently did 
not care to hear too much, for although the 
hewspapers sent hither and yon and published 
statements from former officers in the school 
bearing tpon the charges, these people were 
not asked to appear before the committee and 
its deliberations were drawn to a olose as 

uickly and as quietly as was consistent with 

ecency. 

The committee’s report said that Healey 
might have been indiscreet, but he had been 
admonished, and probably there would be no 
senense-ceene for complaint. The Democrats 
attempted to make political capital out of the 
affair, and when the Appropriation bill came 
from the Senate, the House, which has a Demo- 
Cratic majority, tabled the whele measure un- 
til the delay caused criticism, and then struck 
out the amount for the Home and Bonool. The 
fesue was clearly made; the majority of the 

House proposed to out off all Seyrepriauess 
wntil they Could coerce the Board of Education 
into dismissing the obnoxious offieial, Healey. 

“The people of the State,” argued senator 
Brown, chatsman of the Democratis City Com- 
mittee of Providenoe, “ are nos willing to sup- 
port the State Home and School if it is to be 
carried on under the management of the past.” 

The Senate insisted that the bill should be 
passed as a whole, and meanwhile, also, the inu- 
justice of forcing Healey from ottice without the 
Tullest opportunity to detend himself was be- 
coming apparent. The Senate proposed an 
investigation by a special board to be appoint- 
ed by the Governor, while the House held out 
for a legislative investigation. 

The House fiually got iato a muddle, and, ac- 
cording to the Clerk’s indorsement of the docu- 
ment itself, the Jeurnal of the session, and the 
newspaper reports, the House killed the whole 
matter by voting to non-concur with the act as 
amended by the Senate. Saturday, Sunday, and 
Monday having passed, the members awoke to 
a sense Of s0me one’s stupidity and to a knowl- 
edge that they would either have to formulate 
a new bill or reoonsider the vote of a few days 
before, 

Speaker Miller was unable to decide in what 
form he had put the question, but many Demo- 
cratic Members assured him that he had tit 
upon concurrence with the Senate in its amena- 
ment, and so the poor Clerks had to shoulder 
the blame and the whole matter was sent back 
to the Senate again. That body yesterday re- 
fused to recede from its position 

The Senate to-(lay floundered in the deep sea, 
and finally adjournéd without finding its feoting. 

When the committee of conference was pro- 
posed from the Democratic side the President 
ruled that the bill was not before the Senate, as 
the Clerk of the House had only announced the 
non-concurrence of that body in an amendment, 
Then the Democrats insisted that yesterday's 
action was entirely out of order. From the Ke- 
publican side it was moved that yesterday’s 
action be communicated to the House, which 
action, the President said, should have been 
taken then. 

The Democratic leader said the Republicans 
were playing football with the measure for tue 
purpo3e of political advantage, while the 
Democrats were endeavoring to get in acail 
for a committee of conferenee. As an amend- 
ment to a motion to notity the House that the 
Senate would not back down an adjournment 
was moved from the Republivan side and 
carried.

The Studio for Maroh 15 has a paper by Mr. 
Gaston L, Feuardent on the terra cotta groups 
shown lately at the Union League and figured 
in a recent issue of the Century. It appears 
that Mr. W. J. Stillman has been freeing his 


mind about these groups in the Nation, and 
says they are not genuine. Mr. Feuardent 
points out that Mr. Stillman has hold of one 
end of a controversy which has raged for some 
years in Paris, and proves that it is the wrong 
end, @ has neither examined the groups 
themselves, (this he admits,) ner apparently read 
the defense made several years ago to attacks 
emanating from archzologiats who failed to get 
very remarkable treasures while excavating in 
Asia Minor. Yot he knows better than the 
ere d connoisseurs who, having 
handl he groups, agree that nobedy living 
could compose such beautiful works of art. If 
Mr. Stillman’s belated and long-disproved crit- 
iclema needed refutation at all, it 18 well to have 
it from a man like Mr. Feuardent, who has 
made such things the study of his life, and ts, 
moréover, said on good authority to have no 
longer any interest as a dealer in the sale of 
antiquities. Equally strong asa numismatist, 
Mr. Feuardent allades to old coins whioh 
have some of those modern traits that alarm 
the cut-and-dried archeologist when he sees 
pictures of those delightful groups. “A look 
over the charming series of the official coins 
strack in the fourth century, B. C., by the little 
oity of Bruttium, called Terina, will reveal to 
our eyes quite a joyful family of heads of pretty 
sirens, and the reverses of the coins, a gracious 
army of plump damsels under tne figure of 
‘ Victories,’ whod, forgetting the ‘ fidaux’ of past 
Wars, are seen playing with birds, enjoying 
ripe fruits, and juggling with apples, &., and 
that in such nonchalant postures and modeled 
with such grand art that they appear to have 
been conceived by a Fragonard, drawn by a 
Jean Goujon, and engraved by an Aspasius.’ 

In the American Naturalist, which is again 
published in Philadelphia by Ferris Brothers, 
a paper is contributed to arecent number by 
Mr, Walter Hough with regard to the monoliths 
of human sbape found on Easter Isiand, in the 
South Pacitie Qne of these idols js in the 
National Museum, together with smaller stone 
images, painted slaps, and other evidences of 
the curious civilization of the islanders. a 
deep, wide eyo sockets of the big statues wer 
carved for eyes of obsidian, and doubtless one 
Treason for the extreme rudeness of the sculp- 
ture consists inthe factthat the statues were 
onee decorated 80 as to conceal their defects of 
anatomy. The quarry whence the monoliths 
came is twelve miles from the spot where 
the largest number has been found, and 
the way is dificult. Many are in the quarry, 
half finished. Others were abandoned on 
the way, yet one in place weighs about fifty 
tons and is sixty feet high! The islanders had 
no metal tools and were ignorant of the wheel. 
Yet they built small heavy-walied houses of 
stone, lined and roofed them with slabs of 
stone on which tigures of animals of eccentric 
form were painted. Doors are very narrow 
and the roofs are covered with turf. For writ- 
ing they used very curious and beautiful let- 
ters carved with sharks’ teeth on slabs of 
wood. These letters are not alphabetic, of 
course, but are condensed pictures whieh re- 
call past events, like the “ talking sticke’”’ used 
by the medicine men of North American tribes. 
Paymaster W. J. Thomson, who was on the 
Mohican when this collection was made, will 
contribute a monograph to the report ef the 
Smithsonian, giving all that is at present 
known concerning the sculptures, 

The April Magazine of Art has a “ Heliogray- 
ure Dujardin” from ‘' Saved,” a painting by a 
young English artist of considerable promise. 
Mr. Frank Bramley studied at Antwerp under 
Verlat, passed two years at Venice, and exhib- 
ited at the Royal Academy in 1883. ‘ Wearing 
a Chain of Grist’ was shown at the New Eng- 
lish Art Club in 1888. “Saved” shows the in- 
terior of an English seaside cabin, with a 
foreign lady seated before the fire, a rosary in 
her hand. Through the door one sees a fisher- 
nan in tarpaulins and a glimpse of the ocean. 
Two countrywomen and two children bestir 
themselves to help the shipwrecked lady 
or look on with interest. Sir Somers 
Vine describes the Imperial Institute of 
London, designed by the arohitect Oolloutt 
and meant for a rally point for the colonials 
in England; From the Imperial Institute Road 
the fagade of this building will be imposing. It 
is Romanesque in style, has a central advanced 
portion connected by long bodies with advanced 
wings, @ very tall square tower rising from 
the centre and crowned with an elongated 
dome, and smaller, buttall, square towers at 
the ends well back of thé wings. Round arches 
prevail on the ground floor and the first story, 
while the square lintel is used above. Tne 
portals, halis, and staircases are te be deco- 
rated in opulent fashion, and no expense will 
be spared to make the institute a credit to 
British architecture, 


The monument to Daguerre to be erected be- 
fore the Smithsonian Institution at Washington 
has been designed by Mr. J. 8. Hartley. An 
altar-like pedestal supports a haif globe, on 
which stands a bust of the inventor of daguer- 
reotypes. A bronze figure of Fame kneels 
before the globe and crowns the bust witha 
garland. 

The Boston Museum of the Fine Arts Is await- 
ing a set of seven sculptured blocks of syanite 
representing scones at the feast in honor of the 
Egyptian Jupiter. They come from the temple 
at Bubastis ana are forwarded by members of 
the Egypt Exploration Fund. 

A Chicago organization calling itself the Art 
Club will go to the Maine coast near Portland 
for the Summer. It has about one hundred 
members, and has leased a iargo house, Last 
year it was on Cushing’s Island, near Portland. 

At Denver, Col., there is a pottery club whose 
members are ladies addicted to the decoration 
of ceramics. The club is now holding its tirst 
annual exhibition of teapots and placques, 

Three American artists prominent in Paris 
have been placed on the jury of admissions for 
the exhibition at the Palais des Beaux Arta, 
Champ de Mars. 

“In the Hands of the Enemy,” the large 
ainting by Thomas Hovenden bought by Mr.

OBITUARY. 


DANIEL M. FOX. 

Daniel M. Fox, appointed in June, 1885, as 
Superintendent of the United States Mint at 
Philadelphia, by President Cleveland, dled yes- 
terday morning at the Windsor Hotel, Atlantic 
City. He was born in Philadelphia in June, 
1819. He was well educated, and took up the 
business ofa conveyancer and became tbe real 
estate agent of the Pennsylvania Rallroad 
Company, in which capacity he handled large 
sums of money. 

Mr. Fox got his first experience in publie life 
a8 a School Director and afterward served asa 
member of the locai Board of Health in Phila- 
delphia anda Director of Girard College. In 
1863 and again in 1865 he was tne defeated 
Democratic candidate for the Mayoralty of 
Philadelphia. In 1868 he defeated Gen. Hec- 
tor Tyndale, nominated as Mayor by the Re- 
publicans, by a majority of 1,838. 

In his awn party Mr. Fox had always been 
known as & reformer. He first drew publio at- 
tention to his Mayoralty administration by in- 
stituting a paid Fire age oo in Philadel- 
phia. When in 1870, during & municipal 
election, a United States Marshal called in Fed- 
etal Marines to protect some of his deputies 
who were serving at the polis, Mayor Fox pro- 
tested against such interference ang appealed 
to Gov. Geary, but without success. In 1875 
he was appointed by the Federal Government a 
member of an expert committee to examine the 
subject of mall transportation. His reputation 
asastanch and honest business man led to 
his selection by President Cleveland for the Su- 
perintendency of the Mint, 

Mr. Fox’s maternal grandfather bore an 
active part in the Revolutionary struggle, serv- 
ing under Washington at Germantown, Valley 
Forge, and during the slege of Yorktown.

MICHAEL T. NEWBOLD. 

Michael T. Newbold, a prominent lawyer of 
Jersey City, died at his home on Jersey City 
Heights yesterday afternoon. He had been ill 
for some time and was improving until last 
Monday, when he ventured out. The exposure 
brought on arelapse,from which he did not rally. 

Few men in his city could be so illy spared. 
He believed in justice, and was always ready to 
cbampion a just cause. Though a man of prop- 
erty his law practice was largely a war upon 
corporations. In politics he was one ef the 
boldest and readiest of speakers, but always 
spoke with great force and earnestness. Though 
& Republican he was as quick to denounce Re- 
publican wrongdoing as Democratic. in the 
fampaige against the ring in Hudson County 
last Fall he declared that there was no politics 
for him when the question of honesiy and dis- 
honesty was involved. 

No man on the stump spoke such bold and 
defiant words against the ring, and he not In- 
frequently closed his periods with a reference 
to Tam New-York TImks as the only paper 
with the courage to tell the truth about the 
thieves. “I would give $1,000 out of my own 
pocket,” he once said, ‘‘to have a paper of that 
character established in Jersey City.” All his 
political labor was without hope of reward, 
beyond the securing of better local govern- 
ment. He bore no malice, and though out- 
spoken in his opinions on all subjects was 
always approachable and cordial. Few men 
had more personal friends and admirers with- 
out seeking them. To hosts of these his death 
will be a most grievous affliction. He was 
little more than ferty years old.

HOW IT IS PROPOSED TO ADD TO 


BROOKLYN’S ATTRACTIONS. 


The incorporators of the Brooklyn Institute 
of Arts and Sciences held their second meeting 
last evening at the residence of Joseph F. 
Knapp, 554 Bedford-avenue. It was announced 
that the act creating the corporation had 
reached the hands of the Governor, and there 
was every reason to believe that it would soon 
be signed. 

George M. Olcott presided, and among those 
present were Prof. Franklin W. Hooper, Thomas 
J. Barr, Henry Batterman, Edwin Beers, Will- 
iam Berri, the Rev. Dr. A. J. F. Benrends, 
Eugene G. Blackford, the Rev. Dr. L. T. Cham- 
berlain, Carll H. De Bilver, W. J. Gaynor, Post- 
master J. C. Hendrix, William Potts, ex-Judge 
— M. Van Cott, and Gea, John B. Wood- 
war 

Dr. Chamberlain read the constitution which 
had been drafted by the committee appointed, 
and it was adopted, although it will come up 
for further consideration when the corporation 
has been actuaily formed. 

ohn 8. James, Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committees, read that committee’s re- 
port, and it also was adopted. In the report 
the committee says: 


“It is incambent on this new corporation to 
Place itself upon a ae and sound financial 
basis, oné which will justify the old Brookiyn In- 
stitute and the Art Association of thiscity in trans- 
ferring their property thereto; a basis that will 
satisfy the city uuthorities that they will act 
with wisdom and prudence in leasing to the 
corporation most valuable sites for museums 
an libraries; &® basis that will com- 
mand the respect and consideration of men 
of culture and wealth who desire to place their col- 
lections in art or science in permanent museums 
tor the penetit of the people: a basis that will as- 
sure every citizen of Brooklyn that, in contribut- 
ing toward tho funds of thé new institate, his phil- 
anthropy will be most wisély and beneficently in- 
vested, and, finally, on a basis commensurate with 
the reasonable and pressing needs ofa great com- 
munity destined in the near future to number sev- 
eral million inhabitants, and to increase more rap- 
idly in wealth thap in population. 

"We believe 1f to be seeeety and proper that. the 
incorporators should raise by subscription for the 
endowments and equipment of the' proposed mu- 
seum with worka of art and science the sam of 
$2,000,000; that the incorporators should invite 
their fellow-citizens, one and all, to contribute to 
this sum in proportion to thvir ability and pub- 
fic spirit; that the investment of $2,000,000 
in museums of art and acience, together 
with the property which is ready to be contrib- 
uted by the old Brooklyn Institute and the city, 
and sach large donations of works of art and col- 
lections of science as have already been tendered 
the institate, will so improve the city us a place of 
residence that the value of real estate in Brooklyn 
will be enhanced by many times the amount te 
vested in musoums.” 

The committee suggested that the $2,000,000 
pe raised as follows: Two contributions of 

500,000 each, the contributors to be Known as 
ounders of the institute; five of $100,000 each, 
the contributors to be known as * benefac- 
tors”; thirty of $10,000 each, the contributors 
to be known a8 “ patrons’; 100 of $1,000 
each, the contributors to be known as “ perma- 
nent members,” and 1,000 of $100 each, the 
contributors to be known as “ life members.” 

Addresses were made by the Rev. Dr. B. 8, 
Storrs, Postmaster Hendrix, and Principal A. 
C. Perkins of the Adelphi Academy. The next 
miecting of the ineorporaters will be held on 
April 8, at the residence of Edwin Beers, in 
Remsen-streot.

| 4 LESSON FROM AUSTKALIA, 


BALLOT REFORM AN IMPORTANT AID TO 
CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


To the Edttor of the New-York Times : 

Many partisans, who aré reluctantly forcea 
by public opinion. to vote for baliot reform, 
with blind inconsistency represent civil service 
reform as something very different in spirit and 
aim. The latter not bei ng so easily understood 
by the people, by reason of its complicated 
relations to many matte s, its progress has nov 
been so rapid and misrepresentations have 
been more successful. 

It is interesting, therefore, to glance at Ans- 
tralia, where ballot reform originated, and 
read a leason of ite relasions to the other great 
reform—a lesson well worthy the attention of 
those members of Congress who are urging a 
law for applying the Australian system in 
Congressional elections, at the same that they 
are seeking some excuse for arresting the other 
reform, which 80 greatly limits their own pre- 
cious patronage. 

Baliot reform was established in the Aus- 
tralian colony of Victoria in 1856. It caused a 


great improvement in the elections and in the 
moral tone of party politics. 1t increased the 
numbers of able and honest men who came 
into leadership in public affairs and suppressed 
much.of the old activity of mercenary voters 
and partisan schemers. It raised politics in 

ublic estimation and created a demand for a 

igher politieal literature. Still, grave abuses 
continued in the public administration. The 
pressure of members of the Colonial Legisiat- 
ures, greedy for patronage, crowded many super- 
numeraries upon the public pay rolis, much as 
the greed of our Congtessmen has done the 
same thing in this country, and made them sub- 
servient tools of such members. The more en- 
lightened public opinion, which the ballot law 
had reinforced, earnestly demanded a remedy 
for such abuses. It was ready to welcome all 
discussions of sound prineiples. 

When in 1880 og & Brothers publisied a 
volume on ‘The British Civil Service” the 
leading daily paper at Melbourne, the capital 
of the colony, completely reproduced the work 
in ita columns iu a series of articles for popular 
reading. A movement was soon after orzan- 
ized for a civil serviee commission, which was 
established five or six years ago in close analo- 
gy to our Civil Service act of 1883. 

Concerning the effects of this reform I quote 
the following language from page 121 of anin 
teresting volume, (“Problems of Greater 
Britain,” by, Sir Charles Wentworth Dilke,) 
just published in London. Hesays: “The Vic- 
torian Civil Service Commission has met with 
success, and on the rare occasions when mem- 
bers of Parliament have hinted ata desire ta 
revert to their old practices the voice of the 
community has at once drowned the whisper of 
such a suggestion. The civil service, which wag 
at one time a byword, is nowa credit to the 
colony, and nothing can exceed the average 
capacity, industry, and trustworthiness of its 
public servants.” 

He further says that the action of the com- 
mission resulted in a large diminution of the 
public servants, and thatit is a characteristic 
of Victoria, as compared with other Australian 
colonies, that “ there is a close and keen criti- 
cism of expenditures, of appointments, and of 
administrative acts,” plainly a most natural 
result when we consider that the patronage 
and spoils system gives the Congressmen 2 
vicious interest in those extrav*gant salaries 
and inflated pay rolls which include the cous- 
ins and henchmen they have forced upoa the 
departments, and that the bargains it causes 
take away half of that Congressional manhood 
and sense of duty which are essential for re- 
sisting either party pressure or executive 


abuses. 

If it be possible to believe that the intelligent 
people of this country, within the lines of the 
dominant party, have not an outspoken cour- 
age and patriotism equal to those of an Aus- 
tralian colony—have not even the common in- 
astincts of self-preservatign—for compelling 
their legislators to be faithful to such a reform, 
it is some consolation to feel sure that the lead- 
ers who shall suppress it, as they did under 
President Grant by a violation of deliberate 
pledges, will be taking the shortest and qaick- 
eat road to the ruin of their party—will open 
wide the way for the triumph of their oppo- 
nents.

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GRAVE OLD WORLD TOPICS 
TIRARD AND HIS MINISTRY 
' BEFORE THE FALL. ~ 
BLUNDER IN THE ORLEANS CASE—CAR- 
NOT ASKED. TO BERLIN—-WHETHER 
TWO: SALONS OR’ QNE—MUNKACSY, 

Paris, March 5.—The antagonism be- 
tweeniM. Constans and M. Tirard was an 
old story even in exhibition days. Even 
thon, M. Constans was the moving spirit in 
the Ministerial household. Of course there 
were other men in the Cabinet; but in pub- 
lic estimation they were mero figureheads 
and no one cared even to’ label them. ‘To 
the spectator thore were only twe members 
worth mentioning; one was M. Constans, to 
whom all homage went, and the second was 
M. Tirard, whose unpopularity shouldered 
every mistake. 

Popular opinion is never entirely wrong, 
and M. Constans deserves a large share of 
the praise given him. ‘He was a Minister, 
and he was not afraid, to speak vulgarly, to 
pay that his soul was his own. He man- 
aged the Boulanger matter most cleverly, 
he carried through the exhibition season, 
and he wire-pulled the elections to securé 
Republican and Governmental! success. No 
other man in fhe Government would have 


dared so much, and it is hard torealize how ; 


he accomplished it all. He has a singularly 
quiet way of doing everything. He makes 
no fuas, he is not a bit theatrical, is entire- 
ly free from pose, and enjoys a wonderfully 
easy charm of manner and a simplicity of 
address that is surprising. He is eloquent, 


but more from the conviction of his argu-. 


ment than from any previous forethought 
or study. 

Under all this apparent bonhomie is con- 
cealed a master mind, powerful to organize 
and think, and quick to execute. His 
friends consider him to be conscientious, 
his opponents state that he is as unscru- 
pulous as he is bold. In any gage, he isa 
man. He stood without flinching in wild 


tempests of vituperative abuse. 
cared, he said nothing; and I am inclined 
to doubt his suffering. Probably the great- 


est annoyance in his life was Tirard—the. 


directcause of hismomentary exile. Tirard 
has remained very much like a mummy, 
lifeless, useless, and of no good. I am not 
giving opinion, but simply noting facts. 

To M. Constans succeeds M. Bourgeois, a 
Radical, at least of past persuasion, and a 
man of about iorty years of age. He has 
been Prefect of Tarn and was Prefect of 
Police in 1887, and during the Floquet 
Ministry he was Second Secretary of State. 
Of such men there are dozens in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. It is probably just this 
fact that has saved the Ministry for a few 
yore political days. Unfortunately in the 
issue the Presidency seems more injured 
than the Cabinet. M. Bourgeois saved the 
situation pro tempore, without clearing the 
atmosphere; and, contrary to all prévision, 
the Ministry still remains, dancing on one 
footinalimpfashion. But that isfar more 
than was anticipated, and all is now to 
begin over again. ; 

‘Yo-morrow the participation of France in 


the Berlin Congress is to come up, and al- | 


though the patriotism of all parties assures 
support to the Government, it may bea 
starting point for an enlarged discussion 
upen foreign policy destructive to the tot- 
tering Cabinct. “Jf not to-day, then for 
to-morrow,” and meanwhile the strongest 
man in France is M. Constans. The name 
ot Jules Ferry begins again to echo in Presi- 
dential circles, but it is a distant rumor. 

It was M. Tirard who made the surprising 
blunder of keeping the Duke of Orleans 
here. M. Constuns advised M. Carnot to 
have him politely conducted to the frontier 
and not bother his head about laws. or jus- 
tice. Itis said that he evem went so far as 
to say that ié was a queer way to serve the 
republic to thus martyrize an Orleanist. 
M. Carnot is a prudent man and a timid 
onc. He would persist in asking Tirard, 
and then the trouble began, which definite- 
ly led to M. Constans’s resignation. 

The greatest bother in the world to the 
Government is the Clairvaux prisoner. Not 
even the Orleanists can make a martyr of 
the young Prince, who seems to have rather 
a wise head of his own, and ‘his party and 
triends are learning each day to temper 
royal conduct to modern republican com- 
mon sense. They certainly bend gracefully 
to popalar will, and the young man is not 
ridiculous. This isasaving grace. Never- 
theless, could he be spirited away by some 
good republican fairy, the Government 
would not count the cost. Probably the 
Prince would bo pleased. Clairveaux is 
not a dreary prison, and the -government 
is certainly courteous and pliable to al- 
most every wish; but it is continement. 
After three months, should he still be there, 
peoplo will ‘have forgotten all about him 
aud something else wiil have to be in- 
vented. 

What more interests the usual outside 
world, then, without the possibility of any 
benetit coming from political agitation, 1s 
the Russian cucstion. Tho recent articles 
of M. de Vatitschett, published in. the Rus- 
sian Messenger, have created a sensation 
here. ‘The author begins his very elaborate 
article by mentioning a slight incident, 
which was evidently intentional, and yet, 
curiously enough, catsed no comment. In 
allthe regular New Year speeches, Presi- 
dent Carnot was tho only one who men- 
tioned any desire, on the part of the nation 
he represented, for tho maintenance of 
peace. This was closely followed, after a 

tortnight, by a similar declaration, not only 

by the Russian Minister of Finance, but by 
the Czar himself, in his reply to the Gov- 
ernor of Moscow. 

To counterbalance this the gossips talk 
of ajourney of M. Carnot to Metz to meet 
Emperor Willian, and again of his journey 
to Brussels for the silver wedding of Leo- 
pold to which William is a promised guest. 
This is all sheer nonsense obviously, and 
yot M. Spuliors, whose name was directly 
mentioned in connection with M. de Moren- 
nem, feli obliged to glve some. confidential 
explanations to the Marquis de Breteuil, 
the friend and confidant of the Comte de 
Paris, of the Prince of Wales, and of Gen. 
Boulanger. : 

After that came rumors of reconciliation 
with Germany and restitution of Alsace 
and Lorraine, in exchange for an alliance 
against Russia. Itis here that the second 
advised article of M. de Tatitscheif comes 
in, with disturbing intluence to general 
oniside opinion. He sensibly puts aside all 
idea of real love botween France and Russia, 
asiar as this sentiment might influence 
combined action; he deems such alliance to 
be the absolute political nocd and necessity 
oft the morrow. Popular French sentiment, 
even the enthusiasm of the blouses, would 
emphasize the tirst, and not care a rap -for 
the second. A mere glimpse of the Russian 
colors sends up a cheer, and any pretext 
serves for a Russian demonstration, but 
slunply because it is anti-German, : 

If M. de Tatitscheffi represonts Russian 
sentiment, it reads very much akin to the 
Freneh as far as the clese observation of 
every wink of Bismarck’s eye is concerned. 
He induiges in a long dissertation upon the 
cordial reception that would moect the Re- 
publican President and how much French 
amour propre would be caressed. However, 
as M. Tatitscheift continucs, the French 
President has absolutely no direct action 
upon his people; it is his Cabinet that 
makos the pluie et le beau temps, and mean- 
while France has not closely followed the 
Russian wishes. i ¥ 

In the Croation question France refused 
to submit to the Russian desire fur an _in- 
ternational congress; when Russia asked 
France to make prvtest against tho Ltal- 
jians in Abyssinia, M. Spuller simply ac- 
knowledged the receipt of tho Italian of- 
ficial note concerning the treaty with King 
Ménelicx, and in beth instances the Fronch 
Minister informed the Russian Ambassador 
that both tae English and Italians must 
be courteously treated by France, In re- 
turn, in the instance of Egypt and in the 
Bulgarian question, the drench Cabinet 
adopted the Russian views immediately 
against all the other foreign powers, and 
tou this M. de Desitechett states that Russia 

and is most sensitive. '

THEY OPPOSEH 


IN THE LAWS GOVERNING IMMIGRATION 
AND NATURALIZATION. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—The committees of 
the House and Senate on immigration and nat- 
uralization, sitting jointly, gave a hearing to- 
day to persons opposed to changesin the laws 
on those subjects. Edward Kosewater, editor 
ot the Omaha Lee, spoke fora number of Ger- 
man and other societies in tho West. He said 
that the ratio of immigration to the populatien 
is decreasing and the time has not-yet come to 
restrict immigration. He was born in Bohemia; 
his brothers in America. He was as good as 
they; the accident of birth in this country did 
not mako them any better than he. This pride 
in birthplace is a survival of barbarous fanat- 
icism. Tho pauper laborers of Europe trans- 
planted to America are generally supposed to 
injure the interests of American laboring peo- 
ple. This was not the case. When the pauper 
laborers reach here their condition changes; 


their wants are larger, and in consequence they 
become greater consumers. 

Native Americans havo largely given over to 
foreigners the heavier kinds of labor, and these 
immigrants aye needed to take their place. 
There nad been agreat deal of criticism against 
the coming in of Italians. For one he had a 
tender feeling for Italy and Italians. Christo- 
pher Columbus was an Italian; the people of 
tbat nationality were cultivated in the arts and 
sciences hundreds of years before Ameriea had 
beon thought of. We believed in the applica- 
tion of tho golden rule in ovr relations 
with peopics of other nations. People 
wiio heleved there was something wrong 
With the maohinery of Governments were 
classed as Socialists, and, therefore, under the 
terms of the bills before the committees denied 
admittance to the United States. Bsllamy and 
Houry George are Socialists, holding opinions 
radically at variance with the principles of our 
formn of government. The istter thinks and 
says that it is not wrong to hold these opinions, 
What would be the eifeot upon treaties we have 
in forces now with other countries by a change 
in our naturalization lawa?’ Would it not in- 
volve us unpleasantiy with the Governments 
of those countries } 

Richard Bartboldt, Chairman of the confer- 
erence of delegates Gt German-American soote- 
ties which met in Washineton this week, read 
the protest adopted by that body againat the 
passage of any and ali measures now pending 
in Condress designed. materialiy to changs the 
present national laws on immigration and nat- 
uralization, as jolidwsa: 

Iivst—These proposed measures are fraught with 
the same mischief and breatho the same spirit 
which ciusei the founiers of this Kepublic to rise 
in rebellion against @ British tyrant and to hurl at 
him the following indictment: ‘ite has endeay- 
ored to prevent the population of these ‘States; for 
that purpose obstructing the laws for naturatiza.- 
tion of foreigners; refusing to pass others to en. 
courage their migration hithor, undraising the coa- 
ditions of new avproprintions of lands.”’ 

Second—Tthe indastry, thrift, and honest intclli- 
gonce of the immigrant have, for more than a hun- 
dred years past, beon a chict factor in developing 
the minerai, agricuitural, commercial, aud indus- 
trial resources of this country, and in raising it to 
its proscnt proud position among the nations of the 
world. 

Tiiivd—The patriotic devotion of those who havo in 
the last century emigrated to our land und acquired 
aQrightof citizenship amongus has been such as 
to win a proud place in 18 history. What right 
have we to assume that the oharacter of those who 
come under acontinucd libtral policy of immigra:- 
tion willbe ons particic lower than that of those 
who camo before / 

Fourth—The proposed change of the naturaliza. 
tien laws, a6 embodied in bills now pending in Con. 
gress, Must be regarded as uncalled for and a mis- 
chievous deviation from the policy first established 
under Washington’s Administration.

TWO RUSSIAN GENERALS 


DISLIKE OF THE OZAR DUE TO 
THE FATH OF THBIR SONS. 
ONE SON DEAD, THE OTHER DIs- 
GRACED—TROUBLES IN THE CZAR’S 
OWN FAMILY—RIGHTS FOR WOMEN. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 23.—The mysterious 
suicide in the Winter Palace of young Dragomt!- 
row, concerning which the most extraordinary 
stories are whispered in both club and salon, 1s 
likely to be fraught with serlotis consequences 
for the Ozar and his dynasty. The lad, who was 
an inmate of the Imporial School of Pages, and 
as such a participant in all Court functions and 
entertainments, was the only son of the famous 
Gen. Drazomirow, who is the Mititary Govern- 
or General of the whole of Southwestern Rus- 
sia, and who has already been designated by 
the Emperor as thé Commander in Chiefef the 
Muscovite forces in the event of any war with 
Austria. ° ¢ 

Justly celebrated throughout Europe as a mil- 
itary author of eminencé, Dragomtrow is with- 
out exception the most popular General in the 
Russian Army. For many years he was Di- 
réctor of the Imperial Staff College, and there 
is atthe present moment hardly an officer of 
consequenes among the younger gonoration of 
Generals who has not been formed and molded 
in a military sense by him. A strict disciplina- 
rian in matters of service, he becomes the most 
genial and kindly comrade when off duty, and 
does not disdain to associate, dine, and drink 
with even the humblestsub-Lieutenant. Among 
the rank and file he 18 worshipped much in the 
same matiner as was Skobelef For the men 
know that he is their friend, and only recently 
he issued a general order deglaring that he in- 
tended to court-martial any officer caught strik- 
ing or otherwise ill treating these under his 


orders. He }ikewise gave instrnotions that the 
soldiers, and especially the Cossacks, should no 
longer be provented from singing their national 
and local ballads. ° 

Dangerously wounded in 1877 at the Shipka 
Pass, he has remained slightly lame, and ex- 
ory sone difficulty in mounting a horse, 

ike Skobeleff, too, he is a-rabid Panslavist, 
and in hig 6yes the doctrines of the mevement 
are far more sacred and important than any 
sentiment of loyalty to the Romanoff dynasty. 
The Czar knows this, and dordially dislikes and 
distrusts him in consequence. He cannot, 
however, afford to ignore the General’s prom- 
inence in all military matters, and aceordingly 
makes a point of always keeping him 
at some post far distant from the eapital. 
Of course, Dragonurow would decline any minor 
command, and naene the Czar has been obliged 
tointrust him with that of Southwestern Rugsia, 
With headquarters at Kiev. Gen. Obrutchefi, 
the chief of the general staff of the army, is 
one of Dragomirow’s most intimate friends 
and fermer pupils, and, standing in tho same re- 
lation to the Pansiavist party, is equally dia- 
liked by the Czar. Tho latter, notwithstanding 
the importance of Obrutcheft’s office, makes a 
point of nover transacting auy business with 


him personally or of honoring him with pri- ' 


vate audiences, 

These two officers, Dragomirow and Obrut- 
chéti, constitute a serious danger to the Hin- 
peror and the throne, Were any serious re- 
Verses to be sustained at the outset of a war 
they would be the first to attribute defeat to 
the effects of the imperial maladministration 
and to head the popular movement against the 
throne. Thé weal of Holy Russia—from a Pan- 
slavist point of viow—is all-important in their 
eyes, And neither they nor the officers of their 
following and school would hesitate to sacritice 
the Emperor and dynasty if necessary, 

Possibly it was the knowledge of this and the 
desire to retain in his hands a hostage for 
Dragomirow’s fidelity that led Alexander IIi. 
to attach the Goneral’s only son to the imperial 
household. It was only the other day tat the 
lad was helping to bear the train of the Ozar- 
ina at the festival of Theophany, and to-day he 
lies dead-~y 1a aaid by hisown hand. The man- 
nér in whicu he met his death will romain as 
muchamystery as the other equally unox- 
plained “suivides’” that have octurred trom 
time to time during the past ten years among 
the members of the imperial household. Cer- 
tainly no ono will regret the tragedy moro sin- 
cerely than the Ewporor, who 6annot fail to 
realize its terrible importance to his throne 
and house. For no amount of explanation or 
condolonce Will be able to satisfy the General 
as to the circumstances of bia boy’s death or 
to diminish the bitterness toward the house of 
Romanotf with which it has filled his heart. 

The only other General of prominence in any 
way qtalified to command an army corps in the 
event of a European war is Gen. Gourkho, the 
Governor Generali of Poland. Like Obrutwhelf 
and Dragémirow, he is an ardent Panslavist, 
and is both disliked and distrusted by the Czar. 
Nor can his own feelings toward his sovoreign 
be of a very affectionate nature, For itis only 
a few months ago that the Emperor dismissed 
his only son in dis¢race from the army and 
prohibited him from ever arraying himself 
again in the Russian military uniform. It is 
true that young Capt. Gourkho, who was at- 
tached to a cavalry regiment at Warsaw, fuliy 
deserved the punishment to which he was con- 
demned, for he had been guilty of military and 
personal dishonor of so gross a nature that the 
entire corps of ofticcra of his regiment, from the 
Colonol down to the junior subultern, threatened 
to resign unless his name were rem@ved from 
the roster of the army. 

His offense, had, however, been condoned by 
his father and his tellow-ollicers censured for 
their animosity toward him, when the order ar- 
rived from the Emperor cashiering him out of 
the service and upholding the conduct of the 
regimonial officers over the head of the Gov- 
ernor General, Gen. Gourkho, who is one of the 
most proud and intensely arrogant personages 
in the empire, is certainly not the kind of man 
to forget or forgive bis Majesty’s bebavior in 
the matter, and his loyalty will last just as 
long as the Emperor remains victorious and 
poweriul, but no longer, It certainly is singu- 
jarly uuforiunate for the Czar that the two 
most important commanas of the empire—the 
two in fact Which woul! be called upon to bear 
the first brunt of an attack in the ovent of war 
with tue triple alllance-should be in the hands 
ot a couple of Generals who are filled with sen- 
timents of the bitterest nature toward him, the 
ene on account of the death and the other in 
consequence of tho disgrace of an only sob. 

Unlike Drigomirow, Gourkhois very unpopu- 
lar with the prank and iil6, Hois of an exceading- 
ly brutal and 6ven cruel character, Thus during 
the war oi 1877, when the Russians were forced 
to retreat across the Balkans, he issued strin- 
gent orders that all the wounded and sick 
should be léft by the roadside to the mercy of 
the Bashi-Bazouks in pursuit. He deolared 
that be could not have his army eutabereda 
with men who were hors de combat, and was 
indiiierent to the faci that his order was equiv- 
alent toa sentence of death by slow torttire 
tor the sick and wounded at the handsef the 
Dioodthirsty Tuckish irregulars. Frequently, 
too, during the war did he give the significans 
command before the beginning of a battle 
‘* that no prisoners were to be made.” 

The only other command which can in any 
way rank with those of Poland and of the South- 
wostern provinces, 15 that of the home or st. 
Petersburg district, Which covers an area of 
about the same extent as the German Empire. 
It is invariably héld by @ member of the im- 
perial family. The preseht Emperor filled the 
post until the date of his accossion to tho throne 
and since then it has been occupied by bis eldest 
brother, Grand Duke Viadimir. The latter, 
although a tall ana handsome-icoking man, is 
absolutely ignorant of auything beyond the 
merest rudiments of military’ matters, 
and, indeed, is recognized both at 
home and abroad as the teol par ex- 
celience of the Russian imperial family. 
Bis principal objects in Ife are gastronomy 
aud gossip. In everything else ihe interest 
which he youcnsafes Ia of the most languid and 
indolent nature. His wife, « clover German 
Princess, whom both the Czar and Czarina 
thoroughly dislike, has pulled him time and 
again out of innumerable serapes into which 
he has been drawn by his lack of principle and 
by his indolence. Those are of so Hazrant a 
nature that the Emperor sarcastically re- 
marked the other day, “Ii Vladimir were not 
such a fool he would deserve to bo sent to 8i- 
beria.” 

Just at present he is more than ever in the 
Czar’s bad graces, owing to the disappearance 
of the entire fund, amounting to some 800,000 
rubles, which nad been subscribed toward the 
erection of a memorial chur¢gA to tho ill-fated 
Alexander II. Vladimir was Prosident of the 
commission intrusted with the colicctien of the 
money and theexecution of the scheme and had 
appointed one of his protégés as Treasurer. As 
stated above, both Treasurer and treasure have 
vanished and his Majesty has now called upon 
his brother te atone for his alimost criminal 
negligence by restoring the entire sum out of 
his Own personal fortune. 

The two Field Marshals of the army are tho 
brothers of Alexander II. Both are old, in bad 
health, aud thoroughly discredited. The Grand 
Duke Michael Nicolaewitca, who commanded 
the Russian Army in Asia Minor in 1877, was 
deprived some time ago of the Governor Gen- 
éralship of the Caucasus, where his pretensions 
and conduct had given umbrage to his nephew 
and sovereign. The other, Nicolas Nicolae- 
witch, who Is dying of eancer en the neck, has 
recently, notwithstanding his moribund condai- 
tion, been severely taken to task by his nephew, 
the ‘emperor, for presenting bis wife’s magnill- 
cont jewels to his mistroas, Mme. Shislav. 

The Grand Duchess herself, who has retired 
for the romainder of her days to asubterranean 
cellin the rock cave convent of St. Poter at 
Kioff, gave orders that &@ splendid diamond and 
Sapphire tiara neoklace and bracelet, which 
formed part of her jewels, shoula be presented 
a8 a wedding gilt to the Montenegrian Prineess 
Who married her son iast Summer. The Czar, 
aware of his aunt’s instructions upon the sub- 


, Joct, inquired of the young ‘Grand Duchess at 


one of the court bails the other day why she 
never wore her mother-in-law’s diadem. 

On learning that she had never eoma into pos- 
session thereof the Emperor began inquiries, 
the result of which led him to visit lis unole 
for the purpose of domanding information con- 
cerning his aunt’s jewels.

The leaders. of the Women’s Rights movement 
in the United States will certainly be interested 
to learn that at length their Muscoyite ‘sisters 
ard beginning to receivé recognition at the 
hands of the Imperial Government. For tho 
first time in Russitn ‘history women are to be 
omployed as ticket agents, telegraphists, and 
clerks on the various State railroads. More- 
over, married women desirots of: traveling 
abroad may in fupure obtain personal passports 
for their own individual use without the writ- 
ten consent of their husbands, and altogether 
independent of the passports given to the latter. 
Hitherto their names have Deen only allowed 
to figure on the passports of their respective 
spouses, and they were, therefore, unable to 
leave the country or to travel abroad without 
obtaining marital consent. 

Divexne is an excecdingly costly and difficult 
process in Russ{a, and hénce there are an im- 
mense number of married couples who, having 
quarreled, live apart without being legally sep- 
arated. In cases such as these it often became 
extremely difficult for the wife to obtain the 
husband’s co-operation in the request to the 
Government for leave to travel, and many of 
the Russian grass widows who reside at Paris 
and Florence have been forced to buy their 
husband’s acquiescence to their absence abroad 
at a heavy cost. ‘fhe restrietions imposed by 
the Government upoa Russians leaving the 
country, althonzh apparently tyrannical and 
despotic, aré not without their advantages. No 
One can either leave or enter Russia without a 
passport, and the latter is invariably refused if 
the applicant is seoking to depart in order to 
evade payment of debts or legal proceedings in- 
stituted by the courts. 





AWAY T0 PAY A OHURCH DEBT. 


LIFE INSURANCE POLICIES TAKEN OUT 


IN FAVOR OF 8ST. MONICA’S. 


There are always many interesting episodes 
oceurring in the business of the life and fire 
insurance companies of this city, but lately 
there has been none which savored so much of 
originality as the sohemé of the pastor of a 
Roman Catholic church up town to pay off the 
mortgage held by a life insurance company 
against the ehurch building. Of éourse, the 
plan is likely to be imitated, and s6 in the 
future itis more than likely that the pastor or 
rector of every parish whose mecting place is 
incumbered will constitute himself a life in- 
surance agent. 

The church in question is St, Monica’s 
Roman Oatholic Church, and the Rev. J, 
Dougherty, its pastor, in order to extend the 
parish work and to add to the church building, 
sought to obtain «a loan of $125,000 from 
& life insurance company. After the loan 
had been fully considered by the. officers 
of the company it was decided that $120, 
C00 should be lent to St. -Monica’s, provided 
$20,000 of it was scoured by policies upon the 
lives of the pastor ahd somé of the members 
of the parish. Lo aoclergyman of Mr, Dougher- 
ty’s activity the proposition ema gf present- 
ed itself, Why should he not clear oft the entire 
mortgage in exactly the same manner? 8o he 
buckled down and became a veritable insurance 
agent. 

His energy was 60 great that between July 
and November of 1889 he sueceeded in having 
Insurances written for the full $120,000, 
eleven persons entering iuto theséheme, The 
proposition was that at the death of any of the 
persons holding the poli¢y the company should 
credit the church with the amount of the face, 
so reducing the total amount of the loan that 
by the time the last of the eleven policy holders 
died the church indebtedness should be entirely 
wiped out 

The scheme is not alone working admirably 
at St. Monica’s, but the higher dignitaries of the 
Cuur¢h are said to look with considerable favor 
upon the idea of Mr. Dougherty. 





DINNER SETS ON SHIPBOARD. 


WHAT NEW CRUISERS NEED MORE THAN 
BELLS OR LIBRARIES, 


Now that so many of the new ships of the 
navy are boing named after cities of the Union, 
every launch finds the citizens of the placé 
honored with a hamesake giving some hand- 
some present to their warship. In some in- 
stances these gifts have been most appropriate, 
and in others decidedly out of form. Libraries 
are not needed, because the Navy Department 
furnishes each vessel with a well-selected set 
of books of stardard literature. One thing 
that would bé acceptable aboard each of the 
new war ships is a service set for the cabin and 
wardroom tables—somoething that can bo used 
on state occasions. 

Our war vessels when abroad are continually 
acoordéd courtesies and often distinguished 
honors out of respect to the flag which the ship 
flies. It becomes incumbent on our offieers to 
not only recognize these honors but to return 
them in some substantial way aboard ship. As 
our Government makes no provision for ex- 
pense incurred in entertainment the cost has to 
bo sustained by the ofllicers themselves, On the 
European station especially few ofiicers are 
able to save a cent of their salary on this ao- 
count. Many of those intercbanges of courte- 
sies are absolutely necessary, and ahy neglect 
on the part of our gavat ofiicers would be set 
down as a discredit to the whole Américan peo- 
ple. 
In foreign services the expense of the ma- 
jority of the entertainments is borne by the 
Governments represented, On these occasions, 
especially after some State affair ashore or on 
forelgn vessels, the return dinners of our ofii- 
cers are cheapéened by the conventional service 
which is made to do duty, day in and day out, 
aboard ship. During the past three years the 
cities of Chicago, Atlanta, Boston, Baltimore, 
Newark, Charleston, San Francisco, Philadel- 
phia, and Concord have been honored by hav- 
ing their names put on new warships, The 
majority of theso cities have sent costly and 
handsome souvenirs to thé vessels, butin no 
instance has any city provided a service set for 
the tables, 





TRIOK OF A PARIS THIEF.

RAIL AND OCEAN FREIGHTS 
WITNESSES WHO THINS 
RATES ARE FAIR. 
MR. LIVINGSTON TRIES IN VAIN TO HAVE 
MR. MORTON’S TESTIMONY STRICKEN 
OUT—THE FARMERS’ POSITION. 

Inter-State Commerce Commissioners Augus- 
tus Schoonmaker and Walter L. Bragg’ finishea 
taking testimony yesterday on the question of 
grain rates. Just as Mr. Schoonmaker an- 
nounced that he had about heard all the testi- 
mony that the commission would need from 
New-Yorkers and was about to adjourn, Mr. 
John Livingston, an old gentleman, who said he 
had a farm in Tioga County but lived a good 
part of the time in this city, said he wanted to 
make a motion if he might be heard. 

“I want to move,” said he, addressing Mr. 
Schoonmaker, “to strike out certain testimony 
given by oné of the witnesses.” 

“You have no standing here,” said Mr. 
Schoonmaker; “you represent noone, This is 
notacourt. Weare not trying anybody, and 
any motion from any one is entirely irregular 
and not to be entertained.” 

“What I want to have stricken out.” Mr. 
Livingston told the reporters, ‘is the testimony 
given by the witness Paul Morten relative to 
the tariff and the Nebraska farmers borrowing 


money at 3 per eent. a month. He said that 
what troubles the Nebraska farmers is not the 
railroad rates but the tariff. Now, I want all 
that stricken out. Itis trying to interject pol- 
itios where politics has no busimess.’’ 

The witnesses before the commission yester- 
day were Edwin R. Livermoré, 4 member of the 
Produce Exchange since its foundation and a 
large exporter of Wheat and corn; H. J. Hay- 
den, Second Vices President of the New-York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad and” Chair 
man of the Executive Committes of the Trunk 
Line Association; Timothy ‘0. Eastman, the 
oattleman; Herbert Barber, agent of the Bar- 
ber and Monarch Lines of steamers, and An- 
pot M. Underhill, shipping agent of the Guion 

ne. 

Mr. Livermere impressed ths commission by 
saying that his exports of corn last year amount- 
ed to one-eighth of ‘the entire product. He is 
mainly interested in ocean freights, and didn’t 
think that the inter-8tate commerce law had 
affected rates, except to make them more stable 
and uniform. He said the: price of scorn in the 
West was lower now than since 1873,’ because 
since thén the corn buyers of the worki had had 
many new markets opéned tothem. He thought 
this year’s surplus erop would be abotit 400,- 
000,000 bushels, Lie didu’t think a reduced 
grain rate between Ohieago and New-York 
would give a better price to the farmers. 

Vice President Hayden of the New-York Cen- 
tral said that before the passage of the inter- 
State law the published rates ‘were not lived up 
to, and there was much more irregularity than 
at present. He ‘said there were no terminal 
charges on grain that the railroads had any- 
thing to do with. A twenty-cent rate from the 
Missouri he didn’t think would pay the 6x- 
pense of hauling trains, and as to the twenty- 
tive-cent rate from Chicago, ‘he safd “it was 
the opinion of all railroad ‘men that it was un- 
reasonably low. They could thank the Balti- 
more and Ohio for it.” 

T. O. Eastman, who has been exporting beef 
since 1857, told the commission: something 
&bout thé business. He buys in Ohicage and Bt. 
Louis, and last -year shipped 200 gars of 15 
Gattis each to New-York from those points. He 
pays 26 cents the 100 pounds bor Chicago 
and 31 cents from St. Louis, and he thought 
that about a paying rate for the. rattroads. 
Even how some shippers recefve rebates from 
the palace car companies. 6 had been offered 
them himself. The ocean freights he paid on 
live stock were from 60s. to 80s. a head. That, 
too, he thought reasonable, 

Herbert Barber and Andrew M. Underhill 
testified as to oeean rates on all kinds of freight 
and agreed that while grain pays thé lowest 
rates itis often the most profitable freight be- 
cause it stows better.

He is to take the posi- 
tion, recently created, of General Manager of 
the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company. His resignation takes effect 
May 1. In his new place he will have goneral 
chargd of the road’s traffic, with headquarters 
at New-Havon. 

Mr. Tuttle’s action was a surprise to the 
truuk lines’ officials, and his departure will be a 
matter of sincere regret to them MHe has per- 
formed the perplexing duties of his ofiice with 
great ability, and he is looked upon as one of 


the best railroad menin the country. He says 
it is his desire te réturn to active railroad serv- 
ice that canses him to resign, and the New- 
Hayen Road offered him strong inducements, 
Itisnot known yet who will succeed him. 
The position whicn he vacates is a most desira- 
ble one, and is considered a prize by railroad 


mén. 

Mr. Tuttle bas had an extensive railroad ex- 
perience. He was General Ticket Agent of the 
old Hartford and Providence Railroad at Hart- 
ford, twenty-five years ago, and he held the 
same position for the New-York and New-Eng- 
land Road when it bought the former road. He 


took the position of General Passenger Agent. 


of thé Eastern Railroad, at Boston, in 1878, 
and in 1884 he became General Passenger 
Agent of the Boston and Lowell Road. Two 
yéars later he entered the service of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railroad as General Passenger 
Trattie Manager, with headquarters at Mon- 
treal.

The Jersey City Republican Convention yes- 
terday nominated George F. Perkins as a can- 
Gidate for Mayor, to be voted for April 8, Mr. 
Perkins is an old oltizen, highly respected by 
all who know him, a successful business man, 
and anxious to have the city’s affairs officiently 
and honestly conducted. 

The convention had no other business than to 
adopt a platform and nominate a candidate, 
and it having been ascertained that Mr. Per- 
kius would accept a nomination, that business 
‘was quickly transacted. It was called to order 
by Emile E. Datz, Chairman of the City Com- 
mittee, and on motion of Z K. Pangborn, Chair- 
man Datz and Secretary Thomas McEwan of the 
committee were made Chairman and Secretary 
of the convention. Nearly all the eighty-two del- 
egates were found to be present, and there were 
ho contested seats. Messrs. John Ramsey, J. 
A. Conkright, J. H. Moulds, N. Allen, Z. K. 
Pangborn, and John Reid were named as a 
Committee on Resolutions, and the convention 
took # recess to enable the committee to pre- 
Dere its report. When the convention was 
again called to order Mr. Pangborn read the re- 
port, which was as follows: 

“ The Republicans of Jersey City in municipal con- 
vention assembled a fully the urgent ueces- 
sity for reform in the administration of municipal 
affairs and with contidence recommend our candi- 
date for the Mayoralty to the support of all citi- 
zens who desire reform and wish to expreas at tho 
polls tneir condemnation of the recent fraud in 
elections. Weask the active co-operation of men 
of all parties in our effort to secure a pure ballot 
and an honest, efficient, aud economical Govern- 
ment for Jersey Oity. 

“ Resolved, That this convention, representing the 
Republican voters of Jersey City, view with indi 
nation the corrupt practices which have robbe 
the people of their rights at the ballot vox, and we 
demand at the hauds of the legislative and ex- 
ecutive branches of the Government of this State a 


jaw which will guarantee beyond all doubt purity 
in elections. 


“We also, in the name of justice and in the interest 
of the purity of the ballot, demand that our cit 
Officials who exercise the power of appointing otfh- 
cers of elections shall appoint none but honest and 
reputable citizens to such offices, and we protest 
against the appointment or reappointment as eleo- 
tion officers of any of those persons whose official 
action at the last election has been shown to have 
been dishonest. 


* Resolved, That we view with uneasiness and 
alarm the 10,000 children in this city growing up in 
ignorance and vice for want of proper school ac- 
commodation; that we belisve ifgthe waste and 
eee eenee in our City Government could be 

topped, and a stop put to the raid upon the City 
Treasury for the increase of salaries and the crea- 
tion of useless oOlfices, there would be sufficient 
means to rent or 6rect & number of small pvuildings 
for the use of the primary depertments of our 
schools, and without apy additional tax upon the 
people.” 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted 
and the convention at once proceeded to nomi- 
nate a Mayor. Mr. John Reid said: “I would 
like to present the name of a well-known citizen 
Bs @ candidate for Mayor, one who has served 
the city faithfully and well in one capacity, a 
business man, [applause,} who is' without stain, 
and a mau who has the perve to say ‘No’ and 
stick toit. I believe we have an opportunity 
which comes but once in «# thoosand times to 
put the right sort of man in the Mayor’s obair. 
The ‘joker’ party is very 111 and will be more 
Bo after the election of April 8. I propose the 
mame of George F. Perkins. [Applause.] He 
has come upto afiiuence through his own in- 
dustry and Intelligence; he is a churchman, 
which is not against him, and is a temperance 
man, though notaT. A. B. It nominated I be- 
lieve he will be elected.” 

William L. Vanderzee, who sald he had the 
hovor to serve on the Board of Eduoation with 
Mr. Perkins, seconded the nomination, and de- 
clared him to be aman of honor and whose 
character waa above reproach. Mr. Flavel Mc- 
Gee also seconded the nomination, and Z. K. 
Pangborn indorsed it with ali his might. He 
declared that the city was on exhibition before 
the country, and this nomination gave every- 
body notice that the Republicans wanied to 
bring in a good and clean admiuistration. Sec- 
retary Mckwan also favored the nomination of 
Mr. Perkins, but said that justice required him 
to state that the reason the name of the last 
Buccessful Republican candidate for Mayor of 
Jersey City — Mr. Gilbert Collins — was net 
brought forward was that Mr. Collins had de- 

lined to beacandidate. The nomination of Mr. 

erkins was then made by acclamation and 
with much enthusiasm. 

Messrs. William L. Brian, J. W. Kull, Thomas 
Leather, Wiiliam L. Vanderzee, Z. K. Pangborn, 
and John Reid were named as a committee to 
wait on Mr. Perkins and bring him pefore the 
convention. Mr. Reid stated, however, that 
Mr. Perkins was out of town. He had assur- 
ances of the nominee’s acceptance and could 
personally vouch for it. This announcement 
‘was satisfactory to the convention, and was re- 
ceived with cheers. 

Discussion ensued on a proposition by Mr. 
Bumetead to havea citizens’ committee created, 
putside the Oity Committee, to assist in cam- 

aign work andin protecting the ballot box, 
put it was not adopted. In opposing it Mr. 
Frank O. Cole sald: ** You bave done your- 
selves honor in nominating 8 candidate for 
Mayor; do not createa new committee that 
will clash with the one already in existence. 
The opportunity was never so good as now to 
redeem the olty. Every department of the 
city is now honey-combed with fraud. The 
Board of Finance, the Board of Tax Commis- 
sioners, the Board of Works, and the Board of 
Police were appointed—in short, about every 
appointment Mayor Cleveland las made has 
been witha view to the profit it would bring 
the ring.” 

The convention then adjourned 

The satisfaction of Republicans over the nom- 
ination of Mr. Perkins was universal, so far as 
toulad be ascertained last evening. Some de- 
piared it providential. He is a business man 
who is interested in the welfare of Jersey City, 
and is wiiling to devote both time ana effort to 
its improvement. He bas lived there about 
bwenty-three years, and six years ago built a 
handsome bhousge, situated in beautiful grounds 
on Bergen-ayenue. Though the house is said 
not to have cost more than $20,000, the place 
is considered to be the finest on Jersey City 
Heights, 

Mr. Perkins was born in Lee, Mass., about 
fifty-four years ago. He came to New-York 
shortly before the war and went into business 
with H. CG & M. Hulbert, paper dealers, on 
Beekman-street in this city. When the war 
broke out he entered the army, and, after sery- 
Ing his term, returned to his occupation in this 
city. About 1865 he left the Messrs. Hulbert 
and connected himself with C. 8. Buchanan, pa- 
per dealer. A litule later he went into partner- 
ship, the firm betng Buchanan, Perkins & Good- 
win. In 1869 Mr. Buchanan retired aod the 
firni became Perkins & Goodwin, and so contin- 
ued until it became Perkins, Goodwin & Co. 

This firm now does business at 66 and 68 Duane- 
Btreet, this city. No one in the place had heard 
of Mr. Perkine’s nomination when a TIMES re- 
porter called there about 6 o’clock last night, 
but it was apparently not unwelcome news. 
Mr. Squire, the junior member of the tirm, said 
Mr. Perkins was now visiting in Ohio, but that 
this nomination might hasten his return. If 
Mr. Perkins were elected Mayor of Jersey City, 
he added, there would pe an end of psculation, 
and its affairs would be conducted on sound 
business privoiples. As to the campaign, Mr. 
Perkins would doubtless enter actively into it, 
and the ballot-box manipulators would be care- 
fully looked after. He (Mr. Squire) believed 
Mr. Perkins would get the whole Republican 
vote and the conservutive Demooratic vote.

is. He has always interested him- 
self in movements for the benefit of 
the city. He belongs to the Board of Trade, 
and is Chairman of the Finance Committee of 
the Improvement Association. He nas sought 
to have the county boulevaré built because he 
wants to see the city and county improved. I 
don’t knew any reason why any good citizen 
should vote against him. Againet such a man 
Lam sure Mayor Oleveland can never honestly 
win. The psopie would deserve to live in the 
mud as they do now if they did not elect Per- 
kins. I have no doubt about it with an honest 
pount Of course the Jeffersonian Democrats 
willindorse him. He is just the kind of man 
they want—just the kind of man all Kood citi- 
zeus with no personal axes to grind want.

DOWN-TOWN REPUBLICANS. 


RESTLESS MULATTOES AND 
DUMPING SCOWS ASSAILED. 


Ex-Senator James Arkell of Canajoharie, N. 
Y., addressed the Down-town Club of the 
Business Men’s Republican Asseciation at their 
noon meeting yesterday on the state of the 
South “If I were a political missionary,” 
said this ‘‘statesman from the North,” “I 
would ask every black man in the South 
to vote the Demooratic ticket and then we 
would have all the ignoranee in the country ar- 
rayed on one side.

The committee 
announced their intention of calling upon all 
the steamship companies using the barbor, re- 
questing them to act a8 & sort of vigilance com- 
inittee to report any abuses which might come 
under their notice. 

President Cheeseborough was appointed a 
committee to represent the club before the 
Senate and House Committees on Immigration, 
which meet at the Fitth-Avenue Hotel this 
evonicg to listen to suggestions relative to the 
location of an immigrant landing station in 
pluce of Castle Garden. The President said that 
the location of the station at Castle Garden 
twenty-tive years ago was in his opinion a big 
mistake; that it had not only cost the city 
millions of dollars, but had been a bDiight upon 
the lower portion of the Firat Ward. He thought 
Eilis Island a bundrea times more desirable 
place for » landing station.

Mr. Brewer 
said yesterday that minor bequests were made 
to several charitable institutions here under 
the will. Just what they were he could not tell, 

Mr. Hope was over eighty yeara old when he 
died. Hecame to this,country from Svotiand 
when a boy, and sixty-five years ago opened a 
grocery store at Chambers-street and College- 
place. His brother, A. S. Hope, afterward 
came to America and was admitted to partner- 
ship with him. The firm tvok the name of 
Thomas & A. 8. Hope. John W. Condit, W. J. 
Merrall, David Acker, and Charles L. Acker 
were clerks in this concern. The firm pros- 
pered. In 1858 the Hope interest was soja out, 
and the present tirm of Acker, Merrall & Con- 
dit took possession. A. 8. Hope died soon 
after. The senior member of the old partner- 
ship retired from business life. Partly from 
sentimental considerations, the old building of 
the original concern has never been torn down, 

Mr. Hope had a residence in Neroton Helgits, 
but spent much of his time here. He was satis- 
fied with his income and meddied with neither 
business nor speculation. His big bequest for a 
Langholm Hospital bad been a pet idea often 
talked over with hig personal friends. The ocita- 
tion to the heirs is returnable March 31 in the 
Surrogate’s olfice.

FIRES IN TWO HOSTELRIES 


ALMOST A PANIU AT THH# 
' HOTEL BRISTOL. 
GUESTS, AROUSED FROM’ SLUMBER, 
SORAMBLE WILDLY FOR SAFETY—A 
BLAZE AT THE NEW-YORK HOTEL. 


Exciting and dangerous fires ocourred yester- 
day in the Hotel Bristol, kept by Mrs. Florence 
A. Case, at 18 to 17 East Eleventh-street, and 
in the New-York Hotel. 

The fire broke out ip that part ef the Hotel 
Briatol known as 13 East Eleventh-street at 
7:45 o’closk A. M., when few of the 150 guests 
were out of their beds. Mr. J. G. Goldsmith, a 
maker of pianos and organs, whose office is at 
58 Broadway, ocoupied the front of the parlor 
floor. His bedroom is an alcove room which 
backs up to an air and light shaft, which goes to 
@ skylight in the roef. In the bedroom is a 
closet in which he and his wife locked their 
very valuable wardrobe, which comprised two 
sealskin sacque worth $800, 

In the closet is an old grate. To the grate 
runs a flue which connects with a flue of the 
furnace in the cellar. There had undoubtedly 
been lurking fire in these fines for some time 
until yesterday merning, when !t caught a 
draught and spread to the closet. 

My. Goldsmith awoke when the flames were 
beginning to crackle apd roar up the air shaft. 
an other guests were leaving their beds on the 
upper floors to discover where the dense smoke 
came from. The hote) is so constructed that 
on nearly every floor aceess is easy to tho other 
houses, 60 that few of those who were imper- 
iled had any trouble in reaching a place of 
safety, and no one went to the street; but all 
had to leave in light attire. 

In the rear of the top Hoor was the apartment 
of Mr. Sedley Browb, author of “4A Long 
Lane,” which is to be produced week after 
next at the Fourteeenth-Street Theatre, and 
his wife. Henrietta Crosman, of Daly’s. e 
slept until the flames reached the sgylight an 
burat into a room between it and their apart- 
ment. Mrs. Brown awoke to find ber bedroom 
full of smoke and bear the noise of the tire. 
Her husband was not eonvinced there was any 
Ganger until he had kicked in the door of the 
intervening room and recoiled before the 
flames. Then he and his wife acted as people 
who have to hurry usually do. Forgetting to 
dress, she oried, “ Your play!” and he seized the 
precious manuscript 4nd ignored a valuable 
watoh and chain on his dressing table. Then 
they rushed for the roof-goutile stair, 

On the roof the snow was about 8 inches 
deep, and they had to tramp through it bare- 
footed to the next scuttle.

pany, he would not oppose paying the dividend, 

Affidavits were put in asto the earnings of 
the trust, which have already heen printedin 
THe Times. A decision may be handed down 
to-day.

Miss Jessie was sentaway for a 

while to the East, but this did not stop the let- 

ter writer, and after three years of this kind of 
torture the girl became so distracted that sbe 
could bear it no longer. 

In the box in the earriage in whieh she had 
the revolver was found a letter addressed to 
her family, in which she says: 

“JT am tired of life, and am going to shoot myself 
aud deny the letter writer the pleasure of doing it. 
Three yéars is long enough to be tortured by him, 
and there are no prospects of any peace for me as 
long as I live, and inasmuch as he has promised to 
take my life, | really think he meansto. But now he 
never shall.

Ali I have to say now is for 
you to forget and torgive mo for the wicked act [ 
am about to commit, Now, dear folks, I love you 
all so dearly I could not live if any of you were to 
be taken from me.

ADDING TO THH LISBON FUND. 


A SEMI-OFFICIAL SUBSCRIPTION 
PORTUGUESE DEFENSE. 


The Portuguese Minister, Seior Thomaz de 
Souza Koza, arrived in this city two nights ago, 
His mission is evidently an important one, and 
yesterday afternoon he had an interview with 
Consul General Barao d’Almeirim at the 
Brunswick Hotel, Publio attention had been 
drawn to @ printed notice calling upon all 
Portuguese subjects residing in the United 
States, especially those living in New-York, to 
subscribe to Portugal’s national defense fund. 


The notice states that spontaneous contribu- 
tions trom Portuguese subjects will be giadly 
welcomed. 

Roughly estimating it, the Portuguese popu- 
lation in this country amounts to about 6,000, 
and they are most numerous at Boston and 
New-Bedford, where they are represented, in a 
smali way, in the fishing trade. 

The popular clamor at Lisben and Serpo 
Pinta’s réturn have atarted this national de- 
fense fund. The Government, while disolaim- 
ing any direct connection with the fund, has, 
pevertheless, discountenanced subscriptions. 
Minister Roza’s visit to New-York is certainly 
in its interest, and he made this statement to a 
TIMES reporter yesterday: 

“Tt seems to be the popular wish that this 
fund should be turned over to the Government 
to be used to erect new fortifications and 
strengthen old ones. My Government does 
not directly authorize the scheme. Of course 
it is only natural that whatever may be con- 
tributed should come through the Consulate of- 
tices. On tbe very first day the fund was 
started in Lisbon over $300,000 came in from 
the people. This sum représented only 
the poor of Portugal’s capital, and as 
men of capital have already espoused the 
measure an immense aggregate is looked for. I 
am only at liberty to say that my Government 
disclaims any active eonnection with the move- 
ment.”’ 

At the Consulate General’s office, 148 Pearl- 
street, further information was refused. The 
advertisement for subscriptions, according te 
Chancellor A, A. Ferreira, Was nef authorized 
by the Consul General.

A COLUMBIA MAN’S SUICIDE. 
ALBERT WEIL’S BODY IDENTIFIED BY 
HIS FRIENDS YESTERDAY. 


The body ofthe young man who committed 
suicide in Prospect Park on Wednesday was 
identified yesterday as that orf Albert Weil, a 
Columbia College law student, who lived at 133 
West Twellth-street, this city. He was twenty- 
four years old, and, as far as is known, was a 
very steady young man. He left homeatl 
o’clock on Wednesday afternoon in a cab, say- 
ing he was going to amatinée. When he reached 
Madison-square he dismissed the oab, but at 
once took another, and was driven to the Thir- 
ty-fourth-Street Ferry.

The dead man’s brother, Samuel, was in Cor- 
oner Rooney’s oilice in Brooklyn yesterday, but 
he could assign no reason for the suicide, Al- 
bert, he said, had been very melancholy for a 
loug time, owing to the fact that he was slightly 
paralyzed in the lower limbs, as the result of 
spinal difficulty, but none of the family had 
evor heard of his being concerned in any love 
troubles.

FROM THE FIGHT BETWEEN LAUN-. 


DRYMEN AND THE SIX COMPANIES. 


The Master Laundrymen’s Association, 
through a sub-committes of the Exeoutive 
Committee, at a special meeting held in Room 
101 of the Metropolitan Hotel yesterday de- 
cided upon a definite plan of campaign against 
the Ohinese. At the session held in the samo 
place last Monday evening it was resolved to 
raise a campaign fund of $500,000. Of this 
amount $280,000 was immediately subscribed. 
In the interval between the meeting the re- 
maining $220,000 has been placed in the hands 
of the Treasurer of the association. 

The seven gentlemen comprising the sub- 
committee, of which President Gates H. Bar 
nard is the head, yesterday resolved to set in 
motion a systematic crusade, which should re- 
sultin removing every laundry operated by 
Mongolians in New-York, Brooklyn, and New- 
Jersey. 


The Six Chinese Companies, it was said, had 
thrown down tne gauntlet. That combination 
of Chineso capitalists had got togethera fund 
of @ million and a half, had formed a trust or 
syndicate, and had taken steps to buy outright 
three or four of the largest steam laundries in 
New-York. Had they proved successful in this 
undertaking the result would have been that 
the Six Companies would within a year or more 
have held a monopoly of the laundry business, 
It was now proposed by the association to wage 
& war upon the Six Companies. In addition to

eekly assessment of $2. This would secure 
$624,000 per annum for campaign purposes. 

The association, it was said, purposed to go to 
work systematically. To this end it had de- 
cided upon districting a city, and had® ap- 
pointed three Superintendents to take charge of 
the work in han These Superintendents were 
to be paid at the rate of $5,000 per annum each. 
Their continuance in office Is to be based upon 
their success in prosecuting the competes. 

To assist these Superintendents fifteen spe- 
cial agents were appointed. Their duties 
would be to follow up all the patrons 
of Oninese laundries and explain to 
} 9 latter the harm they were work- 

ng to white laborers. The principle upon 
which these special agents were to operate was 
that of moral suasion, but where this failed 
they were to be authorized to offer lower rates 
of doing the required launary work, to the ex- 
tent that in the event of a Ohinaman proposing 
to wash and iron a shirt for 2 cents the associa- 
tion would agree fo erform the same work for 
1 cent, The various furnishing stores, which 
Dow act as intermediaries between the steam 
laundries and the public, were also to be drafted 
into the service of the sapien 

The district zeas to be operated on will prob- 
ably be Eighth-avenue between Fifty-eighth 
and Fourteenoth streets. Here, the association 
has ascertained, there are fifty-seven Chinese 
laundries, and only three run by white work- 
men. If the scheme proves successful here it is 
to be extended to other sections of the city, and 
eventually to Brooklyn and Jersey City. 

Incidental to the general plan is a proposition 
to bring pressure upon landlord herever a 
Chinese laundry is found occupying a store or 
building by other tenure than a lease the asso- 
Ciation will outbid the holder, and so gain pos- 
session of the premises. 

The Laundrymen’s Association is not ob- 
livious to the importance of politics, At yes- 
terday’s session active members of the Demo- 
cratic and Republican Parties were in attena- 
ance. One of these was ex-Senator John J. 
Kiernan, whose presence was explained by the 
= that he had personal interests at 
stake, 

It is purposed to secure such local legislation 
as may be needful to achieve the avowed pur- 
poses of the organization. The assoviatien wil 
urge the passage by the Board of Aldermen o 
an ordinance restricting the Chinese to cer- 
tain prescribed districts in this city. The prap- 
— set forth by the association is as fol- 

ows:

JERSEY OITY’S DIRTY STRERTS. 

The condition of the streets in Jersey City 
surpasses description. The efforts of the street- 
car lines to oper a road for their oars has filled 
the gutters with masses of snow and mud, ris- 
ing as high as three feet above the sidewalks.

THE PROTECTION FARCE} 


REPUBLICANS IMPOSING ON 
THE PAN-AMERIOCANS. 
HOW THE COMMERCIAL CONGRESS 1s 
AFFECTED BY THE TARIFF ON HIDES 
THE TANNING INTEREST’S GROWTH. 


In the midst of the storm of indignation 
‘which has been aroused by the Republican 
tariff tinkerers by the proposal ef the Ways 
and Means Committee to remove hides from 
the free list and subject them to the imposition 
of a duty of 119 cents a pound the question is 
being asked, What are the South Americans 
KOing todo aboutit? The raison d’étre of tha 
Pan-American Congress was to foster commer- 
eial relations between the North American and 
South American States. These relations, as 
exporters weil know, have been, because of 
the protectionist policy of the successive Re- 
publican Administrations, discouraged almost 
to the extreme of rupture on account of the ex- 
Dessive duties charged upon articles imported 
Irom the Spanish-American countries. In re- 
turn the latter have shown a natural dispost- 
tion to deal with such countries as would ad- 
mittheir products without practically prohibit- 
ive tariffs, and the exportation of the manu- 
factures of this country to South America has 
by no means grown in the same trade ratio as 
the exportations to other lands. 

While, therefore, Mr. Blaine is endeavor- 
ing to persuade the Pan-Americans that this 
country is prepared to do almost anything to 
Rain the trade of the nations they represent, 
the Ways and Means Committee places a prac- 
tically prohibitive tariff upon a staple articie 
Which South America sends us more of than all 
of the other foreign countries put together. 
The country most particularly interested is the 
Argentine Republics, though there is scarcely a 
repablic along the Atlantic coast of South 
America, in Central Amerioa and Mexico, 
Which does net send large quantities of hides 
to this port and Boston. The imposition of 
puch a duty as proposed would, according to 
the statements of importers, practically de- 
stroy the trade in hides between this port and 
De la Plata. 

Mr. William J. Coombs of the firm of Coombs, 
Crosby & Eddy of 78 South-street, whose trade 
is in part directly with the De la Plata regien, 
said yesterday: ‘‘ The imposition of the duty of 
119 cents a pound upon hides would deprive us 
of the last thing we can import from the river. 
The last stroke gf enterprise which the protec- 
tionists have reason to congratulate themselves 
upon was the practical prohibition of the im- 
portation of wool from the Argentine Republic, 
and the transfer of the sale of the fleece of that 

reat district to the markets of France and 

ngiand, whore we now have to go in order to 
get such wool as we want. The abolition of the 
fluty upon hides in 1872 was one of the wisest 
measures ever adopted by Congress, for its 
effect was to at once quicken our relations with 
the Central and South American States, and to 
give general activity to our export trade with 
those countries. 

“This was accomplished by giving the mer- 
ehants, not alone in the cities of Buenos Ayres, 

ontevideo, and Kio Grande, but in all the lit- 
le towns of Central and South America and 

Mexico, a means of exchange. The country 
succeeded in getting an exchange upon us by 
the ehipment of its domestic products. That 
is, the merchant knew, of course, the value of 
his hides at his rancho or plantation, and had 
@ very good idea of what the prevailing price 
was in New-York. All he had to do would be 
to ship his hides to this city, direct that they be 
disposed of, and then make his purchases for 
resbipment. In case the duty is imposed, it is 
scarcely possible that the Spanish-American 
merchant will sell his hides in Germany and 
then, in order to purchase goods in New- 
York, will pay as high a rate of exchange 
as, say, 10 per cent., as it is sometimes, in 
order to get his money into this market. He 
will pursue the only intelligent ceurse under 
the circumstances. He wiil purchase his goods 
in Germany, even though they cost a little 
more of are of inferior quaiity to the American 
goods. The introduction of this facility of ex- 
change into our relations with South American 
merchants is of immense benefit to our export- 
ers, because once the foreign consumer begins 
to use the American manufactures he will quit 
those of England and Germany, 

“The production of hides in this country has 
never suffered one cent of loss from tle free im- 

ortation of the articie. That is admitted by the 

ost ultra protectionists. The fresb home hides 
Bre used for special purposes for which the for- 
eign dry hides cannot be employed, so that the 
piacing of this duty on the raw material will 
not only result in the killing of the exportation 
of goods made from foreign hides, but will also 
seriously injure agareat many manufacturing 
interests which cannot fuil to be influenced by 
apy injury to our exporters. I cannot imagine 
pny change inthe present tariff which could 
pe more childish or more injurious in its effects 
upon the merchants trading with the smaller re- 

ublics. Loan only account for the move aa being 

desire on the part of the high protectionisis 
to make one more bid for the agricultural vote 
in favor of protection, and to somewhat deaden 
the clamor which is steadily growing in the 
agricultural regions as the farmers appreciate 
how munopolistic is the tendency of bigh pro- 
tection. The measure cannot fail, I think, to 
disgust the delegates to the Pan-American Oon- 
gress and convince the merchants and states- 
men of South America, who are anxious for 
closer commercial relations with this country, 
that we are governed solely by an entirely 
selfish policy.” 

The protest which is to be sent te Congress by 
the leathermen is likely to be a very formidable 
document, and the probabilities are that the 
men who sign it will cause a very serious defec- 
tion from the Republican Party as it is repre- 
sented in “the Swamp.” The peculiar idiocy 
of the measure was brought into a particularly 
unfavorable light by a statement made by Mr. 
G. Horton, largely interested in tanner- 
jes, who deciared that, while the price of im- 
ported dry hides had never been lower in thirty- 
five years than at present, the price of the 
green domestic hides had several times been 
lower within the last ten years. 

“The two grades,” he continued, “do not 
come into competition in any way, each 
being used for a distinct purpose, There are 
ary hides madein this country, but the curing 
of them is by n0 means increasing. The oanm- 
ber made may not be much smaller from year 
to year, but the total does not increase in & 
Tatio parallel with the otner divisions of the 
business. I happened to bein Washington yes- 
terday, and before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, by the way, but not in relation to the 

roposed tax on hides. [ then said that I would 
willing to sign any petition presented to me 
for the placing of a tariff upon hides of 25 
cents to 50 cents. Lregard the proposition to 
make hides dutiable in two ways. egarding 
it purely from a commercial point of view, the 
suggestion is uncalled for and ridiculous, but 

olitically considered the proposition is excel- 

ent, for when some of my protectionist friends 
in ‘the Swamp’ saw how the thing worked 
there would be such a hub-bub that they would 
all become in favor of an intelligent tariff sys- 
tem. 

“The wth of the tanning industries under 
the free importation of hides into this country 
has been enormous. It is very ditticult, if not 
impossible, to give the exact figures, because, 
while the great tanneries have prospered to an 
asionisning extent, there have sprung up 
pundreds of small tanneries in all parts of the 
country, which, while their individual output 
has not been great, yet taken in the aggregate 
the output of leather has been enormous. 
Bince 1872 I should say that the tannery in- 
terests have increased in the same ratio as the 
increase of population plus 25 per cent. 
These are astovisbing figures, yet I have reason 
to believe that they are very nearly accurate. 
Besides, under this free admission of imported 
hides, inetead of it operating against the cost 
of manufacture of leather in competition with 
the manufactories of England, France, and 
Germauy, we can, despite the fact that we 
have to pay wages that are very much greater 
than those paid in the countries I have men- 
tioned, put out leather on the market at prices 
lower than aby country in the world. his le 
Gue to excellent machinery and improved 

rocesses. Iam very certain of this statement, 

aving had occasion not long ago to compare 
figures with representative tanners from for- 
eign cougtries. 

* Bhould the duty be imposed, it will be a se- 
vere blow to the exporting interests of the 
country, which are now very great. It will 
necessitate the same procedure as was in force 
previous to the abrogation of duty in 1872. Lhe 
drawback then was 90 per cent. of the duty, 
and I presume that is the same rate now. We 
were obliged to sign bonds at the Uustom House 
that we bad shipped goods in question and then 
these were again signed on the other side and 
returned before we were entitled to the rebate. 
Of course this was an exceedingly vexatious 
complication in our trade with foreign coun- 
tries, for in some instances, particularly in the 
case of moderate orders, the consignees would 
forget to sign and would not return the papers 
within the sweive-month — cove ig we would

MANY TRADES AFFEOTED. 


THE RISE IN 
HAVE SERIOUS RESULTS. 


The manufacturers of paper, soap, cotton 
fabrics, and woolen goods, as well as the glass- 
makers, are seriously affected by the big in- 
crease in prices of the alkali products,.soda ash, 
caustic soda, bleaching powder, and sal soda, 
all of which chemicals are chiefly imported 
from England, although one big concern, the 
Solvay Company, with works at Syracuse, also 
produces them. The American makers of bicar- 
bonate of soda are also affected, because soda 
ash is their staple raw material. This has gone 
up from 119 to 242 and 3 cents per pound, 
bleaching powder from 119 to 249 and 2% cents, 
caustic soda from 2% to 349 cents, and salsoda 
from 90 cents to $1 50 per 100 pounds. The 
resulting advance in bicarbonate of sndu made 
in America 1s fully 100 per cent. 

A member of the firm of J. L. & D. 8. Riker, on 
Cedar-street, said yesterday to a TIMES re- 
porter: ‘‘ There is no doubt about the cause of 
this advance in alkali products. Other staple 
chemicals have not gone up. The big strikes iu 
England, particularly the dock strike and tnat 
of the ovlliers, are chiefly responsible, Then 
the advance of 100 per cent. in the cost of salt 
used by all these anufacturers must be con- 
sidered, as well as the scarcity of coal It 1s 
hard to get over here even the stock that is 
ready to be shipped, because the steamships 
eolect their own freight and do not care to take 
cheap matter of this class, English manufact- 
urers are doing their best to fill contracts here, 
but the obligation on them is only a moral one. 
The agreements all have a clause making strikes 
a good reason for failure to deliver gogds or to re- 
ceive them. re latter provision has been taken 
advantage of, to the inconvenience of the Eng- 
lishmen during all the long strike in the glass 
industry here. Other trades have used it too 
in similar emergencies. Sothe American pur- 
chasers of alkali products have no reason to 
complain of nodn-deliveries according to con- 


trac 

“The situation is not unlike that of 1865 and 
1866, when soda ash went up from 81g to 14 
cents per pound. The trouble then originated 
ina series of storms on the rare All of 
these products were then shipped in sailin 
vessela, Many of these were lost. Communi- 
cation, so far as the importers of alkali prod- 
ucts were concerned, was almost suspended for 
two years.” 
aMr. Wing of the firm of Wing & Evans, at the 
corner of Pine and Wilitam strecta, sald that 
his firm represented both the Solvay Company 
of Syracuse and Brunner, Mond & Co. of North- 
wich, England. He said the American company 
was turning out as much as possible of these 
products, but, of couree, could not supply the 
aemand. As tothe causes of the advance, he 
agreed with Mr. Riker, 

fn connection with the rise in price of these 
chemicals, it 1s noted that the drug men have 
run up the wholesale figures on camphor from 
32 to 55 cents per pound. At the office of 
Charlies Pfiser & Co., on Maiden-lane, 1t was ex- 
plained that this increase was not due to a 
diminished output of crude camphor in Japan, 
but to a tremendous demand for that article in 
France and Germany. It is believed in the 
trade that camphor is used in the smokeless 
poxem now being made on secret formulx by 

oth the French and German Governments. 





MR. OLMSTEDS ANSWER, 


REPLYING TO A CRITICISM BY THE 
GOVERNOR OF CALIFORNIA. 


Frederick Law Olmsted has published an in- 
teresting statement of his relations to the 
original Yosemite Commission in 1864 and his 
views on the enjoyment and availability of nat- 
ural scenery. He begins by stating that in a 
communication recently given to the publio by 
the Governor of California he was surprised to 
find his name introduced in a manner that com- 
pels him to reply. The utterances of the Gov- 
ernor to which Mr. Olmsted refers were in- 
spired by a publication in the Oentury Magazine 


remonstrating against the systematic cutting 
out of all young trees in the beautiful Yosemite 
Valley. 

This article was written, Mr. Olmsted says, 
by one of the Century staff who called upon 
him to obtain information gleaned from his 
pioneer duty in the valley. Mr. Olmstea ex- 
plains that he had nothing to do with the arti- 
ole, but believes it to have been inspired by 
none but honorable and high-minded motives. 
The Governor, in his official paper, however, 
gives it out to the world that the author of the 
Century's article is Mr. Olmsted’s nephew, and 
that all he wanted in this business was to buil- 
doze the Commissioners into giving Mr. Olm- 
sted employment. All of this Mr. Olmsted 
denies. 

Atter the above narration, Mr. “Olmsted 
Rives some advice from the standpoint of a 
professional field student concerning the re- 
quirements of a landscape designer and the 
methods by which the distinctive charm of 
natural scenery muy be beautitied rather than 
distorted by the hand of man. To the per- 
petuation of the charm he says that nothing is 
more essential than the constant renewal of its 
wood—an axiom which the Yosemite Commis- 
sioners May well mark. Mr. Olmsted shows 
the error of any other system by quoting the 
advice given several years ago by the land- 
scape architects employed for the preservation, 
development, and exhibition of Niagara Falls, 
which reads aa follows: 

“Having regard to the enjoyment of natural 
scenery, and considering that the means of making 
this enjoyment available to large numbers will un- 
avoldably lessen the extent and value of the pri- 
mary elements of uatural scenery, nothing of an 
artificial character should be allowed a place on the 
property, no matter how valuable it might be under 
other circumstances, and no matter at how little 
cost it may be had, the presence of which can be 
avoided consistently with the provision of neces- 
sary conditions for making the enjoyment of the 
natural scenery available.” 





REVOLUTIONARY RELIOS EXHIBITED. 

There was an entertainment given in Music 
Hall, Tarrytown, lastevening to raise funds to 
help pay off some indebtedness on the Green- 
burg Dutch Reformed Church at Elmsford. It 
was also desigued to commemorate the eightieth 
birthday of the pastor, the Rev. William E. 
Turner, and the fiftieth year of his ministry. 
This is an old church, of which Isaac Van Wart, 
one of the captors of Major André, was the 
chorister and a deacon. He is buried in the 
graveyard there, and a monument is erected 
there by the citizens of Westchester County. 
Jay Gould’s residence is not a great way oif, 
and he has been one of its best patrons and has 
contributed liberally to 1ts support, the congre- 
gation being small. 

The Rev. Mr. Turner became pastor in 1879, 
and has been doing a good work in the vicinity. 
He was moreover a classmate of Senator Fre- 
linghuysen and Justice Joseph J. Bradley in 
Rutgers College, at New-Brunswick, N. J., and 
the latter wrote a congratulatory letter to Mr, 
Turner. The entertainment consisved in a dis- 
play of Revolutionary relics, the recalling of 
events of that time, and several appropriate 
addresses were made. The whole was given 
under the auspices of a committee of ladies, of 
which Miss Mary Schuyler Hamilton, a great- 
great-cranddaughter of Alexauder Hamilton 
of Revolutionary fame, was Secretary.

N. A. Mulien, an employe of the subway com- 
any, was in the manhole when the horse fell 
DB, Bat as there is a chamber about ten feet 
equare below the trap he was able to keep out 
of the way of the horse’s heels until the animal 
quieted down sufficiently to enable him to 
Climb out with the aid of a rope thrown to him 
by his fellow-workmen. 


SOLD OUT BY THE SHERIFF. 

The William H. Baeder Glue Company, at 283 
Pearl-street, was sold out by the Sherilif yester- 
day under several executions. The company 
has made a proposition to compromise with the 
creditors at 25 cents on the dollar, 10 cents in 
cash and 15 cents at four and eight months, 


and a committee of creditors, composed of 8. 
Townsend, G. F. Taylor, and William Flaccus, 
has the matter under advisement and will 
make an examination of the accounts, &e. 

Tne statement of the company’s condition 
shows gross liabilities of $343,728, of which 
$125,500 is preferred. The neminal assets in 
New-York are valued at $191,500, against 
which there are judgments and other claims to 
the amount of $108,500. The nominal assets at 
Pittsburg are about $62,800, which are fully 
covered by the confessed judgments and wages. 
fo that the actnal assets, all of which are in 
New-York, are about $83,000. 








COTTON EXCHANGE INSURANCE, 
The Cotton Exchange yesterday amended the 
by-laws regarding the life insurance plan. At 
present a member of the Exchange pays an as- 
sessment of $10 when a death occurs up to 
nine. For allover that the amount is taken 


from the sinking fund, which now amounts to 
about $90,000. All the members have carried 
the same amonnt of insurance heretofore, so 
that the family of one who had been a member 
bat a few days would be entitled to the same 
amount as the family of the oldest member. 
Now the insuranee will be according to the 
length of membership. If one dies within a 
year after entering the Insurance will be $1,000, 

na for each year of membership thereafter an 
neresse of $500. The change takes effect at

THE ENSIGN OONTRADICTS 
HIS DOUGHTY OAPTAIN. 
WAS THIS SUBORDINATE OFFICER FOUND 
ASLEEP IN THE PILOT HOUSE WHEN 

HE WAS ON DUTY? 


The taking of testimony as to actual cruelty 
or unusual punishments inflicted on board the 
United States cruiser Enterprise during her 
recent tempestuous cruise, which has been in 
progress before the naval board of inquiry in 
session at the Brooklyn Navy Yard for the past 
week, seems to have been pretty well conclud- 
ed, All the seamen and the marines who had 
specific complaints to make have been heard 
before the court, and yesterday tne stories of 
one of the two officers on board the vessel who 
had similar complaints werd heard. 

Ensign G. W. Kline, who is now under sus- 
pension by order of Commander McCalla, was 
the complainant, and the consideration of his 
case occupied the attention of the court during 
almost the whole of its session yesterday. 
Many witnesses, among whom was Commander 
McCalla himself, wereexamined, and the whole 
story wae pretty thoroughly ventilated. 

The day's work was commenced with the 
usual formality of allowing witnesses to make 
such corrections as they liked in the tran- 
scripts of their testimony as furnished to them. 
Then Admiral Kimberly, as President of the 
court, presented the written answer to the re- 
quest of Mr. Choate, made the day before, that 
he be informed as to the exact scope of the in- 
vestigation as ordered by Secretary Tracy at 


the request of Commander McCalia, The an- 
swer Was as follows: 


The court will say that it considers it its duty, 
both to the regulations and the precept, to report 
its conclusions as to the facts that it may deem to 
have been established by the evidence, bat not 
opinions as to whether future judicial action should 
be had, L. A. KIMBERLY, 

R. A. U. 8S, N., President of Court, 


Admiral Kimberly supplemented this reply 
With the oral assertion that this investigation 
must not be regarded in any Manner as a court- 
martial. Conmmander McCalia nad not been ar- 
raigned before this court of inquiry nor had 
any Official charges been made aguinst him. 

Lnsign Kline then appeared before tne court 
and asked to makes statement, He said that 
he had to complain of having been wrongly 
accused by Commander McCalia of having been 
asleep on duty while the Enterprise was lying 
at anchor near Antwerp on the morning of Jan. 
15 last and of having been suspended dn conse- 
quence. He was prepared to prove the charge 
he made, and proposed to do 80 by calling wit- 
nesses. 

Mr. Menzies, for Commander McCalla, en- 
tered a vigorous protest against any sueh com- 
plaint being entertained by the court. The 
whole matter, he said, had been placed in the 
hands of the Secretary of the Navy, who alone 
had jurisdiction in the matter. The court 
promptly overruled this objection and directed 
Mr. Kitne to proceed. He asked and received 
permission to have Lieut. Werlich act ua his 
counsel, and called as the first witness Com- 
mander McValla, WO was at Once sworn and who 
seemed to regard the whole proceeding as some- 
what ridiculous, 

On the morning of Jan. 15, he said, he was 
awakened some time atter midnight by a heavy 
aquall which struck the ship. He at once rang 
his bell for the orderly on guard at the cabin 
door, but there Was no response. He rang the 
belle—there were two of them, worked by elec- 
trivity—then again and again, devoting fully 
tifteen minutes to the exercise, and still receiv- 
ing no response, he went upon deck. here 
wasn’t a living soul in sight. There was no 
sign of life on deck. This state of affairs made 
him highly indignant. 

He walkea forward to the pilot house, saw no 
one on the bridge, and then opened the door of 
the pilot house. Inside he saw Ensign Kiine 
sitting on achair, his legs stretched out before 
him, the hood ot his overcoat thrown over his 
head, and sound, dead asleep. The Commander 
said ne walked up to the sleeping officer, shook 
him reughly, and commanded him to wake up. 
Mr. Kline obeyed that order with dazed alacrity. 
He sprang to his feet, knocking over a lantern 
as he did so, and then sfood upright, winking 
and rubbing bis eyes and not seeming to know 
where he was. Then he denied that he had 
been asieep at all. 

The Commander then walked aft to the quar- 
ter deck, followed by Mr. Kline. He summoned 
the orderly, the Corporal of the guard, and the 
Quartermaster, and then the executive officer, 
Lieut. Ingersoll. When that official arrived he 
was ordered by the Commander to put in double 
irons the three petty officers, whom he accused 
of having been asleep on duty; to relieve Mr. 
Kline, who was then officer of the deck, and to 
put him under suspension for having been 
asleep in the pilot house. Mr. Kline again de- 
nied that he had been asleep, and the Com- 
mander then called the persons present to bear 
testimony to the fact of that denial, The Com- 
mander then went back to his cabin to resume 
his interr _ repose. It was then, he said, 
just 1:54 o’Cloock. 

Lieut, Werlich, as counsel for Mr. Kline, then 
proceeded to subject his Commander to a pretty 
severe cross-examination. Lhe Commander 
did not appear to relish much the fact that he 
was compelled to reply to leading questions 
addressed to him by an inferior under his own 
command on shipbeard, and his answers were 
short aud curt. Hesuid ‘Yes and “No” ina 
manner suggestive of Fourth of July torpedoes, 
and uttered those short words as often as was 

possible. The cross-examination resulted in 
nothing important as to testimony, but it 
afforded a considerable amountof amusement 
to the few spectators in the room. 

Mr. Kline was then called upon to tell his 
side of the story. He described minutely his 
every action from the time he went on deck as 
officer of the deck In the midwateh until after 
his interview with Commander McCalla. He 
went into the pilot house shortly before 1 
o’clock and siut the starboard door to keep 
out the wind—it was a squally night—leaving 
the port door open. While there he received 
several routine reports from Various petty 
otlicers, the last one being made at about 1:2vV 
o'clock. At 1:30 o’clock the Quartermastor 
asked permission to go to the head and received 
it. This Quartermaster, Graham, it might be 
interpolated, is the man who was contined in 
irons for tive days for being off post before it 
was discovered that he had received permission 
from Mr. Kline to leave his post. 

A few minutes afier 1:30 o'clock, Mr. Kline 
continued, he heard Commander McCalla’s bell 
ring four times. It was the bell summoning the 
orderly, and he, Kline, paid no atiention to it. 
Very shortly afterward the witness heard some 
one try the closed door of the pilot house and 
then he heard Commander McCalla outside call 
out, ‘Get up, dir.” The Commander then en- 
tered the pilot house and accused Mr, Kline of 
being asleep, which Mr. Kline promptly and 
emphatically denied. The Commander seemed 
much excited, and spoke very loudly and 
harsbly. 

He shortly went to the quarter deck, and 
when witness reached that spot he saw by the 
deck clock that it was then just 1:42. It did 
not take more than three or four minutes for 
the Commander to issue his orders and go back 
to the cabin. 

Half a dozen witnesses were then called by Mr. 
Werlich, including the men who had reported 
to Mr. Kline and the mun who got permission 
from him to leave his post, and they all testi- 
tied that at the various times they saw him he 
was very much awake. Graham said that 
within five minutes atter he left Mr. Kline he 
heard the Captain’s voice on deck calling out 
for the various officials who should have beon 
ondeck, The statement of ® sentry who had 
been discharged in some European port, suying 
that be saw Mr. Kline tive minutes before the 
Captain came ou deck was read, and, notwith- 
Btanding the objection of Mr. Menzies, was 
admitted as testimony. Executive Officer 
Ingersoll read & memorandum [rom his note 
book made within an hour after the ocourrence, 
showing that it was 1:42 o’elock when he was 
called on deck by the Commander. 

Lieut. Werlich then summea up his whole 
tase in a very concise and methodical manner. 
He argued that the testimony heard showed 
conclusively that Mr. Kline had been shown to 
have been awake at 1:30 o'clock and that he 
was on the quarter deck with Commander Mc- 
Calla at 1:42, twelve minutes later. It must 
have taken tive or six minutes for the Captain 
to have knecked at the door, to have conversed 
with Mr. Kline, and to have gotten back 
to the quarter deck, so that there were 
left but six or seven minutes in which Mr. 
Kline could have falien into such a sound 
sleep as not to have heard Commander 
McCalla when he, as he said, opened the 
pilot house door and sbook him cng ageA to 
wake him up. Commander MoCalla, be said, 
had also made an evident mistake in the matter 
oftime. He said that it was 1:54 when he 
came back to his cabin. He had been on deck 
at 1:42, as shown by testimony, and had not 
remained there more than four minutes at the 
outside. 

The court was adjourned then until 10 o’olock 
this morning, when the complaint of Chiet 
Engineer Eutwistle, who is also under sus- 
pension, will be taken up. °

in a month or two.”

SUBWAY PLAN. 


AN UNDERGROUND ROAD NOT TO DIS- 
TURB GAS AND WATER MAINS, 


F. N. Blano of this city has devised a scheme 
for the construction of underground railroads 
and electric and gas subways in cities which he 
says Will be far less expensive than any plan 
before suggested, will avoid the disturbance of 
existing gas and water mains and connections, 
will afford room for four railroad tracks, and 
will offer the most effective system of handling 
the electric wire difficulty. Hethinks it is espe- 
clally adapted to such a street as Broadway. 

Mr. Blanc woud build a continuous and suf- 
ficiently strong structure of stone or iron unh- 
derneath the paved surface of the street and 
the gas and water mains, supporting both with- 
out disturbing either. This would forma tun- 
nel roof, and the passage underneath would be 
divided horizontally by a flooring, above which 
the electric wires could be carried, with plenty 
of space for proper insulation and perfect fa- 
cility of Connection with buildings on either 
side of the street above. Below this flooring 
the underground road would be placed, and 
being under every sort of imeetines it would 
be wide enough for four tracks, two for express 
— and two for way trains in either direc- 

ion. 

The stations under this plan would be placed 
on the level of the railroad underneath side 
streets at their intersection with the thorough- 
fare tuuneled. Their construction would there- 
fore not interfere with the gas aud water pipes. 
The only pipes which Mr. Blanc would move at 
all would be the sewer mains, which he would 
put on tha lowest level at the side of the rail- 
road tracks. But by his plan the complete con- 
struction of the substitute mains could be 
carried out without disturbing existing sewer 
connections. He would therefore avoid all an- 
noyance to abutting property owners. 


iT IS NOW A OORPORATION. 


THE HOBOKEN TURTLE CLUB COM- 
PLETES ITS ORGANIZATION. 


The Hoboken Tartle Club completed its or- 
ganization, under its changed conditions asa 
corporation, Wednesday evening, by adopting a 
new constitution and by-laws. They were 
drawn by L. A. Chandler, Chairman of the com- 
mittee, and are similar to the laws governing 
the social clubs of this city. Tho affairs of the 
club will be managed by a board of eleven Gov- 
ernors, six of whom are selected from the mem- 
bers at large, the remaining five being the Pres- 
ident, two Vice Presidents, Secretary, and 
Treasurer. The annual dues are raised from 
$10 to $25, and hereafter an initiation fee of 
$25 will be required, although any new mem- 
ver subscribing for one or more of the one- 
hundred-doliar bonds of the $100,000 required 
tor the purchase of the Larchmont property, 
will escape this fee. 

The assessment which each member may be 
required to pay in any one year is limited to 
$10. Honorary and life memberships are pro- 
vided for. The democratic character of the 
club will still remain.

FIRE IN THE PULLMAN WORKS. 
Cu1caGco, Mareh 20.—A portion of the Pull- 
man Palace Car Company’s works at Pullman 
was destroyed by fire between the hours of 1 


and 6 e’clock this morning. Tho company had 
not yet figured up the loss, but it is estimated 
to be between $40,000 and $80,000, 

The tire caught in some unknown manner in 
the trip-hammer shop.

SUBWAYS ARE NECESSARY 


SO JUDGH ANDREWS FINDS 
FOR THE STANDARD. 
IT MAY BUY OUT THE OLD COMPANY IF 
IT IS READY TO TAKE THE RISK OF 
FUTURE LITIGATION. 


The right of the Mayor and of the Board of 
Electrical Control to make new contracts for 
the building of electric subways has been 
settlel by Judge Andrews of the Supreme 
Court. The issue was raised recently by the 
adoption of a resolution by the Board of Elec- 
trical Control to transfer the contract for build- 
ing subways from the Consolidated Telegraph 
and Electrical Subway Company, which has 
built all the subways up to date, to the Stand- 
ard Electrical Sabway Company, a new concern, 

No sooner was this resolution passed than 
lawyers representing the Manhattan Electric 
Light Company, the East River Electric Light 
Company, the Northern New-York Electric 
Light Company, the Harlem Electric Lignt 
Company, and the Mount Morris Electric Light 
Company rushed to the Supreme Court and 
from Judge Patterson obtained a temporary in- 
junction restraining any transfer of the sub- 
way business. George E. Armstrong, as @ tax- 
payer, secured a similar injunction. 

Judge Andrews listened for two days to argu- 
ments. The petitioners in substance declared 
that the transfer was but a blind, concealing 
an effort of the Westinghouse electric lighting 


interests to freezing out the Thomson-Houston 
companies. They said that the Standard Com- 
pany was nothing more or less than a combina- 
tion of the Westinghouse interests. They fur- 
ther alleged that the subway contract could not 
be transferred. A statute stipulated that the 
contract should be void ®enly when the 
Consolidated Company defaulted. They de- 
nied that there had been any default 
Armstrong’s Motion a8 a taxpayer was based 
on an allegation that the transfer would result 
in a waste of the city’s equity in the subways. 
Judge Andrews disposes of this very summarily 
by saying: “It is coneeded upon the argumensc 
that Armstrong brought bis suit not for the 
benefit of the taxpayers of the city, butin aid 
of the other action.” 

In regard to the question as to whether or not 
the old contract with the Consolidated Com- 
pany had become “inoperative and ineffectu- 
al,” and therefore had been defaulted, the de- 
cision says that the Board of Electrical Control 
has declared it to be so, and it has facts in its 
possession which make its opinion the best to 
be obtained. The court says that thereis no 
suggestion that the board is acting in bad faith. 
Continuing, the decision says: 

‘*I am of the opinion that said contract has been 
and has become wholly ineffectual for the accom- 
plishment of its just purpose and the purposes of 
saidact * * * toconvert the overhead systems 
of electric wires and cables to underground sys- 
tems a8 800n as possible without impairing the effi- 
ciency of their service. * * The purpose of 
such contract was to provide subways in whicn 
such electrical conductors could be placed, and it 
seems to me to be toocleer for argument that said 
contract has been and is wholly imeffectual.” 


To provide accommodations for wires that 
have been removed it is of great importance tu 
the public that sixty miles of subway be bullt 
at once, in ayeur if possible. The officers of 
the Consolidated Company have declared that 
they cannot undertake to du the work in that 
time. The Standard Company is realy to guar- 
antee to do the work. Suys Judge Andrews: 

“As the Consolidated Company through its at 
torneys declares that 1t cannot do the work in less 
than two years, whereas the Standard Company 
will agree to construct them within one year, it 
seems to me that the contract with the Consoli- 
dated Company must be considered to have been 
and to be * ineffectual,’ ” 


Regarding the claim that the Standard Com- 
pany is simply a Westinghouse combine to 
freeze other companies out of the subways, 
Judge Andrews says that there is nothing in 
the proposed contract to justify the claim. No 
evidence justifies the apprehension that tho 
contract with the Standard Company, which is 
precisely the same as the old one with the Con- 
solidated Company, will not be faithfully 
carried out. The Standard Company must bow 
to the rules of the Board of Electrical Control 
as to the rents charged,|the methods of nse, and 
all important matters. Moreover, the law oom- 
pels the company managing the subways to 
turnish equal facilities.to all. Continuing, the 
decision says: 

“If, therefore, any company should be deprived 
of just and equal facilities, it can apply to the 
Board of Klectricval Control for relief, and that 
board can afford relief at once, But if the board 
should fail to give such relief, application can be 
mate to any of such Judges, who can act in the 
most summary manner; and if the directions of the 
Judge are pot obeyed, the officers of the subway 
company Can be fined or imprisoned.” 

The claim that the Board of Electrical Con- 
trol cannot release the Consolidated Company 
trom its obligations to build new subways and 
maintain those already cunstructed is answered 
by the statement that the old contract is in- 
effectual. Continuing, the injunction says: 

“ The old company is willing to sell the subways 
already constructed for asum equal to their cost, 
aud the Board of Klectrical Control has decided 
thatit is reasonable and necessary for the proper 
working of the subway system of operating electric 
wires that the subways already coustructed should 
be under the same control as thoae tu be hereafter 
built, and if it sees fit to accept the obligation of 
the new company to maintain and repair completed 
subways a3 Well &8 to construct the new ones, the 
statute gives it the right to do so.” 


In conclusion, Judge Andrews says that the 
case is not one in which an injunction restraining 
public officers from the performance of what 
they deem to be their duty should be granted 
vefore trial. He says: 

“Tf the proposed contract is made and the Stand- 
ard Company shall invest, as it necessarily must in 
performing the contract. several millions of dollars 
in constructing subways, and it should hereafter 
be determined that the contractis invalid, the re- 
sult will necessarily be that the Standard Company 
will have no right to such subways, and will lose 
the money invested in building them. Even 
therefore, if 1t were assumed that there is a 
doubt as to what the ultimate result of the 
litigation will be if the Standard Company is 
willing to take the risk of spending such 
large sums of money in constructing suvways, it 
should be allowed to do so, because of the great in- 
terest which the public hae in having such sub- 
ways coustructed as speedily as possible. If the 
position taken by the plaintiffs is sound, and they 
Shall succeed upon the trial of the action, which 
can be speedily had, an injunction will then be 
granted and the Standard Company will lose what- 
ever it has invested, while the practical effect of 
continuing the present injunctions would be to 
postpone indefinitely the construction of subways, 
and also the time when the public will have the 
benefit of a complete system of electric ight and 
power wires operated under ground.” 

Mayor Grant received notice of the decision 
dissolving the injunctions against the Board of 
Electrical Control soon after it was made pub- 
lic. He at once issued a call for a meeting of 
the board, to be held in his office at 10:30 A. M, 
to-morrow. The legal cbstacles having been 
removed, the board will probably go ahead and 
make the contract with the Standard Subway 
Company. Then a lotof new subways will be 
ordered. 





THE PLUMMER FAILURE. 

John F, Plummer & Co., dry goods morchants 
of Broadway and Leonard-street, and Mr, 
Plummer individually, filed amended assign- 
ments yesterday, the previous ones having 
been detective, as the assignee, Jeremiah P. 
Murphy, had not signed an acceptance of the 
assignment as required by law. Mr. John F. 
Plummer was at his store yesterday, and many 
creditors called to express their sympathy. 
Mr. Darling, his partner, was also there all day. 
He hoped that some arrangement would be 
speedily made whereby the basiness could 
be continued in some form. All the oreditors 
appeared to be very friendly. A statement 
would be prepared as quickly as possible, and 
when it was completed the creditors would be 
Called together. 

The liabilities, he said, were a little over a 
million dollars, as the assignee had stated. The 
bulk of the indebtedness was due to Eastern 
manufacturers who were strong financially, 
and he did-not think the failure of his firm 
would affect any others, Of the lNabilities, 
about $300,000 was due to the banks.

PROGRESS AT HARVARD. 


AN ACCEPTABLE CHANGE—A NEW PRIZE 
—ELECTIONS—VARIOUS NOTES. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 20.—Another step 
in the direction of modernizing everything 
connected with Harvard is the publication 
this year of the Quinqguennial Catalogue in 
English instead of in Latin, as heretofore. The 
work has been intrusted to W. H. Tillinghast, 
the assistant librarian, and will be an improve- 
Ment on all previous catalogues of the same 
kind, not only in that it 1s to be published in 
Efiglish, but because it is to have a complete 
index to the names of officers. The task of 
translating all the names in the book is no 
small one, and Mr, Tillinghast is to be assisted 
in some part of his work by F. W. Nicolson of 
the Latin Department. It is hoped that the 
use of English in this case, where Latin has 
always been used heretofore, may be the step- 
ping stone to abolishing Latin from the Com-

The Councilmen seem to have abandoned 
their claim that Chist Carey and Policeman 
Giese broke into the place. The officers assert 
that after seeing through a window what was 
going On inside, they entered through anu un- 
fastened door and confronted Mr. Miller and 
the Councilmen. The trio are now being 
condemned not only for their part in the viola- 
tion of the ordinances which they have con- 
tinually urzed the police toenforce, but because 
of their efforta to euppress the matter in the 
bewspapers. Councilman Hettield, one of the 
three, is in & peculiarly unpleasant position, 
having just been defeated in his scheme to oust 
Rudolph Hering as water-works engineer. He 
is now threatened with suit by Mr. Hering for 
defamation of character. 

At the first March meeting in Mr. Hering’s 
absence he made serious charges against the 
engineer which he made no subsequent effort 
to prove, and these and the other charges which 
he tried but failed to prove he industriously 
circulated when trying to secure signatures to 
a@ petition seeking Mr. Hering’s removal. Mr. 
Hetreld’s mere statements were not indorsed 
by any one, and Mr. Hering’s friends urge him 
to bring suit on the ground that Mr, Hetfield 
knew the charges to be false.

WANTS JUSTICE. 


HK WILL APPEAL TO VICAR GENERAL 
PRESTON AND MAYBE TOTHE COURTS. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 20.—The condi- 

tion of George Hughes, who was so badly 
beaten in Father Eariey’s (St. Mary's) church 
last Sunday when he refused to give up his pew, 
has greatly improved. The bandages on his 
head were removed to-day. 

When asked about the proposed settlement of 
his case he said: “The only basis on which I 
will settle the case will be that [ must have my 
pew according to the original agreement and 
understanding. Father Earley must do me the 


justice to sign a paper that I have never mis- 
used him nor taxen any advantage of him in 
any way, and I will also sign a paper tnat I 
have never made any charges to any one defam- 
atory io his character as a priest or a man. 
And if I have ever said anything to bis tace 
that he construes to mean an insult to his 
priestly dixnity, such was never my intention. 
1 mereiy spoke tirmly, as I thought, in defense 
ofmyright. He must further agree to give me 
baok all papers rigntfully belonging tome. I 
am appesling to the Church. My statement of 
all my connections with Father Earley from 
the time he came here up to this sad oceur- 
rence will be presented to Vicar General Pres- 
ton in New-York to-morrow. I take this course 
as a g00d and obedient Catholic, subject to the 
laws of my Church. In case I cannot get justice 
there [ shall try to get justice in the courts of 
the State.” 





TWO BLOCKS OF BUILDINGS BURNED. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 20.—A disastrous 
fire at 3 o’clock this morning destroyed two 
blocks of buildings in Lavilla, a suburb, and a 
boarding house in the city proper, causing a 
loss of nearly $125,000. The fire broke out in 
the store and warehouse, comprising half a 


block, owaed and occupied by Henry Lillienthal 
as a dry goods, grocery, wine, and liquor store, 
on Clay and Bridge streets. In an instant the 
entire block was in flames. 
The losses and insurance, as nearly as could 
be ascertained this morning, are as follows:

EK. T. Bowden, loss on bathhuuse $15,000, insur- 
ance $5,000; The Alpine loss is about $8,000, no 
insurauce. 
The other four houses in Adams-street were 
fully insured; also the small house on Clay- 
street. The losses on the Conroy store and 
stock were not learned, but it is said that they 
were insured. The other losses and insurance 
are very indefinite, but in all probability the 
aggregate loss will reach $125,000.

PLATT HAS A BULL POOL, 


IF IT IS SUCCESSFUL HIS ALBANS 
FRIENDS WILL FEEL BETTER. 


Statesman Thomas O. Platt’s speculating 
friends may be happy yet. Statesman Platt 
has organized a new Wall-street pool to try ta 
bull the stock of his Tennessee Coal and Iroa 
Company. This time he will not go it alone. 
He has been hustling during the last few days, 
and one result of his activity comes out in a 
Wall-street announcement that the hatchet is 
buried between him and the company’s ©x- 
President, John H. Inman. These gentlemen, 
indeed, seem suddenly to have become very 
fond of one another.. Mr. Inman has been say- 
ing pleasant things about Mr. Platt right along; 
but then he could afford to be good-natured, for 
® large section of this State’s Legislature was 
not tagging at his coat tails, yelling and claw- 
ing, calling names, and shaking empty pockets. 

Wall-street reports have it that Mr. Inman 
and Mr. Platt were yesterday together two or 
three times, conferring over Tennessee Ceal and 
Tron affairs. Inthe evening both were beam- 
ing, though neither seemed communicative. A 
mutual friend said, however, that the two gen- 
tlemen now understood one another, and were 
ready to work together in the happiest sort of 
harmony. 

An important development lies in the fact 
that Mr. Piatt has by dint ofa good deal of 
activity induced some of his Wall-street mill- 
ionaire acquaintances to risk their money in 
helping him out of what in Wall-street, as well 
ag in political circles, is elegantly called a 
“hole.” Something had to be done, and done 
quickly. Notmerely those politicians who took 
Statesman Platt’s point when the stock was up 
around 80, but the friends of those point-getters, 
too, were up in arms hurt and howling. One 
Republican of coneeunenes is known to have 
fone to Mr. Platt less than a week ago 
and told him bluntly that unless he did some- 
thing to put the price of Tennessee Coal and 
Iron up right away he might as well give up pol- 
itics in this State. The boys had a grievance 
that only arising stock market could ous. 8 
might not be neceasary, he was told, to boost 
the stuff so that the speculating politicians 
eould get rich, but he would have to let them 
“get even,” or else suffer dire consequences. 
This sort of talk from responsible sources wa3 
enough to command attention, and Statesman 
Platt went right at work, with all the ardor of 
a rather anxious soul, to try to arrange a pru- 
gramme to patch up matters for his own salva- 
tion’s sake. 

To “work” Tennessee Coal and Iron quota- 
tions up in the stock market would, however. 
demand the use of a good deal of money. He 
set about trying to get it, and though it is in- 
timated that he met with obstacles before he 
had accomplished hts purpose, he is credited 
now with having gained the financial help he 
wanted: One notable Wall-street millionaire is 
declared to be with him now, and a large sum 
of money—tens of thousands of dollars—is said 
to have been invested by this magnate in Mr. 
Platt’s interest. 

Wall-street knows nothing of the terms or 
conditions of the new deal cther than the bee 
the stock market tape indicates that a og 
campaign has begun, there having been an ad- 
vance of three points yesterday. Perhaps after 
all Statesman Platt may soon be able to run the 
risk of going up to Albany before the Legialar- 
ure adjourns. A rise of only about 25 point” 
more is needed to make some Platt State Sena 
tors happy—only 25.

HAGAN HELPS THE SUN. 


AND BETWEEN THEM THEY CLEAN UP 
THE PRINCIPAL STREETS. 


The sun, aided to some extent by the Strect- 
Cleaning Department, put the principal eross- 
town business streets, the ferry streets, Broad- 
way, and Fifth-avenue into a fairly decent 
condition by yesterday afternoon, and Deputy 
Commissioner Hagan was jubilant thereat. He 
grumbled atthe Niagaralike volume of water 
that fell from the elevated road structures al! 
day for personal reasons, as he was struck in 
the neck by a babbling rill from the Chambers- 
street platform as he came down to his office in 
the morning. But he and all his assistants 
blessed these ohilly cataracts for the reason 
that they acted like a driving rain on the 
mounds of snow beneath them and melted them 
into the sewers with noatness ang dispatch. 

Up to nightfall Broadway h been cleaned 
up to ‘Thirtieth-street and avenue to 
Fourteenth-street, and Deputy Hagan expects 
to have both thoroughfares cleaned to the Pari 
by this morning. While the ferry streets were 
comparatively clean, West South streets 
were in their usual filthy condition. The 
smaller streets down town and about all of the 
up-town streets and avenues were left to their 
own resources and were correspondingly dirty 
and sloppy, but Mr. Hagan promises to get the 
regular district men at work in their own 
places to-night or to-morrow morning and have 
the streets allocleanet up. If the atmosphere 
is as mild and the sun as warm to-day as it was 
yesterday he may accomplish the task. 


WALL-STREET TADE. 


There may have been some time a duller day 
in Wall-Street than yesterday was, but no 
broker remembers it. A good deal less than 
100,000 shares of stock was dealt in, and trans- 
actions in bonds amounted practically to 
nothing.
